They 
are* blossoming; out like flowers in 
sprinjr. Much of the shock over the 
Far East tragedy, both past and un- 
derway, may be laid at at their door. 
From "all is well' and "we are im- 
pregnable" the public has had a rude 
awakening-, and we must expect. ! s 
now the slogan. Undoubtedly there 
is a vast field of readers of these 
gifted prophets— otherwise at least 
some of them would be left out in 
the cold, but we are interested ro note 
that not a few of our friends are be- 
ginning to recognize their status and 
to tire of their wanderings in print.

AIR RAID INSTRUCTIONS

The heading reads: Uproar Boosts 
Sales anil Bonds and Stamps and the 
text, illustrated with live photographs 
made in Winchester on the recent Up- 
roar Day reads, in part: 

Uproar Day in Winchester, Mass.. 
helped to make this suburban town 
of 15,000 inhabitants located to the 
north of Boston, Defense Bond con- 
scious and to greatly stimulate the 
sales of both bonds and stamps. 

Here are a few of the events and 
stunts arranged for Uproar Day Nov. 
29 by Maurice C. Bird, Winchester's 
Defense Staff Chairman and Mrs. 
Warren C, Whitman, chairman of the 
Women's Volunteer Committee. The 
lengthy article then goes out to tell 
how the high school students, stores, 
firemen, policemen and all the others 
who participated put real efforts be- 
hind our fight for our liberty. 

The Defense Bond staff reported 
last week that the town, for a day, 
was entirely sold out of bonds and 
the staff took a great many orders 
that had to wait to be filled. Both the 
postoffice and the banks have obtain- 
ed a new supply however, and de- 
spite increasing sales they hope to 
have a sufficient supply on hand here- 
after. 

Residents of the town will have an 
opportunity to win a free bond each 
Wednesday night, commencing on 
Jan. 7, when George Carter at the 
Winchester Theatre will give away 
a free $'_'•"> Defense Bond each Wed- 
nesday night to some patron. Every- 
one who attends the theatre on Wed- 
nesday nights will have an equal op- 
portunity to win the bond. 

Defense Stamps will go on sale in 
the Winchester schools commencing 
on Jan. <> and it is expected that the 
youngsters will, with their purchases 
in small amounts, help to swell the 
town's total even above its present 
large figures. 

Newsboys in Winchester will here- 
after attempt to have patrons on then- 
routes take change in defense stamps 
instead of cash. W. W. McLean of 
the Winchester News Company has 
arranged so that his delivery boys 
will be equipped with Defense Stamps 
for change and these patriotic young- 
sters will help swell the general sal -. 

Chairman Bird this week received 
permission from the officials of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad to con- 
tinue the sales of Winchester women 
in the Winchester and Wedgemeic 
railroad stations indefinitely. These 
special sales-women will be in addi- 
tion to the regular sales at the Bos- 
ton and Maine's stations, where agents 
have Defense Stamps on sale at all 
times. 

Plans for the house-to-house can- 
vas of the entire town to further stim- 
ulate the sale of Defense Bonds and 
Defense Stamps are progressing aim 
will he announced shortly. 

Chairman Bird and the Winches- 
ter Defense Staff have issued a fur- 
ther appeal to everyone in the town 
to buy more and more and more De- 
fense Bonds and Defense Saving 
Stamps. 

"Nothing- is> more important right 
now." said Chairman Bird, "than to 
keep money flowing: towards our na- 
tional defense. For a long time, be- 
fore war commenced, there were 
many people who believed that the 
buying of Defense Bonds and De- 
fense Stamps could be done 'tomor- 
row.' 

"There wore those who kept ask- 
ing 'When should we start to work 
on a Defense Bond and Defense 
Stamp Sale drive.' 

The Japs answered that question 
for us when they dropped the first 
bomb on Pearl Harbor.

CHRISTMAS AT THE POSTOFFICE 

Postmaster Vincent C. Ambrose 
told the Star this week that during 
the Christmas rush 800,000 pieces of 
mail went through the local postof- 
fice, setting a new hi"** record. 
Stamp sales amounted to $12,048 
for December, or approximately four 
times the number sold in a normal 
month, and in addition the regular 
office personnel sold $7,000 worth of 
Defense Stamps and approximately 
$5000 worth of Defense Bonds, in 
itself taking considerable time. Many 
of the bonds were sold as Christmas 
gifts during the busy season. 

Postmaster Ambrose nut on 27 ex- 
tra employees during the Christmas 
season, but the extras were much 
younger than usual, older men be- 
ing difficult to obtain. The office 
maintained its schedule up to the 
Sunday before Christmas, after 
which the huge influx of mail, in- 
cluding considerable second and third 
class matter, proved too much for 
the force and facailities of the of- 
fice. 

Postmaster Ambrose has for some 
time contended that his office is un- 
der-manned and recently postal in- 
spectors have been investigating lo- 
cal conditions with it is hoped the 
view to remedying them. 



Basil Mathews. M. A., professor of 
Christian World Relations' at Boston 
University and Andover - Newton 
Theological Institute, will speak on 
"The Deepest Issues of the War in 
the Pacific" at the Crawford Memor- 
ial Methodist Church on Tuesday 
evening, Jan. 13, at 8 o'clock. 

Mr. Mathews received his master's 
degree at Oxford University. His 
world-out-look stems from experi- 
ence in every continent and he trav- 
elled extensively in most of the 
countries of Europe during years of 
international literature work cen- 
tered in Geneva, Switzerland, co-op- 
erating with the League of Nations 
and the International Labor Office. 
He has known personally such color- 
ful leaders as Rahindraneth Tagore 
and Mahatma Ghandi, to mention 
but two. 

In his .journeys Mr, Mathews has 
especially studied youth and in all 
his work, whether lecturing or writ- 
ing, he has aimed at helping the edu- 
cation of youth toward intelligent 
world-citizenship. His book, "su- 
preme Encounter," which was re- 
cently the "book of the month" in 
the Religious Book Club of England, 
shows how startlingly relevant is the 
whole Bible to the 'resent world 
crisis. 

Mr. Mathews has come from Brit- 
ain for one semester each vear im 
nine years to his teaching duties at 
B. U., and some years ago he deliv- 
ered at Victoria University. Toronto, 
the Alfred Gandier Memorial Lec- 
tures*, published under the title. 
"Shaping the Future." 

He served with the British Minis- 
try of Information during the World 
War from HMO to 1918 and was 
chairman and secretary of the Liter- 
ature Committee. He again served in 

the Ministry of Inf tion from the 

beginnilr* of the present war until 
early in 1!»41 when he resigned to re- 
turn to hu teaching in America.

Mr. Samuel M. Graves, chairman of 
the Men's School, announced that not 
ii" .re than 40 or 50 of the 175 men 
enrolled could take the necessary first 
aid course which opens next Wednes- 
day evening at the Recreation Center, 
returning the following week to the 
Lincoln School on Thursday evening. 
H also announced that arrangements 
art- being completed to have the men 
examined by physicians and finger- 
printed at the Selective Service Head- 
quarters at a date to be announced. 

9erving as instructors Monday ev< n 
ing were Mr. Smith. Chief Air Raid 
Warden Franklin J. Lane and Rob- 
ert Jackson, a graduate of the Bos- 
ton A. R. P. School. 

Mr. Smith explained that the air 
raid wardens constitute one of the 
groups functioning under the Protec- 
tion Division, the others being Aux- 
iliary Police, Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment, Rescue Squads, Gas Protection 
and Decontamination Squads and the 
Protection of Buildings Group.

Wardens need to be all around ci- 
vilian defenders, translating defense 
instructions to the public anil gen- 
erally serving as the eyes, ears and 
mouthpiece of the community.

Tuesday, Jan. •>, was for the parish 
of the Epiphany a special day. Those 
who founded the parish chose to name 
it, not for one apostle, martyr, or 
light-bringing saint of any age, but 
for an event, the manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles, the Wise Men, 
who sensed the coming of a potent 
help into the turbulent world of their 
day, and who thought it worth while 
to make a long journey in order to 
look for that powerful helper, Last 
Tuesday at 2 o'clock Mrs. William 
Sache conducted a party of Epiphany 
women and their friends about the 
church, explaining to them how the 
name and its meaning had been 
thought out and built into the fabric 
of the building, especially into the 
windows. 

These have been gifts, memorials 
or thanksgiving, made at different 
times, but they have followed out 
the basic idea of the name, and have 
picked up suggested concepts for 
windows that were formed by Dr. 
John W. Suter and his helpers when 
the church was being planned ni*re 
than 50 years ago. So there is uffrr!* 
in them, and they tell a serial story 
of how spiritual truth has come to 
men in widening circles, as light pul- 
sates out from any radiant center. 

Mrs. Sache paused before the win- 
dows of plain glass to speak of what 
they might later portray. The found- 
ers left the thought of a window 
which would keep telling us that true 
Christianity knows nothing of nar- 
row nationalism. Perha"- it would 
show the great little Italian whose 
passion it was to find a way of life 
that would glorify all men, even the 
poorest. Perhaps it might show the 
young Englishman who long ago for- 
sook wealth and prestige in his own 
land to carry Christianity to tribes 
beyond the North Sea. He died there 
at their hands. But the truth he had 
carried lived on and the Prince of 
Peace overcame their war gods. It 
it unlikely that a window will be given 
until peace comes again, and who 
knows what widened knowledge a 
peace window then may show? 

At their luncheon on Tuesday the 
Service League remembered that in 
early centuries the feast of the Epiph- 
j any, and not the feast of the Nativity 
was the time of gift giving. They 
gave, as usual, pennies or other coins 
into the box that passes from table 
to table to provide food for children 
in China, where three of our pennies 
will feed a child for a whole day. 
And, at the suggestion of Mrs. A. B. 
Corthell, they sent a greeting to one 
who has been a leader at their Tues- 
day activities, Mrs. Mary Barta. now 
convalescent at her home after being 
seriously ill. Mrs. Corthell had com- 
manded the services of the parish 
rhymer, Mrs. Sache, to word the 
greeting which all present signed.

May I. on behalf of the Winches- 
ter (England) Schoolehildren's Care 
Committee, thank you and your Com- 
mittee most warmly for the generous 
gift you have collected for the chil- 
dren of Winchester? This is the sec- 
ond time our Mayor has handed the 
money over to us, and I really do 
not know how we should have got on 
without it. 

We are a purely voluntary body 
and naturally in war time our sub- 
scriptions have fallen steeply.

It is for public libraries to of- 
fer interesting, pleasant diversions 
that will draw people together and aid 
them "to forget" for an hour or two, 
in order that they may at least recap- 
ture their sense of balance to go on. 

Every community has people with 
special interests and talents. These, 
if shared, give pleasure to the pos- 
sessors and to those with whom they 
are shared. There may be collections 
of tine recor Is whose owners would 
gladly arrange and conduct musical 
programs to be given in the library 
or there might be specialists in va- 
rious fields who would give and de- 
rive pleasure by speaking informally 
to groups gathered in the library. 
Movie evenings could be arranged or 
reading aloud to groups invited to 
the library to knit or sew could be 
carried on regularly by volunteers. 

The motivating of such and many 
other community programs and the 
enlisting of volunteers to carry them 
out lie well within the scope of libra- 
rianship and would contribute in large 
measure to the general morale.

"Neither cold nor heat nor rain nor 
snow stays them" said a Greek his- 
torian of the reliable and tireless 
couriers whoso faithful service wove 
together the far-flung Persian em- 
pire, and the old words came to mind 
as one saw the good number of work- 
ers at the central workroom of Brit- 
ish War Relief last Wednesday, the 
coldest day of the winter. The cold 
brought them perhaps, for it made 
real the plight of lands scarce of fuel 
and of wool and added urgency to 
their work to supply warm garments*.

They are the fearless folks 
who remember that their pioneer 
greatgrandmothers could make pants 
for little boys and think Eve's (laugh- 
ers haven't suffered so sore a decline 
as to make them incapable of the 
same tasks. So there they were, put- 
ting their heads together occasionally 
over a next step, but making good 
on the pants undertaken for the 
American Red Cross. So a pile of the 
neat little garments was growing on 
a table. One doesn't have to be a 
Yankee with pioneer ancestors" to 
qualify as a pants-maker; one of the 
quietly competent mnktov Wednoday 
was an English woman newly come 
to this land. 

Hers was not the only new face 
among the workers; a half dozen new 
recruits were at the worit room all 
dav long. 

[hiring the sandwich and coffee 
hour the workers heard interesting 
news of Britain from a British wom- 
an, Mrs. Dorothy V, Stangroom, 
whose home was in the area that suf- 
fered along with Coventor" and whose 
mother's home was in Coventry itself 
and suffered a direct hit from a Nazi 
bomb. 

"At five minutes before midnight 
on that Christmas Eve my mother 
had all the things that a woman of 
73 could ask for comfort. At ten 
minutes after midnight she hail noth- 
ing," said Mrs. Stangroom. "and 
around her shoulder when she was 
carried into my home was an Amer- 
ican afghan like the one hanging 
there." 

The yarn table was a cheerful spot 
for there lay 40 knitted articles, 
something of every sort that Ameri- 
ca knits for the armed forces, of Bri- 
tain, ready to go into Boston and take 
ship or be given directly to seamen 
about to sail out of the harbor.

Enrollment <>f Winchester's citi- 
zens in the greatest voluntary mon- 
ey-raising effort ever staged in 
Greater Huston, the United War 
Fund Campaign, is being pushed to 
completion by Chairman Francis' A. 
Barrett preparatory to the official 
opening of the $7,<>oo.im>o campaign, 
Thursday evening, Jan. 22, at the 
Boston Harden. 

Twenty thousand volunteer work- 
ers in the 44 cities and towns of 
Greater Boston is the enrollment goal 
•set hy Charles C. Cabot, metropoli- 
tan chairman, as the minimum num- 
ber needed to win through to victory 
in this emergency call to the people 
on the home front. Winchester is 
prepared to do its share, says Mr. 
Barrett 

"We must meet the war-time chal- 
lenge of 1942." Cabot said. "This 
challenge is for a greatly increased 
goal and can only be met through 
greatly increased enrollment. To win 
our war at home we must recruit 
our army of workers as fast as pos- 
sible in the two weeks which remain 
before the start, of the campaign." 

The three-fold emblem of the cam- 
paign is beginning to appear every- 
where within the Greater Boston 
area: the familiar red feather rep- 
resenting the Community Fund hos- 
pitals, health and social service 
agencies; the Red Cross with its im- 
mediate appeal for funds to carry 
aid to the tijrhtintr forces and the

Indicating service to serv- 
ice men through the L'SO and the 
Soldiers and Sailors Committee. 

The combining of these four ap- 
peals into one united campaign, when 
hours are desperately needed for de- 
fense projects, will save untold time 
in organization and solicitation, as 
well as cost. 

It is significant of the unity which 
war brings that Norwood and Som- 
erville, two metropolitan communi- 
ties on the even of conducting sep- 
arate campaigns for their local agen- 
cies, have decided u> join with the 
United War Fund.

Last Friday evening at the Recre- 
ation Center many of our local air 
raid wardens. auxiliary firemen, 
auxiliary police, sea scouts and major 
defense officials enjoyed a very inter- 
esting and instructive lecture on 
fighting incendiary bomb fires in 
London. This splendid talk was ac- 
companied by sound motion pictures 
which enabled the large audience to 
see London's professional and auxili- 
ary firemen battling the terrible con- 
flagrations that had been caused by 
German bombs whose weird screech- 
ing and actual hits were clearly au- 
dible to the listeners. 

Through the efforts of Defense 
Chairman Harold S. Fuller and his 
Director of Protection, Reveley H. B. 
Smith, the gathering had the privil- 
ege of listening to Deputy Chief Ed- 
gar A. Kirby of the London Fire Bri- 
gade who has seen duty in more than 
'■iW) air raids, and has directed the 
fire-fighting at many more fires 
caused by those raids; and he proved 
to be a fascinating speaker with a 
tine sense of humor and a master's 
knowledge of his subject. The Chief 
gave vivid descriptions of those aw- 
ful calamities and offered many valu- 
able suggestions for the guidance of 
all those who are making civilian de- 
fense work very much worth while in 
Winchester. 

Chief Kirby told about the British 
government placing all English fire- 
departments under national control 
similar to the army, and how volun- 
teer fireman have been inducted into 
full-time regular tire services, with 
pay about like that of soldiers. He 
also explained the methods used to 
provide additional water storage bas- 
ins, even to clearing out the cellars 
of burned buildings ami filling those 
cellars with water for fire purposes. 

The Chief exhibited another film 
which showed a family of three per- 
sons extinguishing a house fire caused 
by an incendiary bomb. That picture 
featured the stirrup Dump which re- 
quires a crew of three, hut Chief 
Kirby said that a garden hose prop- 
erly handled by one person, would of 
course solve the problem even better. 

His offer to answer questions was 
accepted by nianv of the audience, 
and he confessed to a few. who re- 
mained after the meeting, that his I 
strenuous efforts to meet the man.v | 
requests for his lectures, had been | 
rather tiring hut very delightful. 

Chairman Fuller thanked Chief 
Kirby for his fine talk and then pre- 
sented to him, as a souvenir of Win- 
chester, an Air Raid Warden's pin. , 
which cannot be worn by anvone who i 
has not actually qualified for it.

all air raid workers in their districts.

For purposes of civilian del

Mr. Jackson, who was one of the 
instructors at the first school, explain- 
ed in greater detail the workings of 
the report center, around which all 
Civilian Defense activity revolves.

The Winchester Art Association has 
another fine show in the exhibition 
of oil paintings by contemporaray ar- 
tists running through January at the 
art gallery in tlu- Public Library, 
Mrs. Marion Sloane. Miss Marguerite 
Pearson, Charles Curtis Allen. Al.iro 
Hibbsrd, Galen Perritt and R. H. 
Ives Gammell are the artists exhib- 
iting. 

A wide range of subjects is in- 
cluded in the show, including for the 
most part, portraits, landscapes, and 
marines. 

Mr. Gammell shows several fine 
portraits. His Mary Peary is an un- 
usual study of a young girl, glancing 
over her shoulder, the poise of the 
head, the w arm dark coloring, the ex- 
pi-es.-ion of the eyes and the droop 
of the half-opened ntoutth being very 
life-like. One would almost expect to 
find pointed ears and tiny horns pro- 
truding from the glossy' hair of the 
same artist's Boy with an Apple, 
there being more than a suggestion 
of the mythological fawn about this 
cleanly cut youngster whose head and 
shoulders' are framed in leafy 
branches with a background of deep 
blue sky. 

Mr. Gammell's Woman of No Im- 
portance is an outstanding piece of 
portraiture that is at the same time 
a fine character study, the strength 
of the deeply lined face with its iron 
gray hair giving the lie to the pic- 
ture's title. Fruit Stand by the same 
artist, a large canvas, shows a boy 
with Latin features and coloring, 
clothed in faded blue dungarees, girt 
with a scarlet belt, a yellow polo 
shirt, and scarlet knitted can, seated 
on a barrel surrounded by boxes and 
crates of fruit. 

Snow pictures by Mr. Hibbard 
never fail to arouse admiration for 
this artist has the faculty of painting 
them so that they are at the same 
time artistic and true to life. Such a 
one is Ice Haravest, showing men at 
work cutting and loading blocks of 
ice on a pung, with rambling nondes- 
cript wooden buildings part way tin 
on an evergreen clad hill in the back- 
ground, The light and shadows on the 
snow and the blue-green clearness of 
the ice are skillfully painted while 
the burly figure- of the men and the 
blanketed horse are finely drawn and 
very life-like. 

Mr. Hibbard's Sunlight and Shad- 
ows is another fine winter scene with 
its prosaic little frame houses nest- 
ling in a straggly line under rugged 
highlands with the water of a gray- 
green stream glinting cold between 
rounded snowy banks in the fore- 
ground. Spring Thaw by the same ar- 
tist depicts a swollen stream dashing 
its noisy way over a rocky bed be- 
fcwen snow-clad, tree-lined banks, the 
turbulent gray water cleverly lighted 
where the sun's rays reach it through 
the trees. 

Miss Pearson's penchant for paint- 
ing fine interiors is well illustrated in 
her New England Fireside, showing a 
young woman seated before one ,,f 
the fine broad fireplaces of Colonial 
houses, surmounted by a mantel on 
which are brass candlesticks, plates, 
and a model ship. The shadows of the 
room, the glint of brass candlesticks 
and warming-pan and the graceful 
pose of the girl combine in a charm- 
ing study. 

In lighter vein is Miss Pearson's 
The Echo, with its young lady in a 
pink decollete gown playing the man- 
dolin before a canary in its cage. 
Seaside picnic strikes an entirely dif- 
ferent, and for this artist a somewhat 
unusual note, with its family group 
about their luncheon spread r,n the 
shore of an inlet, the waters of which 
are dotted with the sails of small 
craft. Perhaps most interesting from 
the local angle is Miss Pearson's ar- 
tistic portrait of Miss Lucia Coit, a 
resident of Winchester. 

Mrs. Sloane's large canvas, Win- 
ooski Valley, Vt.. is g striking land- 
scape, colorful with the lavish use of 
blues and purples, having real depth 
and a well done sky. Rolling" Coun- 
try by the same artist is another 
fine study of men haying on an up- 
land farm with a characteristic red 
barn and white farmhouse in the dis-

MISS ALICE PERKINS SANBORN 

Miss Alice Perkins Sanborn, a na- 
tive of Winchester and former wide- 
ly known teacher of dancing in this 
i town, died Thursday evening. Jan. 8, 
| at her home. 78 Church street, after 
I a brief illness that followed a long 
I period of failing health. 

Miss Sanborn was the daughter of 
Charles Edward Sanborn. M. D.. and 
• >f Mary Stuart (Perkins) Sanborn. 
She was born in Winchester Dec. i>, 
1875, in the old S. T. Sanborn house, 
her grandfather's home, which stood 
on Church street at the site of the 
Winchester Chambers. Her family 
were descendants in the third genera- 
tion from Mary Chilton and Governor 
Winthron ami were collateral descen- 
dants of the famous patriot, John 
Hancock, 

Miss Sanborn attended the Win- 
chester schools and graduated from 
Winchester High School. She then 
studied at the Wyman School of Dan- 
cing and for many years conducted a 
dancing school in Winchester in Ly- 
ceum Hall. For 60 years she made 
her home in the house on Church 
street built by hbr mother in 1881. 

Besides being a skilled needlewom- 
an Miss Sanborn was an accom- 
plished artist, being especially gifted 
in the painting of china. She was a 
member of the Winchester Art As- 
sociation, of the Better Homes Gar- 
den Club and of the Church of the 
Epiphany. She was greatly interest- 
ed in geneologv. and did much work 
of a geneological nature in connec- 
tion with her own family history. 

She leaves a sister, Mrs. Carl F. A. 
Siedhof of Winchester, and a broth- 
er, Richard S. Sanborn of Bast 
Orange. N. J. 

Private funeral services were held 
on last Saturday afternoon at the late 
residence with Rev. Dwight W. Had- 
lev, rector of the Church of the Epiph- 
any, officiating. The remains were 
cremated at Mt. Auburn and the final 
committal will be in the Sanborn fam- 
ily loi in Wildwood Cemetery. 
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Officer Regan was appointed to the 
police department in October of 1020, 
at that time serving under the late 
Chief William Mcintosh. He served 
during most of his years in the De- 
partment as a night patrolman with 
one short detail of desk duty at Head- 
quarters and another longer detail of 
traffic duty in the center. 

Previous to his retirement Officer 
Regan's health began to fail and he 
was twice hospitalized for long peri- 
ods. He was very active in local Vet- 
erans' affairs, was a charter member 
of Aberjona Post, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, and commander of the 
Post at the time of his death. His 
last Post activity was the promotion 
of the recent successful Bingo, he be- 
coming ill shortly afterwards.

who are assisting in the conduct of 
the United War Fund Drive. Mr.

"The strategy of Japan is essenti- 
ally German, as by 1941 there were 
over 3000 German advisors in the 
Japanese government," stated Miss 
Avery in her lecture on Janan given 
Jan. 7. The Japanese feel they have 
a divine mission to go out and bring 
law, order, peace and prosperity to 
the world; they are dangerous fight- 
ers, because life means nothing to 
them, and to die for the emperor is 
a glorious fate. They have a theocra- 
tic form of government, a family 
state, with the divine emperor at the 
head. Their home conditions are 
medieval, with no freedom of press 
or speech, and they have no sense 
whatever of the rights and moral re- 
sponsibilities of the individual. Their 
thinking is- controlled, and in the first 
six months of 1941 over 600,000 were 
arrested for dangerous thoughts 

The modern Japanese government 
has been patterned by the militarists, 
and their nine months of negotiations 
were spent preparing for Pearl Har- 
bor. They are the only modernized 
nation in Asia, with good sanitation 
and scientific agriculture. They are 
unique in the world because they have 
never lost a war, never been invaded 
by a foreign army and never had a 
major revolution or fought a civil 
war. They would like to sponsor an 
Asia exploited for themselves. 

The Achillese heel of Japan is her 
war resources, while the Achilles heel 
of Germany, who is our ultimate 
problem, is her morale. If the Ger- 
mans can be made to feel that Hitler 
can lose, atid understand the declare- 
ation of the Atlantic, etc., there is a 
chance of their morale breaking. As 
a people, they are independent think- 
ers, but herd actors. The Axis powers 
can mobilize 28.800.000 men between 
the ages of 18-35, while we 20 the na- 
tions who sign-d the Jan. 1 treaty, 
can mobilize 56.600.000 men. In or- 
der to save the British Empire and 
the United States. Russia. China and 
the Eastern Mediterranean must be 
held. The issue before the world now 
is the mastership or the fellowship of 
its assorted races, she concluded.

The Mystic Glee Club, a male 
chorus of 24 voices conducted by 
William Cruger. with William Elmer 
as accompanist, opened its second 
season with a concert last Friday 
evening in the high school auditor- 
ium, presenting the following pro- 
gram: Franck. Psalm ISO; Baldwin, 
arr. of The Skigh; Moniuszko, The 
Cossack; The Reapers' Song (Bo- 
hemian Folk Song); Hammond. Loch- 
invar; Group of College Songs: Bill- 
iard, Winter Song; Cornell Alma 
Mater; Williams. Harvardiana; Ham- 
ilton, Lord Jeff rev Amherst; Vallee 
arr. of Yah' Whiffenpoof Song; Chad- 
wick. Pack. Clouds Away; MacGimsey, 
Shadrack; and Maunder. Border Bal- 
lad. The guest soloist. John Herrick, 
baritone, sang Lully, Bois Epais; 
Verdi, "Credo" from Otello; Malotte, 
Song of the Open Road; Saceo, Never 
the Nightingale; Quilt r. When Ici- 
cles Hang by the Walls Shaw, Moon; 
and Elinor Rem irk Warren, White 
Horses of the Sea. A friendly and 
most appreciative audience of good 
size greeted the singers and most 
thoroughly enjoyed their concert 
which benefitted the Winchester Hos- 
pital. Manager Frank E. Crawford 
was at the ticket table and a group , 
of uniformed nurses from the hos- 
pital, ushered. 

If last Friday's concert proved 
nothing more, it clearly demonstrated 
that Winchester has a distinct asset 
in the Mystic Glee Club. Here is a 
group of men who obviously like to 
sing and who are able to sing quite 
well enough to bring real pleasure 
to their listeners-. They deserve the 
support they seek from local music 
lovers, and if the response of their 
audience at the high school can be 
taken as an index, they will tret this 
support in increasing measure. The 
applause, hearty from the start, grew 
as the concert progressed until en- 
cores were literally demanded after 
the final numbers. 

The second half of the program 
seemed to have more anneal than 
the first and was on the whole better 
done, the college group, Chadwick's 
delightfully melodic little song, the 
humorous "Shadrack" and Maunder's 
Stirring Border Ballad combining in 
especially effective fashion. One 
should not, however, overlook the 
sprightly "Sleigh" of the first half, 
which the club managed commend- 
ably, nor The Cossack, which was as 
well, sung as anything on the pro- 
gram, the men achieving a nicely 
sustained legato with a fine soft tone 
that retained its fidelity to pitch 
without the piano. A word of praise 
is also due the club for attempting a 
selection of the length and difficulty 
of Hammond's "Lochinvar" without 
copies of the music. The performance 
of this number would very probably 
have been improved had the singers 
recourse to the words and music. 
That it was not bad without them 
is a tribute to the club's ability, faith- 
fulness to rehearsals, willingness to 
work, and finally to Mr. Cruger's 
leadership. Carl Wood, bass, and 
Nathan Hartford, baritone, contrib- 
uted particularly to this selection 
with well sung incidental solos. 

Though the club shows an ever in- 
creasing ability to cope with the 
more difficult classical scores as evi- 
denced by its performance of the 
opening Psalm, it is in the lighter 
music that it makes its greatest ap- 
peal. The audience warmly applauded 
the college songs which the men sang 
with real gusto and actually de- 
manded an encore after "Shadrack" 
which was sung and "clowned" in a 
well done characteristically synco- 
pated negro style that was both tune- 
ful and entertaining. The audience 
tried hard for a repeat, but Mr. 
Cruger chose instead to do the popu- 
lar "Shortnin' Bread" of last Spring's 
concert. When the applause contin- 
ued, he sang with the club the nov- 
elty number, "Quiet," which was any- 
thing esle but. 

A commendable improvement was 
apparent in the club's performance 
Friday evening over its initial effort 
last Spring. The balance was better, 
and the chorus more responsive to its 
leader's requests for variance in tempo I 
and volume. The lower voices still ] 
predominate, but the tenors sang with 
an improved quality that was gener- 
ally agreeable and very praiseworthy 
in the Russian song by Moniuszko 
and Chadwick's Pack, Clouds Away. 
In both these numbers the club 
showed increased ability to meet the 
'test of music demanding restraint 
and expression. 

Mr. Cruger conducted with an easy 
authority that nevertheless kept his 
singers well in hand. He evidently 
means much to the chorus and his 
popularity with the audience evi- 
denced itself in the applause that 
greeted his every oppearance upon 
the platform. Mr. Elmer, too. as ac- 
companist, made his contribution to 
the successful performance and af- 
ter playing the showy treble of the 
four-hand accompaniment to the Reap- 
ers' Song, was called upon by Mr. 
Cruger to take a well deserved bow 
with the assisting pianist, Mrs. Al- 
thea Steele. 

Few singers have brought to Win- 
chester a finer voice than Mr. Her- 
rick, nor one more artistically used. 
Even in scale from its highest to its 
lowest register, it is a voice at all 
times equal to the demands of its 
owner, a voice that is well placed and 
of beautiful quality with no lack of 
timbre or virility. A manly voice used 
in forthright manly fashion would 
well describe John Herrick's singing, 
and the songs he sang were well 
chosen, sufficiently varied and beauti- 
fully done. Equally at home in the 
somber "Credo" of the operatic vil- 
lian Iago, the rollicking Song of the 
Open Road, the hushed flowing style 
of Shaw's ''Moon" and the virile White 
Horses of the Sea, Mr. Herrick proved 
his musicianship by the ease with 
which he accommodated himself to 
this widely divergent music. The 
beauty of his high voice was especi- 
ally apparent in Sacco's Never the 
Nightingale, which he sang with ef- 
fortless ease, and the audience was

In a letter from Mr. Coverdale, pres- 
ident of the Maple Leaf Fund, Inc., to 
Mrs. Hclbrook Lowell, chairman of the 
Winchester Group, we are told that we 
must "Carry on an usual, as there is 
still rgent need for all that we can 
do.

Our slogan is therefore, "Carry on 
as Usual." Accompaning Mr, Cover- 
dale's letter was the following mes- 
sage from the President's Committee 
on War Relief, Washington, D. C, 
dated Dec. 11. 

The state of war now existing be- 
tween the United States and the Axis 
countries does not alter the desirabil- 
ity of endeavoring to meet the ur- 
gent relief requirements of foreign 
countries associated with the United 
States in the war effort, Mr. Joseph 
E. Davies, Chairman of the Presi- 
dent's Committee on War Reli it 
Agencies, said this week. However, 
such efforts should not impair, re- 
strict, or duplicate the program of the 
Red Cross or other American agen- 
cies in their domestic relief and wel- 
fare efforts. There should also be 
full, co-operation with the Red Cross 
in its foreign relief activities and 
with the program of aid under Lend- 
Lease which, as announced by the 
President, is to continue. 

Mr. Davies states that the Commit- 
tee has received a large number of 
injuries from foreign relief agencies 
their activities should 
It is the Committee's 
American people will 
to meet their own re- 
lief requirements, but also to contin- 
ue to help meet the urg< nt needs of 
countries associated with them in th.' 
common cause. 

There has been much duplication -f 
effort. Mr. Davies said, and the Com- 
mittee has endeavored, with increas- 
ing success, to enlist the support of 
the various agencies in co-ordinating 
their activities. Recent events inten- 
sify the need for complete co-ordina- 
tion and the Committee requests that 
no foreign war relief agency under- 
take further activity without first con- 
sulting the Committee to assure that 
the assistance proposed is not already 
being rendered through the Red Cross 
the Lcnd-Loase Administration, or 
other agency. It is the view of the 
Committee, aciording to Mr. Davies. 
that the responsibility for the elimin- 
ation of duplication and waste should 
be undertaken on a voluntary basis by 
the relief agencies themselves in con- 
sultation with the Committee. 

Mr. Davies also expressed the view 
of the Committee that, for the time 
being at least, foreign war relief func- 
tions and activities should be kept 
distinct from domestic relief work, 
which is being carried on by the Red 
Cross, the United Service Organiza- 
tions and other existing agencies. It 
was recommended in the Commit- 
tee's report to the President that 
domestic relief and welfare activities 
for the armed forces should be cen- 
tralized through the Red Cross and 
the United Service Organizations. 
Foreign relief agencies as such should 
therefore refrain from making ap- 
peals for domestic relief and should 
not attempt to combine domestic work 
with foreign activities.

In order to carry out the provisions of Governor Saltonstall's Executive 
Order No. 3. Chairman Harold S. Fuller has appointed the following black- 
out officials for Winchester; Director. James W. Blackham; Deputies, Wil- 
liam J. Speers, Jr., and Marshall W. Symmes. 

This is the Executive Order No. 3. 

January 8, 1942 

Whereas. I. LEVERETT S A LTONSTA LL. Governor of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, issued on the 29th day of December, 1941. with 
the advice and consent of the Council, a proclamation setting forth a state 
of emergency pursuant to the provisions of Acts of 1941. chapter 719, Part 
II. section ti (a); and 

Whereas, on the thirty-first day of December, 1941. by executive order 
No. 1, I confirmed the creation of the Massachusetts Committee on Public 
Safety made by me on August 2", 1940, and the appointment of its members 
heretofore made by me. and by virtue of said executive order No. 1, I con- 
ferred certain powers and duties on said committee; and 

Whereas, while it is not now deemed necessary permanently to black out 
all light, but whereas the safety of life and property may froni time to time 
depend upon a temporary, but complete, blackout: 

Now. therefore. I, LEVERETT S A I .TO X ST A LL. Governor of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, acting under the provisions of said Acts of 
1941, chapter 719. by virtue of the authority conferred upon me by the said 
act and of all other authority vested in me, do hereby issue this order for the 
purpose of making and promulgating orders, rules and regulations concerning 
blackouts and air raid alarms, to take effect forthwith: 

1 ) The signaTfbr a blackout shall be the air raid alarm or the extin- 
guishment of the street lights, whichever occurs first. The "all clear" sig- 
nal shall be the signal for the end of the blackout. 

2.) Upon the signal for a blackout or at sunset, if that occurs during 
an air raid alarm, the occupants of all premises or parts of premises, public 
and private, shall extinguish all lights or darken the premises so that no 
light is visible from the outside. 

3) The managers, superintendents or persons in control of hotels, 
apartments, office buildings and all other places of multiple occupancy and 
use shall extinguish all the lights, whether in public places or in tenants' 
rooms, on the signal for a blackout. 

4) Lights may be left on in rooms which have previously been equip- 
ped for use during a blackout in such manner that no light whatsoever shall 
be visible from the outside. The windows and entrances to such equipped 
looms or places shall he covered with heavy draperies, curtains, heavy pa- 
per, board or black obscuration paint, so that no light may be visible from 
the outside. Skylights shall be specially obscured on the outside to prevent 
reflection of light and shall be specially protected from the inside to pre- 
vent injury from falling glass. 

")) Provisions shall be made by occupants for the extinguishment, im- 
mediately on the giving of a blackout signal, of any lights left burning in 
premises not occupied at night. 

6) All outside lights, including lights for work being done in the open, 
shall be extinguished immediately on the giving of the signal for a black- 
out. 

7 1 All outside activity which involves lire, or in any way creates or 
displays a source of light, shall cease between sunset and sunrise and such 
fire or lights shall be extinguished unless arrangements are made by the 
person in control thereof satisfactory to the Massachusetts Committee on 
Public Safety, so that such fire or lights shall be extinguished immediately 
upon the giving of the signal for a blackout. 

8) Hospitals, first aid stations and emergency posts shall be imme- 
diately equipped for blackout pursuant to instructions now or hereafter is- 
sued bv the medical division of the Massachusetts Committee on Public 
Safety. 

9) Smoking or lighting matches outdoors during a blackout is for- 
bidden. 

10) Flashlights of very low intensity and directed downward may bn 
used. Recent tests and experience have shown that for any outside light 
white lights are preferable to blue lights of the same intensity. 

11) Until further order, rule or regulation all illuminated signs, flood 
j lighting, store window lighting or any other display lighting visible from 

the outside shall be extinguished from sunset to sunrise, unless the owner 
! or person in control thereof has made arrangements satisfactory to th? 
Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety, whereby such lights shall be 
turned off immediately when the signal for a blackout is given. 

12) No vehicle shall be operated on any street or way, public or pri- 
vate in the Commonwealth during a blackout or after the giving of an air 
raid alarm, except an emergency vehicle for which a special license shall have 
been granted by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles after the said vehicle has 
been inspected and approved for blackout operation by the Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles. Such inspection and approval shall be evidenced by a stick- 
er placed in a prominent position on the vehicle at the time of inspection and 
bearing the following inscription: 

"Approved for Blackout Operation 
Massachusetts Commttee on Public Safety" 

Such vehicles so approved and so identified shall also display such other 
information as may be deemed necessary by the Massachusetts Committee on 
Public Safety for identification and authenticity. Arrangements to issue 
such special licenses, stickers, and other identification shall be made as soon 
as practicable by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles and by the Massahusetts 
Committee on Public Safety. Until such arrangements shall have been made, 
the police and military authorities shall have discretion to permit only such 
vehicles as they deem necessary for the services essential to civilian defense, 
or for the preservation of life and property, to operate with dimmed lights 
during a blackout or to operate after the giving of an air raid alarm. 

The foregoing shall not apply to vehicles of the armed forces of the 
United States, State Guard, police vehicles, fire department vehicles, ambu- 
lances, or vehicles operated by the United States Post Office department, 
but such vehicles shall be equipped for blackout operation. 

13) When the blackout signal is given, the operators of vehicles other 
than emergency vehicles and those specified in paragraph 12 above shall im- 
mediately reduce speed to not more than fifteen miles per hour, drive to the 
side of the road or curb at the first opportunity, and stop. The operators 
of vehicles shall extinguish the lights thereon and seek shelter if available. 
The operators of such vehicles shall not park at intersections, hydrants, po- 
lice stations, fire stations, hospitals, emergency stations of other places 
specified by the Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety. If practical, 
the operators of such vehicles shall drive the same entirely off the traveled 
portions of the road or highway. Vehicles already parked at the curb, in 
parking places or garages shall be left where they are unless ordered or 
permitted to be moved by the police or military authorities. 

14) The operating management of railroads shall arrange for move- 
ment of railroad traffic during a blackout, complying in so far as practical 
with the orders and regulations herein set forth, or in such other manner 
as may be approved by the Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety. 
Railroad stations, buildings and other railroad structures shall be governed 
by the orders, rules and regulations covering buildings as herein set forth, 
subject to such modifications as are deemed necessary, and as may be ap- 
proved by the Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety. 

15) When the signal for a blackout is given, all street lighting shall 
be extinguished as rapidly as possible without interrupting the electric, gas. 
water, fire, power and other similar services supplied to the locality. 

16) When the signal for a blackout is given, all traffic signals which 
have not been shielded in conformity with the blackout standards, fixied 

I and approved by the Massachusetts Department of Public Works, shall be 
I extinguished. 

17) The intensity of all fire and police signal lights shall be reduced 
as far as practicable and such lights shall be shielded in such a manner that 
no light is visible above the horizontal. 

18) The authority under which work is being done on any street or 
highway or other outside place shall protect any excavation or obstruction 
made in connection therewith, with an adequate white marker, properly 
shielded lights or a watchman. 

19) The Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety shall, subject to 
my approval, make such additional rules and regulations for blackouts and 
air raid warnings as may be necessary to effect the proper and immediate 
compliance with the orders, rules and regulations herein set forth. 

20) The Massachusetts Committee on Public Safety may authorize a 
reasonable variation from the orders, rules and regulations herein set forth 
whenever in its opinion the public welfare, safety or convenience may be pro- 
moted thereby.

Frederick William Aseltine of 7 
Cabot street, president of the Hill- 
Welch Furniture Company of Lynn, 
and a widely known resident of Win- 
chester for more than 30 years, died 
suddenly Monday. Jan. 19. of an acute 
heart attack, while attending a furni- 
ture convention in New York. 

Mr. Aseltine was the son of Wil- 
liam Henry, and Eliza Jane (Chad- 
wick) Aseltine. He was born March

The Star acknowledges with sin- 
cere thanks the receipt of a hand- 
some "Battle Map of the Pacific," the 
gift of Mr. Ernest Dudley Chase of 
Lakeview terrace, president of the 
Rustcraft Greeting Carl Company, 
who is also an artist by voi ation and 
avocation, world traveler, accomplish- 
ed photographer and all around good 
citizen. 

Mr. Chase's latest artistic effort is 
fully in keeping with the other fine 
maps he has produced and is espe- 
cially timely with all eyes focussed 
anxiously on the efforts of the Al- 
lies to stem the tide of the Japanese 
in the Pacific. 

The map is 19x25, printed on India 
stock and similar to the maps of Win- 
chester, with which Mr. Chase has 
aroused so much admiration. ( It is 
done in black and white, to very ac- 
curate scale and with all the little 
artistic refinements which always 
characterize Mr. Chase's work, in- 
cluding this time the popular victory 
"V".

She 
graduated from Salem High School 
and the State Teacher's College at 
Salem. Later she spent four sum- 
mers in graduate work at Harvard 
Summer School. 

Miss Skornik has taught at Nash- 
ua, N. H. Business College, at Ches- 
ter High School; at Willimantic, 
Conn., in the Windham High School;

will be no outbreak of fire from any 
hazardous conditions. In so doing, 
you will be making a patriotic con- 
tribution to your community of extra- 
ordinary and timely value. Here are 
a few things you can do about it: 

1. Bear in mind that a clean place 
seldom burns. Remove and destroy 
rubbish that may furnish fuel for a 
spark. Don't allow it to accumulate- 
anywhere in or out of the house on 
your premises. 

2. The most common cause of all 
known fires is attributed to smok- 
ing. Watch the careless smoker. It 
is the hastily discarded cigarette, 
match or pipe ashes while still aglow 
that cause many fires. Never smoke 
in bed. 

3. Keep matches out of the reach 
of little children. 

4. If you use kerosene for lamps 
or oil stoves, fill them by daylight 
and only when cold. Keep lights and 
flames away from uncovered kero- 
sene. Be sure oil heaters and cook- 
ers do not leak. Do not let the floor 
become soaked with oil. Never start 
a coal or wood fire with oil. 

5. At this time of year, heating 
hazards account for many losses. 
Combustible material must be pro- 
tected from being overheated if near 
stoves, furnaces or their pipes. Cov- 
er nearest wooden surfaces with as- 
bestos board, sheet iron or tin. Pro- 
tect floor beneath the stove with sheet 
metal having it extend at least 12 
inches beyond the front of the stove.

"Rotary (Tubs that pay a lump sum 
for meals must pay, if the lump sum 
payment is $1 or more. 5 per cent on 
the amount paid. It is, of cours<>, 
to be understood where, for exam- 
ple, a member of the Rotary pays $1 
anil 25 per cent goes for charity or 
things other than what is on the 
table, that the 5 per cent tax will 
be calculated only on the total paid 
to the caterer or others who furnish 
what is on the table for the Rotary 
to eat. It is, of course, necessary to 
hold the persons who serve the meals 
liable for the 5 per cent of all the 
amounts that they collect. Such 
amount does not include gratuities, 
charitable contributions or payments 
to build up a fund within the Ro- 
tary. It will not, of course, be ne- 
cessary to have any particular re- 
cordings so far as the Rotary Clubs 
are concerned, but those serving the 
meals will have to make their month- 
ly reports."

To illustrate the necessity for hav- 
ing blackouts complete, Mr. Blackham 
told how after repeatedly failing to 
damage Sandhurst Royal Military Col- 
lege, the West Point of England. Ger- 
man bombers were at last able to 
score a hit on one of the dormitories 
where carelessness had left a light on 
in a single room with the curtain 
drawn aside. Considerable damage 
and the loss of several lives resulted. 

Blackout regulations will cause 
inconvenience, expense and some sac- 
rifices, but they are deemed neces- 
sary to minimize as far as possible 
destruction of life and property from 
air raids. Civilian Defense authori- 
ties believe generally that citizens 
will co-operate in every way to make 
blackouts effective, and those in 
charge of local Civilian Defense ac- 
tivities are confident the citizens of 
Winchester will be no exception. 

Mr. Blackham covered the subject 
of blackouts completely, enumerating 
what should be blacked out for ef- 
fective protection from air raids and 
enumerating in detail how best to 
make dwellings and other buildings 
conform with the strict Defense re- 
quirements. Insofar as possible he 
advised his hearers to use their in- 
genuity and materials on hand for 
blackout purposes, giving many help- 
ful hints as how best to make a 
building safe from the possibility of 
assisting an enemy air man to lo- 
cate an important target. 

Following Mr. Blackham, Mr. Kit- 
chin discussed incendiary bombing 
completely, stating that most au- 
thorities agree that this type of 
bombing is that most likely to be en- 
countered here. 

High explosive bombs are very 
heavv and cannot be carried as long 
distances as the light incendiaries 
which weigh about four pounds.

were then living, again they were 
faithful r.tt' ndanis in the class led by 
one of their "boys." As long as Mr. 
Newton was able he attended the 
meetings of the Boston Congrega- 
tiona' riub where his presence was a 
benediction to those who had been 
blessed by his ministry. He was tr'ily 
a great pastoral preacher and friend,

WAKEFIELD 



32—30 Thriller Kept Locals in 
Title Fight 

In one of the most exciting and 
closely contested basketball games 
seen in the local gymnasium for 
many a day, Winchester High edged 
Wakefield High, 32—30, last Friday 
evening to retain its mathematical 
chance for the Middlesex League 
championship. The defeat practically 
put Wakefield out of the title fight. 

It looked like certains for Win- 
chester at the half, the locals being 
on the short end of an 18 — 12 count 
as the teams left the floor with 
Wakefield very much in the driver's 
seat. 

With the resumption of play Win- 
chester carried the play to the visi- 
tors and outscored Wakefield two to 
one in the third quarter which ended 

23— 22, still in Wakefield's favor. 
For several minutes neither team 

could break the ice, and the going 
got pretty rugged, finally getting 
pretty much out of hand. In an effort 
to quiet things down the arbiters 
commenced to use their whistles even 
more zealously than had been the 
case earlier in the game, with the re- 
sult that three Wakefield boys, Joe 
Sardella and Henry O'Neill, forwards, 
and Don Pellitier, veteran guard, 
went out on personal fouls. 

The loss of O'Neill and Sardella 
hamstrung Wakefield's offense, but it 
was the absence of Pellitier that 
really wag most damaging. Up to his 
departure from the game Don had held 
Pete Provinzano to a single basket. As 
he left the court Peter got going and 
sank two baskets, which with his own 
foul shot and Captain Derby's second 
goal from scrimmage, put the locals 
out in front, Rallo adding a shot from 
a free try to give Winchester a 32— 
28 lead with about a minute to play. 

Manning's goal from scimmage 
closed the gap to a single basket and 
the yells of the cheering section were 
literally raising the roof as a double 
foul was called an both teams. Neither 
team counted on this great opportun- 
ity and you couldn't hear yourself 
think as the centers jumped for the 
ball at mid-court. 

Wakefield strove desperately to tie 
the score and Winchester held on 
grimly to protect its single goal lead. 
The local boys succeeded in stalling 
the visitor's last bid, the final horn 
finding them in front by two points. 

Pete Twombley's all around play- 
sparked the locals during the last 
critical minutes and Captain Derby's 
shooting in the clutch was also a de- 
ciding factor. 

Retween the halves of the first 
team game the Winchester seconds 
continued their winning way by turn- 
ing back the Wakefield jay-vees, 

24 — 15. Gordon McGovern's six points 
was the high score for both teams.

Under terms of the settlement, the 
American Federation of Textile 
Operatives, A. P, L., will pay $35 
weekly to Rudolph Simonin, a C. I. 
O. knottier, provided he remains 
away from work. 

Simonin was the only issue in- 
volved in the strike. He formerly 
belonged to the A. F. L., but went 
over to the Textile Workers Union 
of America, C. I. <)., after the A. F. 
L. knottier*' union had fined him $10 
for doing too much work. 

More than 200 A. F. L. knot-tiers, 
loom-fixers and slashers quit work 
last Tuesday, refusing to work 
with Simonin, and their walkout halt- 
ed production in the entire plant, 
which employs 2500 — [Boston Herald

Announcement of the warplane 
ferrying service from North America 
to British ports in West Africa by 
way of South America comes shortly 
after President Vargas of Brazil au- 
thorized the construction and im- 
nrovement of airports at eight sea- 
board cities.

A very interesting article in the 
Christian Science Monitor for June 
28 tells us that "Religion Wins Larg- 
er Rise in Army Planes." "Through- 
out the Army Camps church services 
are being exceedingly well attended." 
So says a report on the work of tho 
General Commission on Army and 
Navy Chaplains furnished by Rev. 
S. Arthur Devan, director of the 
Commission, the official co-operativ.' 
agency representing the evangelical 
churches, to strengthen ties between 
chaplains and their churches, and al- 
so between the churches and the 
Government in spiritual matters. 

"The Government," Dr. Devan em 
phasized, "is acutely conscious of its 
responsibility to return millions of 
young men to their homes strength- 
ened, rather than injured, in their 
spiritual and moral life. 

"From every part of the country 
come reports that a much larger pro- 
portion of soldiers are attending 
services than in civilian life. They 
are looking for guidance and some- 
thin" to steady them." It is tlr: 
objective that each Army chaplain 
shall become the personal friend anl 
constructive councilor of the soldier- 
in his charge. 

"Dr. Devan said that ground had 
been broken for the first of 604 new 
chapel to be built in the Army camps, 
each to cost $20,000. the design to 
remind the men of the characteristic 
village church. These chanel.s will 
be used by chaplains of all faiths, 
for religious services. Bibl^ classes, 
prayer meetings, relitriou* forums, of- 
fices for personal counsel, weddings, 
and religious functions generally.

After Holy Communion together at 
St. Paul's the men's division and the 
women's division of the Church Serv- 
ice League held separate forenoon 
conferences, Jfiss Elise Dexter, 
elected one year ago as the head of 
all work done by women in the Dio- 
cese of Massachusetts, presided at 
the women's meeting in Tremont Tem- 
ple. As usual, the business of the 
session gave at the same time a sense 
of the church as a spacious and wide 
institution and of its intimate and 
homelike work. The conference heard 
of more than $12,000 worth of per- 
sonal and household supplies sent to 
mission families of our country. This 
sewing had been done by volunteer 
workers in various parishes, like the 
group at Epiphany each Tuesday 
morning and afternoon. Women of 
Massachusetts some years ago gave 
money to the Voorhees School in 
South Carolina, and it built a hall 
that is named for this Common- 
wealth. Good housekeepers of New 
England bethought them that no dol- 
lars had gone down to that hall for 
paint, and this year they put a sum 
for that purpose on the list of the 
extra gifts which they hoped women 
of the diocese would make. But the 
school asked to decide whether they 
needed more the paint or a new loom. 
So the Massachusetts dollars will go 
to the use that seems to the Voorhees 
School the most pressing need. It 
my well be that they are used at 
Voorhees to working magic paint re- 
sults by the special preparation of 
Southern clay which the negro scien- 
tific genius. Dr. George Washington 
Carver, has worked out for the use 
of his people, whose dollars are still 
always few. 

South Dakota also came to seem a 
near neighbor to Massachusetts as 
another of the special gifts provided 
help for a very promising Indian girl 
there who is preparing for a nurse's 
course.

The address of the morning session 
was given by Dr. Adelaide Case of 
the Cambridge Theological Seminary 
on "Women in Defense of the 
Church." She reminded women that 
war ca.n imperil the standards of life 
and the institutions on which depend 
the democratic freedom for which our 
men are fighting. Women can defend 
against such weakening. Dr. Case 
suggested that women see to it that 
their churches are open through the 
daylight hours as a place of prayer 
when the return of a poignant anni- 
versary or the news of a victory or 
a defeat makes one feel the need to 
seek quiet and reinforcement of the 
spirit; that each participate fully in 
community efforts; that each cherish 
and cultivate every international con- 
tact she has; that she deepen her 
concern for the religious education of 
children; and keep her home on a 
basis of faith instead of fear, living 
her religion out thoroughly there. 

In the joint afternoon session Rev. 
J. Thayer Addison of New York 
spoke on "The Strategy of Missions 
in Time of War," emphasizing the 
powerful service missions can have 
when the battles cease and the -weav- 
ing of nations together in peace be- 
gins. 

There was an interesting presenta- 
tion of work done in three Boston 
parishes: of St. Cyprian, of St. Bar- 
tholomew, and of St. Augustine and 
St. Martin. Junior choirs sang, the 
large drum and bugle corps of St. 
Cyprian boys and girls played, and a 
bevy of very tiny kindergarten child- 
ren sang. The smallest of these knew 
her little solo, and sang it, but she 
ignored her audience and sang her 
song to the familiar face which she 
found at the back of the stage. There 
was a lively playlet, written for a St. 
Cyprian financial campaign several 
years ago. A small boy enacted with 
spirit the role of a penny, "the best 
church goer of all coins," he insisted, 
and an older boy played effectively 
the role of pompous, complacent "Old 
Mr. Dollar," who thought very well 
of himself because he did go to church 
at Easter and Christmas. The story 
of St. Monica's home for aged negro 
women presented by Mrs. John Hurd 
as narrator with two Sisters of St 
Margaret, a patient and two helpers 
on the stage a# representatives of 
the home, rounded out the picture of 
one section of the Episcopal Church 
in Boston. 

The diocesan meeting gave a sense 
of what Miss Dexter had termed "the 
indestructible Church." Bombs can 
break down walls; governments bent 
on godlessness can hamper clergy 
and congregations; but power drawn 
daily from a divine source can make 
a neighborly, cheerful, courageous, 
God-trusting fellowship, and it will bo 
an indestructible church that will re- 
build walls and transmute govern- 
ments. 

The afternoon eleotion gave dio- 
cesan responsibility to two Winches- 
ter women. Mrs. Merton E. Grush 
continues as assistant treasurer of 
the Women's Division, and Mrs. L.

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SHOULD BUY BONDS WITH 
CURRENT SAVINGS 



Tremendous increase* in the sale 
of defense bonds since the country 
went to war are reported by the Sav- 
ings Banks Association of Massa- 
chusetts. Sales of Series E defense 
bonds by the savings banks of the 
state during December were $6,386,- 
963, contrasted with $1,441,643 in the 
preceding month, according to Har- 
rison G. Taylor, president of the As- 
sociation. The total sale of all forms 
of defense bonds and stamps by the 
savings banks during December was 
more than $7,000,000. 

Mr. Taylor stated that every sav- 
ings bank in the Commonwealth was 
an agency for the sale of defense 
bonds and was co-operating whole- 
heartedly in the Government's pro- I 
gTam. He emphasized, however, that j 
the Government wished the purchase 
of bonds from current earnings rather 
than from withdrawals from savings 
accounts. 

"Many people," he said, "in their 
patriotic desire to aid the Defense 
Bond campaign have not realized that j 
the Treasury wishes to attract new j 
savings from the weekly pay envel- i 
ope or salary check. They have drawn | 
on their savings account for their de- I 
fense bond purchases and thus de- ' 
feated the real purpose of the cam- 
paign." 

"The withdrawal of savinjrs depo- 
sits may result simply in the sale of 
holdings of Government bonds by the 
savings institution to provide cash re- j 
serves. Thus, savings so transferred 
are merely switched from one kind of 
Government bond to another and the 
Government's program of savings 
does not gain by the transfer." 

"The deposits in savings banks," 
he said, "are already at work; 37 per 
cent of them are now invested l.i 
Government bonds and practically all , 
the balance in railroads, public utili- j 
ties and real estate mortgages — all ; 
of which are important in the de- 
feme effort. Secretary Morgenthau 
recognizes this situation and asks for 
the purchase of bonds and stamps i 
from current earnings rather than ; 
past savings." I 

The huge increase in the sale of 
defense bonds during December, Mr. ; 
Taylor stated, is proof that the peo- 
pie of Massachusetts are quick to re- j 
spond to the national emergency. 
"What is needed now and for many 
months to come," he said, "is the 1 
will to make sacrifices, to work and 
save. Everyone should budget their 
earnings so that they can buy a de- 
fense bond or stamps every pay day. 
Many savings banks have established 
Defense Bond Clubs to assist their j 
customers to save weekly for the pur- 
chase of defense bonds." i

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Lt. David J. Meskell of the Fire 
Department, liaison officer between 
the regular and the Auxiliary Fire 
Departments, lectured at Monday 
evening's session of the A. R. P. 
School in the Lincoln School audi- 
torium, at which members of the 
Auxiliary' fire fighting force were 
guests. Besides the fire fighting talk 
Donald W. Kitchin lectured on high 
explosive pombs. 

Lt. Meskell, in his lecture, ex- 
plained that fires are extinguished by 
cooling, by excluding the air and by 
a combination of both methods. 

Cooling is the oldest method of fire 
extinguishment and water is the 
greatest cooling agency available in 
large quantities. It is most effective 
in building fires and is the only effec- 
tive agent for use in extinguish- 
ing free burning materials such as 
wood, paper and cloth. 

Air exclusion works on the prin- 
ciple that air is necessary to support 
combustion, so that if it is possible 
to exclude air, or the oxygen in the 
air, from flames they will subside. 
Air exclusion may be obtained by 
mechanical means such as covers for 
kettles or blankets, or by covering the 
fire with a blanket of inert gas that 
is heavier than air and that will not 
burn. Burning oil, fats and (rases that 
do not leave embers are best handled 
in this manner. 

Foamite, used extensively by fire 
departments now, is a combination 
of the cover and inert system, form- 
ing a blanket of foam, filled with 
bubbles of carbon dioxide gas. 

Fires fall into three classes: A, 
fires in ordinary combustible materi- 
als where the quenching and cooling 
effect of quantities of water, or solu- 
tions containing large quantities of 
water are effective; B, fires in small 
quantities of flammable liquids, 
grease, etc, where a blanketing ef- 
fect is essential; and C, fires in elec- 
trical equipment, where the use of 
a non-conducting extinguishing agent 
is necessary. Dry chemical extin- 
guishers using a specially treated bi- 
carbonate of soda in dry powder 
form, expelled from the extinguisher 
by a compressed inert gas such as 
carbon dioxide, are effective as non- 
conductors of electricity and also as 
agents to combat fires in flammable 
liquids in vats, pools or on floors. 

Besides his general classification, 
Lt. Meskell explained in detail the 
use of extinguishing agents, such as 
standard fire pails, pump-tank extin- 
guishers, soda and acid extinguishers, 
sand pails, which incidentally can be 
used effectively to extinguish fires in 
magnesium, sodium, aluminums and 
similar metals; foam extinguishers, 
dry chemical extinguishers, carbon 
dioxide hand extinguishers, vaporiz- 
ing liquid extinguishers (pyrene), 
soda and sawdust and G-I, a newly 
developed extinguishing powder for 
use on majrnesium, aluminum, sodium 
and similar metal fires, which is also 
effective in combatting incendiary 
bombs, (though the thermite portion 
of the bomb can not be extinguished) 
and the G-I non-abbrasive for use on 
machinery. 

Lt. Meskell warned his hearers that 
extinguishers must be kept in work- 
able condition, must be recharged 
regularly and must be used according 
to manufacturer's directions. He 
warned that certain types of extin- 
guishers generating carbon tetra- 
chloride vapor should be used as di- 
rected since this gas has an anes- 
thetic effect and if subjected to high 
temperatures decomposes and forms 
toxic gases such as hydrochloric acid 
and phosgene. These are sufficiently 
irritating so that they are easily ap- 
parent, but extinguishers employing 
them should be used with caution 
and never in confined spaces where 
ventilation is poor and from which 
the operator can not make a prompt 
exit. 

In addition to his lecture Lt. Mes- 
kell demonstrated the use of the stir- 
rup pump and pump cans, showed the 
"Mast-R" coupling to put on a hot 
or cold water faucet, with or without 
threads, and showed extinguishers 
using soda and acid, foam, carbon 
tetrachloride and carbon dioxide. He 
was assisted by Chief Bronson Gar- 
ner of the Auxiliary Fire Depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Kitchin explained fully the 
various types of high explosive bombs 
now in use, adding the cheerful infor- 
mation that there isn't much that can 
be done about them. 

Samuel M. Graves, director of the 
men's school, presided and introduced 
Chairman R. H. B. Smith of the Pro- 
duction Division who described and 
diagrammed a new shovel for hand- 
ling incendiaries, being manufactured 
in Canada, which it is hoped will be 
available here. Chairman Harold S. 
Fuller of the Defense Committee 
spoke briefly about irresponsible crit- 
icism of the local defense effort, and 
Chief Air Raid Warden F. J. Lane 
announced the change in dates for 
the mock air raid from Feb. 8 to Feb. 
22. Mrs. Alexander MacDonald an- 
nounced three new First Aid courses

Mr. Robert A. Johnson of 83 Wash- 
ington street, who is in charge of en- 
listment of flying cadets for Winches- 
ter and Stoneham announces that a 
new Army Aviation Cadet Headquar- 
ters has been set up at the South Ar- 
mory, Irvington street, Boston. Mr. 
Johnson will be glad to give further 
information concerning enlistment 
to any Winchester or Stoneham boys, 
and calls special attention to the 
changes in requirements explained in 
full below. 

Three major changes feature the 
new requirements. One concerns the 
age limits which are now 18 to 26 
years, inclusive. For the first time, 
a qualified man may be commissioned 
m the Air Corps as young as 18 
years old. Formerly no one could ap- 
ply for Aviation Cadet Training un- 
til he had reached his 20th birthday, 
and no one could be commissioned un- 
til he had reached his 21st birthday. 

A second major change involves 
educational requirements. Under the 
new plan, there are no formal edu- 
ationaj requirements. Instead, each 
applicant takes a special intelligence 
and aptitude test, designed to deter- 
mine the candidate's ability to learn 
flying and allied subjects necessary 
to an Air Corps officer. This is an 
examination of 150 questions, of 
which an applicant must answer 90 
correctly to be successful. 

The third change is in the elimina- 
tion of delay in appointment by giv- 
ing the examining board wide pow- 
ers. The boards themselves, now ex- 
amine the man, enlist him if he qual- 
ifies, and send him direct to start his 
training. 

As before, an Aviation Cadet re- 
ceives $75 a month during his train- 
ing in addition to his food, lodging, 
clothing, medical and dental care, and 
$10,000 in life insurance. After 35 
weeks of training, he is commissioned 
and goes on active duty at $245.50 a 
month, with a $500 bonus for each 
year of active duty.

We are 
told that 80 per cent of the young 
men who were formerly connected 
j with the C. C. C. passed the physical 
I examination for service as compared 
with 40 per cent who had never been 
I in the C. C. C. As well as being built 
i up physically, young men became ac- 
customed to gToup life away from 
| home, taught self-reliance and spec- 
j ial skills. C. C. C. training has put 
I them six to eight months ahead of 
I other volunteers or selectees in their 
I adjustment to camp life and enabled 
| them to be advancd much faster. In 
the defense industry thousands of 
C. C. C. trained men are doing valu- 
able work. They are in great demand 
and are holding key positions due to 
their training which has prepared 
them for so many fields which are of 
vital importance at this time. 

Young men who have not qualified 
for the armed forces would do well 
to look into the advisability of join- 
ing the C. C. C. where they would be j 
doing their part in National Defense 
as well as building themselves up 
physically and securing work training.

UNITED WAR FUND DRIVE 
GAINS MOMENTUM

Gathering increasing momentum, 
the Greater Boston United War Fund 
campaign, built on unity of purpose 
and determination for victory, rolled 
on today toward its war-time goal 
of $7,600,000. 

With one week gone in the three- 
week campaign, the people of Win- 
chester and 44 other metropolitan 
communities found that patriotic cit- 
izens everywhere were responding as 
never before to this emergency chal- 
lenge. 

"We're one-third of the way along 
in this campaign, and Metropolitan's 
army is doing a grand job, but we 
must not let up/' Charles C. Cabot, 
division chairman, warned. 

"On every one of us rests thia 
greatest of responsibilities — to show 
those who aeed our help both at home 
and in the services far from home 
that we are backing them up to the 
best of our ability. 

"We who cannot fight can work 
and give.

Our 
orders are to remain on the alert for 
the next two weeks. Only this way 
will we win on February 11th." 

It is pointed out once again that 
the Greater Boston United War Fund 
carries the four-in-one responsibility 
of meeting four separate challenges: 
(1) the year-round needs of the 21S 
Community Fund hospitals, health 
and social service agencies; (2) the 
war-time needs of the American Red 
Cross at the front; (3) the call of 
the U. S. O. for funds to provide for 
men in service wherever they may 
be; (4) the local needs of the Soldiers 
and Sailors Committee to extend hos- 
pitalities to> service men stationed in 
or and about Boston. 

Referring to Comunity Fund serv- 
ices, Francis A. Barrett, chairman for 
Winchester, cited these percentages 
which show the proportion of people 
living in the Greater Boston area, 
outside the City of Boston, who were 
helned by Community Fund Agencies 
last year:

The recording secretary of the Win- 
chester Chapter, American Red Cross, 
submits to the chairman, executive 
board, and town members an annua! 
report of activities during the past 
year. 

In addition to the annual meeting, 
six board meetings and two executive 
committee meetings have been held. 

The Disaster, Preparedness and Be- 
lief Committee, of which Malcolm D. 
Bennett was chairman, reported that 
dining the past year this group has 
rehabilitated three Winchester fami- 
lies suffering from the loss of thei>" 
homes, furnishings and personal ef- 
fects by the result of fire. Sub-com- 
mittee chairmen have completed in- 
tricate ami detailed surveys, making 
it possible to meet any emergency, 
relative to responsibilities, inflicted oy 
an act of war. Twelve stretchers have 
been constructed to be used in Red 
Cross emergency volunteer ambu- 
lances. This committee has been for- 
tunate and believes the community, 
privileged to have the co-ordination 
and untiring efforts of Mr. Harold S. 
Fuller, Chairman of the Winchester 
Civilian Defense Committee. 

Mr. Pennell reported that under 
the competent instruction of Miss 
Barbara Goodwin and Sergeant Har- 
rold of the Winchester Police force 
:><>!! have passed the Standard Firsi 
Aid course. From these, eight have 
gone on to become advanced students 
and still further to be certified as in- 
structors, so that we now have at our 
service 10 teachers of First Aid. 

"The women of Winchester have 
responded magnificiontly" according 
to Mrs. Mildred Dodge, chairman of 
production. Nine thousand two hun- 
dred and eighty six garments were 
sewerl and 2000 knitted. Two hun- 
dred and twenty women have worked 
at the rooms sewing, giving 83fi4< 
hours of service, not to mention 
groups from various organizations 
throughout the town who have also 
worked faithfully. The Chapter is 
proud of its renovated work ro.im 
with new florescent lights, added 
shelf space, new window shades, and 
freshly painted walls. The Chapter 
has confidence in the continued en- 
thusiasm of its workers and so plans 
to take on an even larger spring 
quota. 

Mrs. R. K. Miller, Jr.. chairman 
of Hospital Service, reported that 
the Gray Ladv Committee contact? 1 
about -'?00 veterans at the Bedford 
Hospital in weekly visits distribut- 
ing cigarettes, tobacco, candy, play 
ing cards and magazines. At Christ- 
mas time they helped handicapped 
men write Christmas cards and as- 
sisted with decorations. They gave 
a picnic on the Hospital grounds for 
65 men, served a tea at Camp Dev- 
ens, assisted at the Information Cen- 
ter during Roll Call, and a group un- 
der Mrs. Wright gave a coffee party 
every other Wednesday at the Oc- 
cupational Therapy Workroom. Two 
hundred and thirty-seven hours have 
been given to Hospital Service. 

The Life Saving Committee is on 
duty the year around, according to 
their enthusiastic chairman, Mrs. 
Harry Goodwin. For groups of boys 
and girls received weekly swimming 
instruction at the Cahot Street Pool 
in Boston, the Park Department co- 
operating. Our instructor, Mr. Pen- 
nell, was sent to the Rod Cross Aqu- 
atic School at South Hanson where 
an instructor's course was given. 
Seventy-seven certificates wore award- 
ed of which 12 received Junior Life 
Saving Cortif-.ites and seven Sen- 
ior. Synchronized, o r formation 
swimming was taught and the swim- 
ming teams won six out of six meets. 
A fine record. 

Miss Natalie Jewett .took over the 
Home Service of the Rod Cross in 
Anril. Her chief duties have been to 
act as a link between the men in the 
service and their families. Petitions 
for discharge from the army on ac- 
count of dependency and recently, re- 
quests from the navy for psychiatric 
information on enlisted men have 
been met. Thirty-one requests for 
service have come in. Three families, 
have asked the whereabouts of men 
from whom they have not heard; 
these are typical requests. Three 
civilian cases have also been reported, 
one from the International Red Cross. 

Sixteen Thanksgiving baskets, with 
full course dinners, were distributed 
to families ranging in size from four 
to ten, according to Mrs. E. Adele 
Emery, chairman. 

The Junior Red Cross under the 
direction of James J. Quinn has con- 
tinued to be very active and to be 
an exceLlent medium in character ed- 
ucation. Miss Gertrude M. Lewis, 
supervisor of Elementary Education, 
reported for Mr. Quinn. Miss M. Jane 
Davis directed the Junior High School 
work. John S. Eaton, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Senior High chapter, re- 
lated for his group. Under the di- 
rection of Miss Mackedon, their fac- 
ulty supervisor, they are planning 
drives for playing cards, pencils, 
magazines, etc. Already they have 
completed scrapbooks for the Bed- 
ford Hospital, conducted a food drive 
for needy families at Thanksgiving, 
and collected 646 Christmas cards for 
Fort Devens. scldicrs. The High and 



Junior High Juniors raised $•"><) for 
the purchase of a water urn to be 
used in an air raid shelter in Eng- 
land. The Junior High group also 
made posters, collection boxes to help 
raise funds, Christmas menu covers 
for the Navy, 50 favors for the Bid- 
ford patients and cookies as well. 
Easter cards for the Perkins Insti- 
tute for the Blind, and sent booklets 
to the Winchester Home for Aged. 
The Elementary group, too, did their 
share collecting food at Thanksgiv- 
ing, Christmas boxes, and making 
favors and sending gifts to various 
institutions. Incidentally they foam- 
ed much about unselfish giving and 
the rudiments of parliamentary law 
in setting up their organization. 

A Nurses' Air Course under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Jeannette Slo- 
C*m has just been started. Seven- 
teen women are enrolled in the course 
attending classes at the Winchester 
Hospital five days a week with Miss 
Laura Cruger of the hospital staff 
giving full time to the teaching and 
with the helpful cooperation of the 
superintendent of nurses. Miss Jean 
McIx>od. 

The Town Hall Red Cross Surgical 
Unit with Mrs. Leonard Griffiths as 
chairman reported that 126 women 
have made a total of 7f>,940 dress- 
ings and given 1789 H hours of serv- 
ice. Groups meet all day Tuesday and 
Wednesday evenings. War has 
brought increased attendance and 
interest. Mrs. Dunbar L. Shanklin 
reported for the Twelve Everett Ave- 
nue branch 103,608 dressings com- 
pleted. Fifty-two cartons of dressings 
have boon sent to the warehouse for 
our own army and 12 cases hav_' 
been shipped to Europe. Ninety-one 
women have given a total of 4,876 
hours of work. This is a fine record 
of service. 

The Winchester Motor Corps under 
the able direction of Mrs. Angel > 
Ghirardini have continued their val- 
uable work. The 15 members hav ■ 
driven 1500 hours and approximate- 
ly 45,000 miles. They are now af- 
filiated with the Winchester Civilian 
Defense, medical division only. They 
plan to devote all their driving to 
Medical and Clinical, but plan to take 
in additional drivers to help with 
production work.

W. ALLAN WILDE TALKS TO 
SENIOR AND JUNIOR BOYS 



On Thursday mormVig at 8:20, W. 
Allan Wilde, chairman of the Selec- 
tive Service Board of Winchester and 
Stoneham, addressed the boys of the 
two upper classes of Winchester 
High School. Mr. Wilde was intro- 
duced by Principal Wade L. Grindle. 
who emphasized the fact that every 
boy in the group must be asking him- 
self three questions these days: (1) 
How is the war going to affect me? 
(2) What are my obligations toward 
it? (8) How can I best help? 

Mr. Wilde stressed the fact that he 
was not speaking in the official cap- 
acity of his office but rather as a citi- 
zen of the town, whose position made 
it possible for him to say something 
worthwhile to boys of high school 
age during this emergency. 

His first point was an urgent re- 
quest that Winchester High School 
boys should not rush in to enlist in 
some branch of the service before 
completing the school year. He went 
on to develop the importance of at 
least a high school education as prep- 
aration for effective service. Now ; s 
the time, he said, for boys of high 
school age to prepare by self-instruc- 
tion or group activities for effective 
armed service when called to duty. 

Mr. Wilde gave this point real sig- 
nificance by suggesting specific pos- 
sibilities for self or group training 
in close order drill, morse code. Blue- 
jacket Manual procedures, motor and 
mechanics training, and particular 
attention to advancing in mathemat- 
ics. 

Physical fitness, with special em- 
phasis on care of the teeth was 
stressed as of great importance to 
young men who expect to enter any 
service branch. 

At the end of his address Mr. 
Wilde answered several pertinent 
questions by members of the audi- 
ence. There was no doubt in the 
minds of those present that educa- 
tion and more education of a practi- 
cal sort is of primary importance to 
every' boy who expects to render ef- 
fective service to. his country within 
the next few years.

Monday evening's session of the 
A. R. P. School was in every sense 
outstanding. The subjects considered 
were damage to water and sewer 
mains, gas and electric services anil 
fire control, the speakers confining 
their subjects to brief essentials in 
a wav that was much appreciated. 

Edmund C. Sanderson, veteran 
head of the Water and Sewer Board, 
told the school something of the his- 
tory, size and general layout of the 
town's water system, interesting high- 
lights of which were the facts that 
the town's reservoirs are not natural 
ponds, but are formed by dams and 
therefore controllable, that all but 
two areas on the East and West 
Sides are served by gravity; that the 
town is taking half its daily water 
supply, 500,009 gallons from its west 
side wells, that there are 64 miles 
of water pipe and 03 miles of sewer 
pipe in the town's 68 miles of 
streets; and that the town's water 
supply is well below normal due to 
the driest year in the department's 
history. 

Describing the newly organized De- 
partment of Public Works, function- 
ing under the Civilian Defense set- 
up, with himself as chairman, Town 
Engineer Parker Holbrook in eharg • 
of streets and trees, Supt. Harry 
Dotten in charge of water and sew- 
er mains, and Supt. Thomas Mc- 
Gowan in charc» of Parks, Mr. San- 
derson told the prospective wardens 
that any damage done water and 
sewer mains should be reported by 
them to the report center, from which 
the information will be relayed by- 
special lines to the headquarters of 
the Department of Public Works at 
the water works shop on Lake street. 
From there trained crews will be 
dispatched to make necessary re- 
pairs. 

While Mr. Sanderson stated that 
the town's water supply is ample to 
care for any fire likely to be exper- 
ienced, he warned that the indiscrim- 
inate use of pumps about town can 
very easily overload certain parts 
of the water system. As a conse- 
quence his department is co-ordinat- 
ing matters with the Fire Depart- 
ment and Auxiliary Fire Department 
to guard against this development. 
Arrangements are also being com- 
pleted for several numping points on 
the Aberjona River as a relief to the 
town's water supply. 

G. P. Langton, representing the Ar- 
lington Gas Light Company, opened 
his remarks with the assertion that 
local residents need not fear dire 
consequences in the event the gas 
holder at the Highlands is hit by a 
bomb. Gas holders are explosion 
proof because of their construction, 
they are fireproof because they are 
made of steel, and any incendiary 
bomb which miirht pierce the outer 
shell would he smothered for want of 
oxygen. The worst that could hap- 
pen, if the holder happened to be 
nierced with holes is that flaming jets 
of gas would issue from it until the 
supply in the holder is exhausted.

TOWN BORROWS AT LOW RATE 

The Town Treasurer of Winchester 
reports that, with the approval of the 
Board of Selectmen, he accepted bids 
Monday contemplating a loan of 
$200,000.00 to the town in anticipa- 
tion of tax revenue, said loan to ma- 
ture Nov. 16, 1942. 

The successful bidder was the Mer- 
chants National Bank of Boston. The 
rate, twenty-three one hundredths of 
one per cent, at which this money- 
is borrowed, reflects the high regard 
in which the Town is held by finan- 
cial authorities. 

Because of the war the rate is 
higher than the cost of last year's 
borrowing, but it is the lowest rate 
of record at which any town in the 
Commonwealth has borrowed so far 
in 1942 and it is even slightly low- 
er than the rate at which the County 
of Middlesex borrowed last week. 
This in itself is highly creditable to 
Winchester as Middlesex County 
loans in the past few years have 
been given a rating second to none.

PACK 3 



During the Sunday Services at the 
First Congregational Church, the 
"Winchester Post of the American Le- 
gion will present a new flag to Cub 
Pack 3 which is sponsored by the 
Men's Club of the Church. This la in 
recognition of Hoy Scout Wevk which 
is being observed throughout the na- 
tion. All Cub Packs have been asked 
to share in this celebration which 
marks the 32d birthday of the Scout- 
ing family. 

Most of the 60 Cubs have planned 
to be present. They have been drilled 
by Cub Master Pennell to carry out 
their part of the ceremony "on their 
own" as Commander R. H. B. Smith 
and Chaplain Vincent Clark make the 
presentation assisted by a Color 
Guard from the I/egion. 

In connection with this flag presen- 
tation, it is interesting to know that 
■when on June 1 1. 1777, the American 
Congress officially adopted our first 
flag consisting of 13 stripes, alter- 
nate red and white, with a union of 
13 stars, white on a blue field, repre- 
senting a new constellation, George 
Washington said of it: "We take the 
stars fr< m heaven, the red from our 
mother country, separating it by 
white stripes, thus showing that we 
bave separated from her, and the 
white stripes shall go down to pos- 
terity representing liberty." 

In designing the flag there was 
much discussion as to the arrange- 
ment of the stars in the field of blue. 
It was thought at one time that a 
new stripe as well as a new star 
should be added for each new state 
admitted to the Union and conse- 
quently upon the admission of Ver- 
mont and Kentucky as states. Con- 
gress enacted that after May 1, 1795 
the flag should consist of 15 stripes, 
alternate red and white; and that 
the union be 15 stars, white in a field 
of blue. 

However, the impracticability of 
adding a stripe for each state was 
apparent as other states began to be 
admitted; therefore, on April 14, 
1818, Congress nassed an act which 
finally fixed the flag of our country to 
be 13 horizontal stripes, alternate 
red and white; and that one star be 
added to the union of the flag for 
■every state.

It is up to the 
parents to see that these things are 
not cut out and even more it is up to 
the parents to see to it that educa- 
tion gets better and better, that 
changes are made so that more and 
more it will be true that our children 

I are getting the best education pos- 
sible. "Next to saving our country, 

. the proper education of our younir 
people is our most important task."

The latent worry of car owners is 
the new tax stamp supposed to be 
displayed on the windshield.

GREAT CIVIC LEADER PASSES 
ON 



Lynn lost one of its most pro- 
gressive business men and a civic 
leader whose activities on behalf of 
the community for many years were 
manifold when Frederick William 
Aseltine, president of the Hill-Welch 
Company died recently. 

Mr. Aseltine had a reputation for 
honesty and fair-dealing in his bus- 
iness transactions and to these vir- 
tues were added a pleasant disposi- 
tion and a penchant for doing things 
to help others. 

He was born in Kingston, Out, 
and began his career in the furniture 
business with the R. H. White Com- 
pany in 1901. 

He was later connected with tho 
furniture departments of two of 
America's largest firms, R. H. Maey 
& Co. in New York and the Paine 
Furniture Co. of Boston, the lat- 
ter of which he was affiliated with 
for 18 years. 

He came to Lynn in 1922, and in 
his two decades as a business man 
here, he became widely known and 
was a leader in the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Indicative of the esteem in which 
he was held by his business asso- 
ciates in other parts of the country, 
*"-. Aseltine was a director of the 
national Furniture Association and 
occupied a high position among the 
leaders of his field. 

Among his other business and fra- 
ternal associations, he had been a 
past president of the Lynn Lions 
Club, a member of the Century Fur- 
niture associates, vice president of 
ihe Home Furnishings Association of 
1 Iassachusetts and a member of the 
Mystic Valley Lodge of Masons in 
Winchester, where he made his home. 

His sudden death while attending 
a meeting of the National Furniture 
Association in New York City came 
as a shock to all who knew him as a 
man of intensely democratic ideals, 
who had devoted much of his time 
to making life easier for those less 
fortunate than he. 

As chairman of the traffic commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Aseltine did much to promote the 
cause of pedestrian safety and, in 
his zeal to reduce tragedy on the 
highways, he frequently contributed 
in volunteer and anonymous fashion 
to the enforcement of motor vehicle 
laws. 

His passing leaves a void that is 
noticeable, one that will not be filled 
for a long time, if ever, for he was 
a man among men. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Grace B. (Moore) Aseltine; a son, 
F. William Aseltine, Jr., and three 
daughters, as well as three brothers 
and a sister. 

Although Frederick W. Aseltine 
has passed from this life, members 
of his family can draw courage and 
comfort in their contemplation of h\< 
exemplary life as they face the fu- 
ture. — [Lynn Sunday Telegram News.

Gas mains in the average 40 fox 
street are located on the opposite side 
from water mains, about 3 feet below 
the surface and 15 feet from prop- 
erty lines. Water mains are deeper 
and are tapped from the side, while 
gas mains are tapped from the top 
Gas mains are generally of cast iron, 
1 1 1; inches in diameter. 

In the event of trouble, do not shut 
off j»as main? at the service entrant 
but at the appliances, range, etc. If 
however, service fails, shut off the 
gas at the entrance, but do not at- 
tempt to turn it on there. That is a 
jo!) for a trained man. Gas meters 
are equipped with automatic valves 
that shut off the gas in case of fit- 
when the temperature in the cellar 
reaches the danger point. 

(las burning in the street can do no 
harm. If the odor of gas is preval- 
ent during an air raid, but no gas is 
burning, wardens are advised to rope 
off the area until trained gas crews 
can remove the danger. 

I.. J. Morse of the Boston Edison 
Company, warned that while many of 
the high voltage ('2300 volts) wires 
are under ground there are also some 
overhead. These are always located 
on top of the carrier pole, with street 
lighting wires on the next lower 
bracket, house wires on the next and 
low voltage wires for police and fire 
alarm systems on the lowest. 

Mr. Morse warned you can not de- 
pend upon wires being dead when 
they are on the ground, and advised 
the wardens to keep away from such 
wires themselves and keep crowds 
away by posting guards. So called 
insulation equipment is often faulty 
and frowned upon by Edison experts 
unless carefully checked periodically. 
Even then it should be used only by 
trained workers. 

He advised his listeners not to poky 
fallen wires with sticks, dry or oth- 
erwise, not to attempt to untangle 
things or persons from wires (a job 
for experts), not to permit people to 
leave automobiles on which wires are 
resting, and finally to be careful 
about using extinguishing agents for 
fires on poles or in manholes, since 
phosgene gas is often generated in 
so doing. 

If a person has been shocked and in 
clear of wires, apply prone method 
of resuscitation. A warden's chief 
dutv in connection with wire troubles 
is to notify his report center, giving 
the exact location, and then guard 
the* trouble area until trained work- 
ers arrive. 

Percy Bugbee, a Winchester resi- 
dent and general manager of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association, 
told the school that fear of fires act- 
ually prevents them, giving as an ex- j 
ample the experience of a big mid- 
western city which did not have a I 
single fire while its Fire Department j 
was on strike for two weeks. War- I 
dens can do much to prevent fires in | 
their districts by making people fire 
conscious and by urging the removal 
of inflammable rubbish from homes. 

If your clothing is afire, said Mr. 
Bugbee, don't run. Lay down and 
cover your head with your arms, roll- 
ing over until the flames are smoth- 
ered. If your house is on fire and it 
is necessary to open a door, do so with 
great care to avoid a rush of flames, 
get people out first and then notifiy 
the Fire Department. If the smoke is 
heavy, get down on the floor and cover 
your face with a wet cloth, if possi- 
ble. Have two ways to get out of your 
house. Have a ladder available on the 
premises. Don't try to fight a house 
fire, unless it is a small one. 

Among the principal causes of hous" 
fires are careless smoking, thawing 
water pipes with blow-torches, look- 
ing for gas leak- with a candle, ama- 
1 teur electric wiring, plugg-ed or crack- 
ed chimneys and childen playing with 
j matches. 

Mr. Buebee stated the Federal Gov- 
j eminent has made $100,000,000 avail- 
able for fire fighting equipment, such 
las 500 gallon pumping; units an! 
first aid equipment for fighting in- 
' cendiaries. The official type of ex- 
I tinguisher is to be a four gallon tank 
with hose line, and as the State is 
! also to provide some equipment, Mr. 
j Bugbee felt that cities and towns may 
have what is necessary at least when 
, the emergency is past. 

He closed his talk by reading an 
absorbing letter from the Fire Chief 
of Honolulu, describing the disaster 
at Pearl Harbor from the fire angle. 
The film, "They're Dropping Incendi- 
aries, " an excellent picture, conclud- 
ed the evening. 

Preceding the speakers. Miss Geor- 
gianna Posner. supervisor of the 
Women's Division of the N. Y. A., 
spoke about "Women in Industry" 
with especial reference to the emer- 
gencv created by the War.

Expert on Turkish Affairs Addresses 
Republican Club 

Cedric Seager writer, traveler, and 
expert on the Balkan and Turkish af- 
fairs spoke before the Winchester 
Women's Republican Club Wednes- 
day and gave to that audience one of 
the clearest ami most informing talks 
on the importance of Turkey as hold- 
ing a key position in the present 
world war conflict. He reminded us 
that this is a grimly realistic war and 
in order to win it we must realize this 
fact and remember it. 

In showing us how important Tur- 
key's position is at present Cedric 
Seager explained that "Germany lias 
five doors available to escape from 
Europe, i.e. Gibraltar, Suez, Bey- 
routh. Dardanelles and Bosporus, and 
the Caucasus. These gateways are 
around the rim of a circle, or slightly

Chief Observer Stafford Rogers and 
Assistant Chief Observer John 11. 
McCarthy of the Winchester station 
attended the meeting of the Massa- 
i efausetts Chief Observers of the 
i Ground Observation System of the 
United States Army at the Worces- 
| ter Legion Home on Sunday. 

They learned at the meeting that 
Army officers are much pleased with 
the way in which Legion Posts gen- 
i erally have taken hold bf this much 
needed defense organization and made 
I it a smooth-running efficient unit 
I under Army regulations. They also 
I learned tha;t the efficient operation 
i of Army observation posts by civil- 
ians is relieving many airplanes from 
this duty, thus either saving gaso- 
line or making the planes available 
for more important duty. Again ci- 
vilian volunteers are relieving the 
Army of the necessity of using it's 
own personnel for observation duty, 
thus making a large number of ftas 
my men available for strictly mili- 
tary activity. As the result of the 
excellence with which civilian obser- 
vers have carried out their assign- 
ments the Army has been able to 
divert a whole division of soldiers 
for duty in combat areas. 

Air observers were told at the 
meeting that they can consider them- 
selves in active air defense work un- 
der the Army and in the event of an 
air raid they should do nothing but 
stay at their posts and keep infor- 
mation about planes going into Army 
Headquarters. 

Chief Observer Rogers, in talking 
to the Star about Sunday's meeting, 
quoted a statement of Lieut. Ralp!i 
T. Millette, aide to Brigadier-Gener- 
al John A. McDonnell of Mitchell 
Field, N, Y. who said: 

"Anyone who thinks we can't be 
mbed mitrht remember what hap- 
pened at Pearl Harbor. Japanese 
planes came 6000 miles to reach Ha- 
waii, and the Germans have but 8000 
miles to come to reach this shore. 
Hitler has already decided whether 
we will be bombed and we don't know 
what his decision is." 

There are 10,000 observation posts 
stretching from Maine to Florida, 
with a civilian personnel of 10,000 
observers. In Massachusetts aloi,.' 
there are 228 stations. Commander 
Rogers stated that some observers 
are cheerfully covering as high as 
10 miles each way to and from their 
stations, and that the numbers .err- 
ing in the small areas where there 
is much less population to draw from 
is proportionally much higher than 
in the larger places, including Win- 
chester.

recent years at least. There hasn't 
been a Francis Tansey or an Aby 
Winer on the court since they got 
through. 

All of which we suppose is some- 
thing of a digression from the subject 
at hand; namely, the Reading game 
tonight. It ought to be a closely con- 
tested, well played game, with either 
team having a chance to win. Those 
are the kind of games worth watch- 
ing.

At a general meeting of the high 
school faculty at 1:15 Wednesday af- 
ternoon, Superintendent of Schools. 
James J. Quinn focused the attention 
of the teachers upon two main topics: 
first, Schools and the War, and sec- 
ond, a Further Modification of Sec- 
ondary School Education. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Quinn touched briefly but suggestive- 
ly upon the following points: 

1. The necessity of devotion, at- 
tention more than ever before to the 
physical and mental health of the 
students. 

2. The importance of being alert 
to all potential sources of building 
character. 

3. Stressing good citizenship in 
the school as preparation for adult 
citizenship. 

4. Encouraging a n d developing 
the art of thinking in students. 

5. Possible modification and re- 
direction of the school curriculum in 
view of the present emergency. 

6. The teaching of what might be 
called cultural geography as dis- 
tinguished from commercial geogra- 
phy as a preparation for a keener un- 
derstanding of different nationalities 
and a closer . inter-relationship of 
ideas and ideals. 

7. The possibility of directing stu- 
dent attention to the history and 
culture of other American Repub- 
lics. 

8. Greater degree of inter-depart- 
mental co-operation. 

9. A thoughtful and professional 
study of the Eight Year Plan, a re- 
port of which will be shortly avail- 
able to the teachers. 

Mr. Quinn prefaced his remarks In- 
stating firmly that one of the major 
duties of the schools today is to 
maintain essentially the present edu- 
cational program and not to permit 
the excitement of the present emer- 
gency to force out of the American 
educational system practices and sub- 
jects of permanent value. 

Nevertheless, there will be, he em- 
phasized, many changes necessary 
and desirable which will not under- 
mine the deep and broad principles 
of our educational philosophy. 

At the close of the general meet- 
ing the various departments met in 
senarate groups for discussion of de- 
partment problems. Much of the 
discussion in each group was directed 
toward practical application of th ! 
ideas presented by the Superinten- 
dent. 

These meetings on Wednesday were 
preceded by previous meetings of le- 
nartment heads with the principal 
for the purpose of visualizing oppor- 
tunities of adopting our local educa- 
tional facilities to present educational 
problems. 

The programs of Winchester 
schools will be governed bv clear 
thinking and thorough analysis of 
the complex problem which faces our 
whole system of education today.

LEGION CHIEF PRAISES WIN- 
CHESTER DEFENSE 



So far as our own personal opin- j 
ion is concerned we don't suppose it 
amounts to much, but with question? 
asked and letters received, we have | 
no objection in giving it. Daylight ' 
Saving — or War Time according to 
our New Deal — finds us cold. We 
have always supported daylight sav- I 
ing — within reason, and such as we 
have had for past years. The New | 
Deal idea has been followed for a 
week now and we fail to see any im- | 
provement in anything. We get up 
in the dark, light every lamp about 
the house outside the living room, 
and light our shop for an hour or 
more. At night we still eat by elec- 
tricity. We fail to find the saving ad- 
vertised. We admit that as time 
goes on this situation will improve. 
Our idea is that it helps not at all 
during the winter months. We feel 
that under the nresent conditions our 
Congressmen might well defer the 
matter of their pensions — even 
though our President might benefit. 
We are urged to give until it hurfrs. 
Why not make it equal in high places 
as well as low? Dancing in civilian 
defense circles raises no enthusiasm, 
but comes not unexpected. We are 
still wondering what became of 
Arthurdale, the model settlement, or 
what the result was of the meeting 
of the Young Communists at the 
White House. We are not unmind- 
ful of the slogan "hold to our social 
gains." We don't think for one min- 
ute that business men — or industrial- ' 
ists, to use the foreign term — have i 
failed in their patriotic endeavor or 
are responsible for the present Amer- | 
ican condition. We think that Amer-} 
ica lacks a leader or leaders in whom j 
the people can place confidence. In j 
noting pensions for Congress ami i 
strikes by Unions we fail to see any ' 
appreciation of our neril by any so- 1 

called leaders. We believe that our j 
present state of unpreparedness is j 
due more to Union strikes than any 
Other factor. If there is another fac- 1 
tor it may well be credited to those ! 
who condoned the strikes and gaily 
assured us that they did nothing in 
halting production, We fail to feel 
the comfort offered us in placing the I 
destruction of one of our largest 
stores of rubber at New Bedford, or : 
the catastrophe to the great Nor- j 
mandy. as simple accidents. If they 
were simple accidents their occurance j 
was definitely not due to civilian 
complaisance. We do believe that ci- 
vilian defense, as carried on in this 
town without dancing or gymnasium 
classes or kindergartens, is well done 
and shows by the great group of 
volunteers what the "rank and file," 1 
not affiliated by Unions or politicians, | 
is alive to the situation and willing 
to do anything possible to aid in de- 
fense. So far as the present scheme 
of "building up an awareness of war" 
by inconveniencing everyone is con- 
cerned, we think it is much overdone.

The central workroom had com- 
pany Wednesday at the coffee hour. 
By invitation a dozen little dresses 
came over from the workroom of the 
First Congregational Church on their 
way to the Red Cross, for which they 
were made. They were the result of 
some adventurous salvaging. The 
electric cutter, cutting masses of 
cloth to definite patterns, unavoid- 
ably has pieces fall off. They have 
never been wasted. The Red Cross al- 
ways turned them to some use. But 
Mrs. George P. Nardin saw in them 
material that might make dresses if 
they were hand cut and individually 
planned so that they could be 
cut to fit the cloth, as the old 
saying goes. The Red Cross bade her 
good speed in the enterprise; other 
Congregational women joined her in 
it, and about 60 girls' wool dresses, 
ranging in size from 2 to 14 are com- 
ing out of the scraps. 

At the British War Relief work- 
room were women who could well ap- 
preciate how ingenious and adventur- 
ous Mrs. Nardin had been in her cut- 
ting and designing. For they have 
made pretty blouses out of such small 
pieces of cloth that only ingenious 
twisting and turning could have cut 
them. They viewed and approved the 
modish little creations with knowing 
eyes. They knew how gaily adventur- 
ous a woman's imagination had to be 
in order to see a pert little circular 
skirt out of mere slivers of tweed 
and smart tucked sleeves out of a 
pile of collars. The Epiphany work- 
room enjoyed the dozen visitors.

W. C. T. U. N OTES 

From "Union Signal," Jan. 24.— 
Light Line Unions Must Continue. 
There was never more need of the 
World's W. C. T. U. than now. Friend- 
ship between nations is the surest 
way of outmoding war. The liquor 
question is a vital one in every coun- 
try, conservation of resources should 
preclude the use of materials for 
making liquor, and conservation of 
man-power is of utmost importance. 

Except for Latvia and Estonia, 
where the Russian government dis- 
banded all organizations and possi- 
bly in France, from which no word 
has come since the government fell, 
the work is going on. A letter from 
the treasurer of Denmark says: "I 
am very happy to be able to say that 
our work is going on practically a? 
usual in spite of altered conditions. 
However, we are not able to send 
any funds out of the country, and 
that is why you have not received 
an" money from us for some time." 

While a number of countries can- 
not send money out, so far our gov- 
ernment has not stopped us from 
sending money, except to belligerent 
countries. Money to China and to 
Switzerland must be sent by cable, 
but all the South American countries 
and the countries of the British Em- 
pire receive United States funds. 

Our budget for 1042 includes ap- 
propriations to Brazil. Burma. Chile, 
China, Costa Rica, Guatemala, Do- 
minican Republic, Egypt, India, Iraq. 
Jamaica, Mexico, Palestine, West In- 
dies, possiblv Peru and Korea. 

Mrs. I oretta Hoyman is in Egypt 
and has the Near East, including Pal- 
estine, under her supervision. Mr?. 
Irvine Rivera in the West Indies and 
Mrs. Marv Egbert in Guatemala are 
both on half time for the World's W. 
C. T. U. 

If the Light Lines should fail to 
function there would be no possibili- 
ty of helping these countries, espe- 
cially since many of the other coun- 
tries cannot send money out. It 
would be a calamitv to let our work 
lapse, both for the immediate need of 
temperance instruction and because 
of difficulty in building up the organ- 
ization in the future. 



On Tuesday. Feb. 10, Rev. Kennetn 
Viall, of the Society of St. John the 
Evangelist, was the speaker at the 
luncheon hour of the Epiphany 
Church Service League. As recently 
as 1940 he was living in Japan, and 
he spoke of that country. He invited 
his hearers to determine the content 
of his informal talk by asking before 
he began the questions they would 
like to have considered. They asked 
of Kagawa and the significance of the 
co-operatives in Japan, and they put 
the pertinent question: Is the present 
government of Japan definitely anti- 
Christian? 

Father Viall's answer was that the 
Western source from which Christi- 
anity had come into Japan made it 
unacceptable to those who would draw 
a sharp line between East and West, 
but there is no persecution of Chris- 
tians. The demand that Christian 
churches in Japan unite did not come 
from a desire to destroy them, but 
from the bureaucratic habit of mind. 
When Japan recognized Christianity, 
Shintoism. and Buddhism as three es- 
tablished religions, it wanted each to 
be so organized that it could be dealt 
with neatly and efficiently in the state. 
One responsible head was desired. 
Japan asked the 27 divisions of Budd- 
hism to unite for the same adminis- 
trative reason. 

When Japan set up a puppet state 
in Manchoukuo, the rulers of Japan 
needed a religion which would help 
cement the people into a unit. Shin- 
toism, being narrowly nationalistic, 
could not be given to another people; 
so overtures were made to Christian 
leaders, to see whether Christianity 
would let itself become the official re- 
ligion. True to its concept of religion 
and the secular state, Christian Dod- 
ies refused the overture. 

In slum settlements and in cooper- 
ative hospitals and other activities 
Christian ideas and ways are at work 
in Japan, known to the West chiefly in 
connection with Kagawa. In these. 
Christianity escapes the individualis- 
tic aspect, which is uncongenial to 
the Japanese concept of human life, 
and shows a satisfying solidarity. 
James Young, an American journal- 
ist in Japan, has said that Christi- 
anity would prove the principle by 
which the Japan of the near future 
would crystalize. 

Since only one person in 200 in Ja- 
pan is now an adherent of Christi- 
anity, such a forecast startled some 
hearers. How can so small a number 
leaven a whole nation? What will 
non-Christion neighbors see in Chris- 
tians that will make them count the 
Christian way the way of real life, 
the life that is successfully and satis- 
fyinglv human? What will wipe out 
the blocking effect of nominal West- 
em Christians that Japanese have 
seen living selfishly and divisively? 
Is Christianity in the Japanese 
churches free from the blocking 
merely nominal Christian? Are they 
again, in patern of life and in power 
to live out the pattern, such Chris- 
tians as nineteen hundred years ago 
did "turn the world upside down" 
and furnish a disintegrating world 
with a new hope and a new order? 

Father Viall's audience was grate- 
ful to him for facts and interpreta- 
tions given and for questions an- 
swered. But he gave them even more 
in these questions that stick in one's 
mind and keep ploughing up both 
one's spiritual defeatism and one's 
spiritual complacency.

FINAL SESSION OF A. R. P. 
SCHOOL MONDAY 



We are indeed fortunate in having 

a group of mala citizens who after 
giving some serious consideration :o 
the war and its possible effects on 
the population and property in Win- 
chester, have done something about it. 
They are the Auxiliary Police oper- 
ating under the office of Civilian De- 
fense. 

For the past two months some 100 
men have been attending meetings, 
lectures, demonstrations and drills in 
the Town Hall. 

On Friday evening, Feb. 13, they 
will receive some of their regular 
equipment and on Friday evening, 
Feb. 20, with simple ceremony in the 
Town Hall they will take the oatn 
of office and receive their badges. 

Under the able tutelage of Major 
Hale Summer of Harvard Univer- 
sity they have gained valuable knowl- 
edge of First Aid, Riot Control. Ci- 
vilian control and property protec- 
tion during incendiary and gas bomb 
raids and Traffic control under war 
conditions. 

Officer W. Palmer of the local po- j 
lice has given freely of his time in 
instructing the men in the perform- I 
ance of many regular and some of 
the unusual duties of a police officer. | 

For practical experience and con- i 
ditioning each Auxiliary Policeman 
spends at least one evening a week 
with a regular police officer on his 
beat, thus familiarizing himself with 
the performance of routine duties. 
This will continue until each man 
has had the opportunity to cover each 
regular route in town. Some of th>> 
cold nights just passed have proved 
the sincerity of these men. 

Traffic control maps of the entire 
t.uvn have been prepared with defi- 
nite posts assigned to each man to 
tperate when and if an emergency 
is declared. A control center and re- 
port station has been prepared in the 
local Police Station. 

An indoor rifle range is also being 
prepared where members will be in- 
structed in the use of firearms and 
will qualify as experts. 

The co-operation received from Po- 
lice Chief William Rogers and his en- 
tire force has been a real source of 
encouragement to these men, some 
of whom have been the recipients of 
gibes from some of our townspeople 
who still think "it can't happen 
hero." 

Again we say Winchester is indeed 
fortunate to have the Auxiliary Po- 
lice who realize "after it has hap- 
pened is too late to prepare."

j Rev. Laurence L. Barber of Arling- 
ton was the speaker at the winter 
. meeting of the Winchester Historical 
Society, held on Feb. 5 in the His- 
torical Room at the Library. 

During the business meeting, Miss 
Jean McLellan, chairman of the 
Gifts Committee, exhibited as gifts 
received since November, a large 
framed portrait of Colonel Samuel B. 
White, a very prominent resident of 
the town nearly a century ago, a box 
of old-fashioned clothing presented 
by Mrs. Watkins, a number of pro- 
grams of the Winchester Literary- 
Society between 1860 and 1870 and 
the recorls of the Shu Shu Gah Boat 
Club, which flourished here about 40 
years ago. 

The president announced the ap- 
pointment of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, Mr. Edward B. Ladd, Chair- 
man; Mrs. J. A. Lara way and Miss 
Louise Bancroft. 

The president also read an invi- 
tation to the society by the Com- 
mittee of Safety Chapter of tin 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, to attend an illustrated lecture 
by Dr. Charles Tozier at the Library 
on March 16. 

It is always a pleasure to hear Mr. 
Barber, who has spoken before the 
society before, and whose subject was 
"Life in the Colonial Home." He 
began by showing two large photo- 
graphs of Whittier's home in East 
Haverhill, whose he wrote Snow- 
bound, one- of the exterior in winter 
and the other of the large kitchen 
with its fireplace, saying that this 
kitchen was a typical example of the 
colonial home. Six generations of 
the Whittiers had lived in this home- 
stead before the poet. Mr. Barber 
quoted several passages from Snow- 
bound most effectielv during his talk. 

Particular emphasis was laid on 
the fact that life in the colonial home 
was very independent, as the family 
raised everything needed in the way 
of food and clothing. The family 
was self-sufficient, whereas we are 
the most dependent group the world 
has ever known. They lived from 
a month to three months ahead of 
their needs, whereas we live a few 
hours ahead. Life in the home was 
exceedingly hard, but they never 
felt they were abused. Most of th - 
women with all their work found 
time to tend a garden, many of which 
were very beautiful. 

Mr. Barber also spoke of the salt 
bowl which stood on colonial tables, 
saying Harvard has a very fine one. 
This bowl marked the distinction be 
tween the ordinary and the elect; the 
faculty always sat above the salt, the 
students below. In the home the head 
of the family and the guests sat above 
the salt bowl, the children below it. 

This was a most instructive an 1 
interesting talk, and it was too bad 
the stormy night prevented more of 
the members from hearing it.

Mr. Joseph F. Romkey of Stonj 
avi-r.ue, widely known contractor and 
builder, has presented to the Ma- 
rine Museum at the Old State House 
the half-model, which he made, of 
the Canadian fishing schooner, Blue- 
nose, which raced the American boat, 
Gertrude L. Thebaud, in 1938. 

Though a resident of Winchester 
for close to half a century. Mr. Rom- 
key was born in La Have, N. S., and 
as a youth went fishing on that prov- 
ing ground of sailors, the Grand 
Banks, where he gained first hand 
knowledge of and a love for fishing 
schooners. He gave up the sea when 
he came to Boston and learned the 
carpenter's trade which he has sinco 
followed. A master of his trade and 
a finished workman, he has built many 
fine houses in and around Winches- 
ter which testify to his skill and at- 
tention to detail. 

Although particularly interested in 
ship models, his skill is not confined 
to that phase of woodworking alone. 
His home contains many fine exam- 
ples of his handiwork. There are 
tables, bookcases, a spinet desk, two 
knee-hole desks, a Martha Washing- 
ton sewing cabinet, several shelf 
docks and a mahogany bed. 

In the front hall stands a beauti- 
ful mahogany grandfather's clock of 
the same period and very similar to 
one in the Museum of Fine Arts. In 
another room is a grandfather's clock 
which he himself designed. This is 
complete with wooden works of his 
own making, and is an accurate time- 
keeper. 

His basement workshop contains 
many half-models of various sizes, de- 
picting a variety of schooner types. 

The Bluenose is made to a quar- 
ter-inch scale, with exceeding care 
as to design and measurements. Mr. 
Romkey visited the Bluenose when 
she was in Boston and Gloucester ind 
made several trips to Lunenburg, N.

When you arrive there you will find 
yourself in the midst of a very bus- 
iness-line organization. First a Red 
Cross official, at the information 
desk, will give you a welcoming smile 
and ask your name. When she learns 
that you have an appointment, she 
will direct you to the record desk 
where you will be asked a few ques- 
tions; nothing embarrasing except 
possibly a request to divulge your 
age. You will then lie assigned to 
a technician who will take your 
pulse, temperature and hemoglobin. 
If she finds that you are healthy, a 
nurse's aid will escort you up a flight 
of stairs and into a room filled with 
cots where other good red-blooded 
Americans are doing their parts in 
the defense of America. 

In this room you will be met by 
a competent doctor and staff of reg- 
istered nurses. Now don't get pan- 
icky as the anticipation is the worst 
part of the experience. Just lie down 
on a cot and relax. A local anaes- 
thetic will be applied to your arm 
and then exactly one pint of blood 
will be extracted. You will be per- 
mitted to lie quietly for a few min- 
utes, when you will be escorted out 
to a very attractive balcony which 
over-looks the main salon. Here the 
Red Cross Canteen workers serve 
coffee and sandwiches to you during 
a shoi period of relaxation, after 
which you feel just as good if not 
better than before. Many donor* 
look forward to a return trip to give 
another pint of their blood as this 
can be done every two months with- 
out injury to health. 

Some of the shining examples of 
patriotism are the totally blind per- 
sons who are offering their blood. 
One blind man arrived unescorted on 
one of the stormiest days of the win- 
ter. After his appointment, the Red 
Cross Motor Corps was summoned 
anil he was taken to his home. 

The blood which is donated, is 
cooled to just about freezing and 
shipped to New York City where it 
is tested, dehydrated, and shipped to 
the Army and Navy hospitals for use 
in performing transfusions. 

Just think of it! This pint of blood 
will save the life of one of our boys 
on the battle front. Be a good Amer- 
ican and "Keep 'em flying."

"The Dutch and the Chinese" will 
be the subject of the lecture to be 
given by Miss Eunice Harriet Avery 
next Wednesday afternoon, Feb. IS, 
at 2:30 in the Wyman School Hall.

French naval bases and the divi- 
sion of France by Germany in the 
1940 armistice were topics discussed 
by Miss Avery in her lecture on de 
Gaulle and Vichy France on Feb. 4. 
Germany was very tricky in splitting 
France in 1940, as they knew that 
the French people would be confused 
by a divided country; whereas had 
they not been split into occupied and 
unoccupied territory, they would have 
"snapped through to being French." 
Their history records incredible vic- 
tories and incredible defeats, because, 
paradoxically, they are superb fight- 
ers, but their logic can be turned in- 
to defeatism. France is being inte- 
grated into the German economy, a- 
Germans now own considerable stock 
in French firms and they are buying 
with German fiat currency which they 
have used in all their occupied area-. 
In order to get raw materials, France 
has needed German approval, and 
thus Germans have shared in reor- 
ganization, personnel, etc. 

Vichy France is headed by Petain 
who is a congenital defeatist, whom 
the British declined to accept as the 
inter-allied Commander-in-Chief. He 
is devoutlv religious and would like 
to make France a definitely Catholic 
nation. Admiral Darlan, next in 
command, is anti clerical, and has no 
use for theocracy. His son was kill- 
ed at Dunkirk, and he does not for- 
get that the British Navy has fought 
the French Navy in this present war. 
Dakar is gradually coming under the 
control of Darlan, as he is replacing 
the personnel there with his own men. 
This port has a population of 93,000, 
is rich in peanuts, and its " harbor, 
which lias the natural protection of 
two jetties, can berth a large navy. 
Their food comes from South Africa 
and South America. French legion- 
naires and refugees constitute the 
slave labor which, under German or- 
der, is now building the Trans-Saha 
ran railway. Working conditions are 
terrible, and the brutalitv is incredi- 
ble. 

The free fighting French under 
General de Gaulle, who, incidentally, 
had long advocated motorized equip- 
ment for French forces, now .comprise 
segments of the French empire 
everywhere. Tahiti, New Caledonia, 
French Equatorial Africa, St. Pierre 
and Miquelon have joined him. The 
United States does not officially rec- 
ognize the De Gaulle government; but 
we do lease lend to them, and we 
have a military attache in French 
Equatorial Africa. French Indo Chi- 
na, which is so -very important, has 
about 23 million oriental natives, and 
forty thousand French inhabitants. 
Japan is using her propaganda skill 
here as French Indo China jeopar- 
dizes the Burma road and Malay. 
Vichv France has used propaganda in 
South America at the Rio confer- 
ence to disrupt our hemispheric 
teamwork. Thus the pattern of th > 
French empire reaches all over the 
world, and the conclusion is once 
again reached, that there can be no 
isolationism. The issue is between 
the mastershin or the fellowship of 
the world's races. And it is up to 
us, concluded the speaker, to produce 
enough intelligence and enough bomb 
ers to make world fellowship a real 

ity.

"The Man Who Stayed at Home," 
a melodrama of the first World War 
days by Lechmore Worrall and J. E.

Hart, Jr., and directed by him, was 
presented for the first time, Friday 
and Saturday evenings by the Par- 
ish Players of the First Congrega- 
tional Church in the Little Theatre 
Beneath a Spire with the following 
cast:

Mr. Hart has done a thoroughly i 
good job with the Worrall-Terry play. 1 
He hasn't changed it beyond recogni- 
tion, but has stream-lined and al- 
tered only where necessary to bring 
the action up to date, substituting 1 
Nazis for the Boche of the old World 
War and the Feuhrer for the Kaiser. 
So cleverly has the transition been 
made that those who saw the show- 
when it ran at the Copley in 1917-18, 
or the Legion's production here in 
1932, were conscious of no great 
change It is the same good show, 
packed with laughs and thrills. 

The plot deals with the thwarting 
and capture of Nazi spies, running a 
private hotel in England, who plan 
to give vital information about 
American bombers to a German U- 
boat hiding off the coast. A British 
agent, the "Man Who Stayed at 
Home," comes to the hotel in the 
guise of a not-too-bright playboy, sus- 
pected of being a bit of a coward, 
and, with the help of a feminine as- 
sistant, lays the whole gang by the 
heels, including the son of the hotel 
owner who is working in the British 
Admiralty. 

The Parish Players' performance 
was convincing and after the open- 
ing scene, fast moving. Friendly 
audiences indicated their approval 
with hearty applause. 

Playing the leading role of Chris- 
topher Brent, the "Man Who Stayed 
at Home, Dr .Pollard gave another of 
those characteristically amusing per- 
formances that have made him such 
a favorite with Little Theatre audi- 
ences. Playing a made-to-order role 
he wrung every possible chuckle our 
of his laugh-studded lines-, adding 
some clever pantomime to enhance his 
finished acting. 

Aiding and abetting Dr. Pollard as 
his, assistant Mrs. Graves again dem- 
onstrated her ability to play con- 
vincingly roles demanding intense 
dramatic feeling. Her Miriam Leigh 
gained in power without over-empha- 
sis, until it reached a climax in the 
scene with Carl which was especially 
well done. 

Sharing feminine honors with Mrs. 
Graves was Mrs. Woodward as Mrs. 
Sanderson, the Nazi owner of the 
hotel. Hers was a very human, 
womanly characterization and she 
succeeded admirably in making her 
audience fetd the futile conflict which 
her conscience waged against the in- 
humanity she was forced to practice 
in the name of her Feuhrer. Mrs. 
Ross as the Nazi Miss Schroeder im- 
proved as the play progressed and 
was very much at production level in 
the scene with the Sandersons and 
Henry. Mrs. Wills was very funny 
as the dyspeptic insomniac. Miss 
Myrtle', and Miss Poirier succeeded in 
milking the white feather distribut- 
ing Daphne Kidlington unpleasant 
enough. Miss Rassat was a very sat- 
isfactory Molly Preston, torn be- 
tween love for and doubt of the enig- 
matic Brent. 

Mr. Cunningham chose to play 
down the humorous possibilities of 
the bellicose Mr. Preston with a read- 
ing of the role that was wholly con- 
sistent, if perhaps a bit over-re- 
strained. At least none can deny the 
desirability of erring, if err he did. 
upon the conservative side of this 
character which could so easily have 
been over-played. Mr. Harris was a 
pleasing Private Pennicuick o' the 
Scots and Mr. Abbott an acceptable 
Corporal Atkins. 

Mr. Moors as the pseudo butler, 
Henry, a member of the spy ring, 
contributed a clever character bit as 
the pompous dead-pan servant, being 
very funny in his tete-a-tetes with 
Brent and Preston, and also convinc- 
ing as the dangerous Nazi who thrill- 
ed to the job of murdering the Brit- 
ish sentry. 

No one made a greater contribution 
to the success of the show than Mr. 
Casey in the difficult role of Carl 
Sanderson, chief of the Nazi villain*. 
Completely in character, he domin- 
ated the action whenever he was on 
the stage, giving a dramatically pol- 
ished performance in which voice and 
facial expression played important 
parts. Always there was in him a 
suggestion of the sinister and vital 
as his performance was, he was never 
guilty of exaggeration. His diction 
was always a treat. 

The single set for the show was ad- 
mirable, the lighting cleverly handled, 
business good, and the properties, 
secured by the committee headed by- 
Mrs. Alan" Switzer, excellent. In keep- 
ing with the Players' penchant for 
close attention to detail, the sound 
effects portraying airplanes, raid 
siren and bombing were very realis- 
tic and a real pigeon was provided 
for added atmosphere. By the same 
token there seemed just a bit more 
trouble with lines than usual and 
there were definitely times when ob- 
viously juicy bits were lost by part of 
the audience through careless enunci- 
ation.

In the fourth century B. C, when 
Dionysius with a larger fleet of tri- 
remes was pursuing Aristides in the 
Mediterranean, the latter escaped at 
nitrht by the simple expedient of 
floating lanterns on the water; hav- 
ing extinguished the lights on his 
ships, he then rowed off in another 
direction. 

Early in the Christian era the 
Greeks painted their ships with de- 
ceptive effect. One captain, wishing 
to pass enemy craft lyinjr off the har- 
bor, painted his shin 'the color of the 
enemy's and was out of range before 
the trick was discovered. 

Even then pirate ships were some- 
times painted a sea-blue to decrease 
visibility, and naval strategists were 
opposing white ships and uniforms 
and explaining the advantage of sea- 
blue ships and sails to avoid detec- 
tion. 

In the War between the States in 
America, trenches and breastworks 
were concealed by branches of trees, 
and merchant ships often painted 
their hulls black with gun ports sim- 
ulated in white, thus taking on tne 
appearance of men-of-war. Similarly 
fort walls were checkered in black 
and white during the World War to 
confuse gun locations. 

The dazzle patterns of shins in the 
last war, used to deceive the peris- 
copist with respect to speed and di- 
rection, has been abandoned by the 
British in favor of a gray paint to 
make ships less visible to airplanes. 
Ships have been equipped with in- 
cinerators lest floating garbage dis- 
close their course. 

Greeks in the present conflict re- 
sorted to pastel shades to make 
bridges and other objectives less 
prominent Finland's white uniforms 
served well against their snowy back- 
ground. Dummy objectives painted on 
canvas now draw air attack. 

In the Saar region the Germans 
were reported to have concealed 
miniature forts in the form of gaso- 
line filling stations, inns. peasanLs' 
cottages or factory workers' homes, 
with curtained windows painted on 
armor plate. Papier-mache hollow 
"tree trunks" serve as observation 
posts.

Well, they have now figured out 
that only 08 strikes were pulled off 
during the month of January. How 
they were distributed or whether 
this number constitutes the entire 
total, we would not know. It seems, 
however, as though our social gains 
are being maintained and the under- 
nourished, underprivileged, downtrod- 
den two-thirds are being adequately 
promoted. How some strikes, threat- 
ened but not yet decided upon, will 
be disposed of is in question. We 
read that fear is expressed in offi- 
cial quarters that the 300-million 
dollar appropriation for auto workers 
during the change-over period ne- 
cessary for defense conversion, is 
threatened with defeat — which we 
suppose will, be a blow to our social 
gains; and we note with satisfaction 
the idea to keep defense industries 
working on Sundays and holidays — 
probably with double time wages. 
Well — if our social gains are main- 
tained, both by unions and by pensions 
for our Congress, we wonder who 
will be left to pay for it. Apparent- 
ly if the trend continues, no one will 
be left to pay for it. It is a ques- 
tion even now if what w e have in 
social gains can be paid for. We 
don't care particularly whether we 
remain in business or not, what with 
all the difficulties and petty incon- 
veniences we have to meet from our 
Washington rulers. We don't want 
to starve. Aside from that security 
we have no objection to wearing our 
old clothes, giving up all use of our 
auto, curtailing our heat or any of 
the rest of it — but we had rather 
se,. 300-million dollars appropriated 
for officers quarters at our military 
camps than given idle automobile 
workers, and the idea of maintaining 
our social gains and holding our po- 
litical ground as practiced in this 
war-time period seems lacking the 
spirit we imagined necessary for an 
all-out war time effort on the part 
of everyone. There was more than 
met the eye in Paul Mallon's column 
in the Boston Herald yesterday when 
he reported the retort ma le by a WPB 
dollar-a-year man, taken to task for 
not co-onorating with the political ad- 
ministration: "What do I care, I'm a 
Republican. The only reason I am 
here is to help win the war, not the 
November election."

THE QUESTION ANSWERED 



UNION OFFICIALS CAN BE DE- 
FER RED IN DRAFT. RULING 



To the Editor of the Star: 

We all had a good laugh at the 
"Information Please" session of the 
A. R. P. School when the following 
question was put to the instructors. 

"Is it necessary for one to study 
aesthetic dancing to be an air war- 
den?" 

Here is the perfect answer taken 
from an editorial in this week's Bos- 
ton Herald: 

"Civilian defense is not a recrea- 
tional diversion. It is not a means 
of accelerating the arrival of the 
more abundant life.

I buting a bit of hilarity to what was 
to some extent a session of deep 
thought, but the editorial says so 
much in a few words it is worth 
at least this much repetition.

To the Editor of the Star: 

In the increasing turmoil of war 
news from east and west, from near 
us on the Atlantic, from afar on the 
Pacific, from Asia, from Africa, from 
Europe, the current effort in this na- 
tion to secure by gift, ten million 
books for the armed forces may seem 
too trivial a matter to engage our 
serious attention.

Rear Admiral Andres, commander 
of the eastern sea frontier, in an ap- 
peal for the Victory Book Campaign, 
says, "Some form of diversion and 
mental relaxation for men who are 
regularly four hours on watch and 
four hours off is absolutely neces- 
sary to an efficient fighting force." He 
knows the need, 

-Men and boys from Winchester, 
our own sons, nurses in the armed 
forces, our own daughters, will need 
and use the books which may be do- 
nated, a nation's gift. 

Our armed forces are spreading all 
over the world, far from home and 
friends. We at home cannot do very 
much to aid and comfort and encour- 
age these, our defenders of the na- 
tion. We can give. If you have en- 
joyed a particular book, sailors and 
soldiers will enjoy it too. It may 
bring pleasure to hundreds of I ne- 
SOme, bored boys. 

My appeal to you. citizens of Win- 
chester, is to search your shelves 
again, and to give to those who ire 
making it possible for us to have 
books at all. not merely the bonks 
you may not want, but also the bonks 
that you value. In so doing, you win 
be making a contribution to the nior- j 
ale of our armed forces, and at the ' 
same time, satisfying your Inward 
desire to help the cause of national 
existence. 

Let us, therefore, give of our li- 
braries not sparingly, but rather 
freely, generously.

Winchester's first test of its 
widespread A. R. P. organiza- 
tion will take place Sunday af- 
ternoon at 3 o'clock, according 
to an announcement DJ Director 
of Public Safety Harold S. Full- 
er. At that time, and for the 
next hour and a half, hundreds 
of members of the organization 
will be "alerted", including the 
air-raid wardens, the auxiliary 
police and tire forces, and th<' 
Medical Aid and Public Service 
Divisions. 

The Report Center, now in its 
new quarters in the basement of 
the Police Station, will be fully 
manned, and over its telephone 
lines will come reports of more 
than 100 "incidents' from va- 
rious sections of the town. The 
appropriate services to deal w ith 
each of the "incidents" will be 
dispatched by representatives 
working under the direction of 
Chief Warden Franklin J. Lane. 
Typical incidents will include 
damage from incendiary and 
high-explosive bombs, slight 
and serious fires, minor and se- 
rious injuries to residents, 
damage to highways, gas and 
water mains, and to electric 
and telephone wires. 

Visitors to the town on Sun- 
day afternoon will b t warned 
of the test by auxiliary police 
at each of the important high- 
way approaches, and will be 
cautioned to drive with unusual 
care while the test is on. Local 
residents can co-operate by re- 
maining off the streets during 
the test.

In response to numerous inquiries, 
R. R. Guthrie, chief of the Textiles, 
Clothing anil Leather Goods Branch, 
explained today the official position 
of the War Production Board on the 
question of women knitting sweaters 
for soldiers and sailors. 

"The War Production Board," said 
Mr. Guthrie, "does want women to 
knit sweaters where absolutely need- 
ed by the Armed Forces and where 
the commanding officers ask for the 
supplies. 

"It is our opinion that the average 
soldier and sailor is adequately cloth- 
ed by the Government and doesn't 
need additional clothing. However, 
there are exceptions. Our boys in 
Iceland are such an exception. They 
can make good use of additional 
clothing. The same may be true of 
soldiers sent into the field on long 
campaigns. 

"On the whole, we don't want a 
broad wave of knitting that will con- 
sume millions of pounds of wool that 
is needed for more essential purposes. 

"This is the system we have set up 
with the Red Cross. When a com- 
manding officer desires such addition- 
al clothing as sweaters, he will ap- 
plv to the Red Cross, the Red Cross 
will then arrange for the sweaters to 
be knitted. 

"In this way, every sweater knitted 
will serve a pood purpose and there 
will be no waste of material, to say- 
nothing of the labor of some patriot 
woman. We welcome the co-opera- 
tion of women in knitting for the 
Armed Forces the things they need, 
after the commanding officers have 
informed the Re 1 Cross of thes» 
needs."

The Board received on Feb. 19 
REVISED rationing regulations which 
will affect retreading and recapping 
tires and the sale of "cameibuck." 
New forms have l>e«n supplied to this 
office to meet the- new regulations. 
A summary of the important changes 
is as follows: 

1. There will be two sets <rf quo- 
tas, each divided into passenger car 
and truck sizes. Orie will be the 
quota for NEW tires and tubes, as 
heretofore. The othur will be for 
RETREADEI) TIRES (which means* 
retreading or recapping service on 
the applicant's old tires or purchase 
or retreaded or recapped tires). 

Winchester suota for retreaded or 
recapped truck tires m four for the 
balance of February. No quota has 
yet been received for retreaded pas- 
senger car tires. 

2. Two separate eligibility classi- 
fications are set up. One, whioh is 
for NEW tires and tubes is known 
as List A and is substantially similiir 
to the old classification*. 

The other, which is firr RETREAD- 
ED tires, is known as List B, and is 
entirely new. It includes- eight pas 
senger car uses and a ■'residue" clas 
sification for certain truck uses. 

8, Under certain circumstances, j 
List A vehicles will receive certifi 
cates for retreaded tires. First, if , 
a passenger car is qualified for new , 
tires under List A (Hit that quota is 
exhausted, the applicant MAV ac 
cept a certificate fin* a retreaded tire 
within the retreaded passenger tire 1 
quota. This provision* itf worse, can- I 
not go into effect until a retreaded j 
passenger tire quota is established. 
If a truck or other vehicle except -i 
passenger car is qualified trader List 
A but its old' tires can- be retreaded 
for safe use, the applicant must ac- I 
cept a certificate tor retreading serv- ;

On obsolete NEW tires, vehicles 
must come within- the eligibility clas- j 
sification relating to passenger cars, 
in Lists A or B. These obsolete tires | 
may he used only o-rtr passenger cars.

There 
is no pvoviajwi for obtaining obsolete 
new tubes.

Longino Living 
on Lloyd Street 



Brigadier-General OKn Longino, U. 
S. A., commanding the^ 30th Anti-Air- 
craft Brigade with bead quarters in 
Boston, is living in Winchester at 27 
Lloyd street, having moved to town 
after a brief stay in Cambridge. With 
him are his wife and son, Tom, a 
married daughter being located in the 
west. 

Genera] Longino, a native of At- 
lanta, Ga., and a graduate of Georgia 
Tech. entered the Army in 1908, the 
year after the Army was increased 
in size and the artillery branch of the 
service was divided into field and 
coast artillery. He entered from civ- 
ilian life, but came naturally by his 
liking for the army, his father hav- 
ing served during the Civil War in 
Wheeler's famous Confederate cav- 
alry corps. 

General Longino entered the Coast 
Artillery as a second lieutenant, win- 
ning steady promotion until on Jan. 
29, 1941, he was commissioned briga- 
dier-general. 

When the United States entered the 
First World War he was stationed at 
Charleston, S. C. from where he was 
mobilized with his outfit at Fort 
Adams in Newport, R. I., going over- 
seas for 18 months service. He spent 
six years in Virginia from 1919 to 
1925 and then went for a year to the 
Command and General Staff School at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. 

After two years service in the Phil- 
ippines, General Longino served as 
professor of Military Science and Tac- 
tics at his alma mater, Georgia Tech, 
going from there for a year's study 
at the War College in Washington. 
Later he was stationed in San Fran- 
cisco, Panama for two years, and in 
Galvaston, Texas, coming to Camp 
Edwards at Falmouth from Galvas- 
ton. 

At Camp Edwards he headed the 
training of an anti-aircraft brigade 
including regiments from Connecticut 
and Delaware and regular Army un- 
its. He was transferred to Boston to 
head the anti-aircraft defense cen- 
tered there at the time of Pearl Har- 
bor. 

General and Mrs. Longino express- 
ed themselves as much pleased with 
Winchester, and the town in turn is 
happy to welcome them. It is also of 
interest that the General's adjutant. 
Major John H. Pitzer, with his wife, 
and their son aju] daughter, Charles 
and Virginia Christensen, is making 
his home at 211 Forest street. 



FREE SPEECH OR LACK OF 
PATRIOTISM? 



According to the press, Dec. 15, 
1941, a man "booed" a sound picture 
of President Roosevelt ami was fined 
$200 in the Municipal Court of Chi- 
cago. The charge was "Disorderly 
Conduct." 

We, of course, do not know any of 
the particulars— .whether or not he 
kept up, refused to stop when told to 
do so by ushers, interfered with the 
other patrons, or what, if anything 
else he did. Disorderly conduct, of 
course, cannot be allowed in public 
places. 

We, of course, do not know whether 
the "boo" was directed against the 
President personally or — what should 
be considered really serious— against 
some effort of the President to unite 
the country in war efforts, or his 
current statements concerning Japan 
or Hitler. 

If the "boo" was against state- 
ments of national defense or war 
preparations, or declarations of war, 
such actions are indeed worse than 
"disorderly conduct." While it is al- 
ways bad taste and an insult to the 
dignity of the great office to boo any 
President of the United States, 
either during war or peace, America 
must be very sure a "boo" or a 
"heckle" — when it occurs — is not a 
simple expression of free speech, 
registering the disagreement of free 
men. It is what the "boo" suggests 
and the era in which it occurs that 
really matters. 

We feel very sure the Chicago 
Judge based his fine and his charge 
of "Disorderly Conduct" on that par- 
ticular episode— and not as the news 
article suggests — simply a "boo" at 
the President — which must never, as 
such, be curbed. Somebody said, "I 
may not agree with what you say, 
but I will fight unto death for vour 
right to say it." A "boo", a "heckle," 
a "hiss," a "hear-hear," are free 
speech. That episode must have been 
due to the implications arising from 
war, for every President has been 
booed — one no later than the great 
ex-President Hoover. When we jail 
'em all, fine 'em all, or shoot 'em all 
for a "boo"— the end of Democracy!

MORE WAR PICTURES AT WIN- 
CHESTER THEATRE 



The unusual interest shown in the 
recent news shots of Pearl Harbor 
shown at the Winchester Theatre has 1 
prompted Manager George Roland 
Carter to secure the new Paramount !

The reported action of the Mexican 
president in ordering the rehabilita- 
tion of the now little-used transconti- 
nental railway across the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec has opened up new pos- 
sibilities in the way of "hemisphere- 
defense" transport. 

Like the Isthmus of Panama. Te- 
huantepec offers a short cut between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, 
points out a bulletin from the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. The Te- 
huantepec Isthmus, however, at its 
shortest extent from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Pacific, is about 120 
air-line miles wide, compared with 
the less than 40-mile stretch of the 
Panama Isthmus. The immediate 
value of the Tehuantepec route, ac- 
cording to advocates of the pronosed 
improvements, is an alternate or 
auxiliary line to the Panama Canal 
in case of emergency. 
Conquistadores Planned Route 

The idea of an inter-ocean route 
across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec 
is more than 400 years old. Cortes 
dropped anchor on the Gulf of Mex- 
ico side in the early 1500's and 
dreamed of a ship canal to the Pa- 
cific. Given a land grant in the neigh- 
borhood by the Spanish king, he took 
the title of "Marquis of Tehuante- 
pec." 

Mexico gained her indepedence 
from Spain and offered concessions 
for a transport line of either a canal 
or a railmay. The gold rush in Cali- 
fornia and the pioneer development 
of Oregon brought United States cap- 
italists into the picture, as American 
gold hunters and homstead seekers 
from the East struggled across the 
Tehuantepec short cut in an effort to 
be among the earliest to make the 
western "promised land." 

In the meantime, the projects for 
a ship canal were abandoned because 
of the high cost and the physical dif- 
ficulties; and it was not until the 
1890's that work was finally begun 
by the Mexican Government itself 
on a railway across the Isthmus. 
Opened in 1907. the Tehuantepec 
line was a thriving enterprise for a 
time. The completion in 1914, how- 
ever, of the Panama Canal to the 
south offered heavy competition, 
and the railway gradually lost its 
importance. 

Future modernization of this prim- 
itive garden spot of Tehuantepec will 
be affected not only by the planned 
railway improvements across the Is- 
thmus but by the great Pan Ameri- 
can Highway running southward from 
the Mexican-United States border. 
Already the road is accessible for all- 
weather motor traffic considerably 
below Mexico City. Eventually the 
completed highway will cross the 
Tehuantepec railway at a point not 
far from the Pacific coast. 



Residents of Rabaul. New Britain 
Island, some 5,000 natives, whites, 
Chinese, and J.ipanese, are accus- 
tomed to shocks — earth shocks — but 
the crashing of Japanese aerial bombs 
is new to tin m. 

The city is New Britain's largest. 
Bays a Bulletin from the National 
Geographic Society, It sprawls at the 
western end of the island in a zone 
which is often shaken by earthquakes 
and showered by volcanic ash from 
active cones near by. 

Volcanoes Spray Ashes 

Five years ago a scries of erup- 
tions buried Rabaul streets under 
three feet of pumice. To add to the 
misery of the populace a huge wave 
swept over a portion of the town 
when the bed of the harbor was 
lifted by volcanic disturbance. Large 
cargo ships careened crazily in the 
shallow water and an island "grew" 
more than 60 feet overnight. 

New Britain is the largest island 
of the Bismarck Archipelago. Rough- 
ly shaped like a crescent, its south- 
ern tip approaches within 50 miles of 
the northeastern coast of New 
Guinea. Throughout its 370 miles of 
length, a high mountain range, with 
peaks rising more than 7,000 feet, 
forms a lofty backbone. 

Before white men and civilized ori- 
ental peoples established themselves 
at Rabaul and other towns on New 
Britain, the natives were cannibals, 
infamous among the early mariners 
for their treachery and cunnning. 
Tribes were constantly attempting to 
annihilate one another. Even now 
there is some danger in traveling 
through villages of isolated tribes, al- 
though missionaries and agents of 
Australia, of which the island is a 
mandated territory, have made great 
strides in wiping out cannibalism. 
The unexplored part of the island 
where cannibalism may linger is in 
the central part of New Britain; both 
ends of the island have been domin- 
ated bv Australian officials.

CONGRESSIONAL 
MEDAL OF HONOR 

This, the highest decoration 
awarded by the U. S. Govern- 
ment, can be given to any officer 
3T enlisted man of the United 
States Army who shall "in action 
involving actual conflict with an 
enemy distinguish himself con- 
spicuously by his gallantry and 
intrepedity at the risk of his life, 
above and beyond the call to 
duty." It was first authorized by 
act of Congress in 1862, and pre- 
sented "in the name of Con- 
gress"; hence the frequent allu- 
sion to it as the "Congressional 
Medal." 

The present design was adopted 
in 1904. A bronze five-pointed 
star, surrounded by a laurel 
wreath in green enamel, sus- 
pended by two links from a 
bronze bar bearing the inscription 
"Valor," and surmounted by an 
eagle. In the center of the star 
is the head of Minerva surrounded 
by the inscription "United States 
of America." Each ray of the 
star bears an oak leaf in green 
enamel. On the reverse of the 
medal is engraved the name of the 
recipient It may be worn with 
a neck band. The ribbon is of 
light blue watered silk, Midway 




between the neckband and on the 
ribbon supporting the medal are 
13 white stars arranged in the 
form of a triple chevron.

WINCHESTER'S AIR RAID TEST 
SUCCESSFUL 



More Than 1000 C. D. Workers Re- 
sponded to "Alert" 



"A most' successful test" was th i 
opinion of local defense officials after 
Sunday's "alert" in Winchester. More 
than 100 members of the defense or- 
ganization, including the wardens, 
auxiliary police and fire forces, util- 
ities services, medical aid and first 
aid workers and the entire personnel 
of the Report Center, turned out for 
the drill and did their work promptly 
and well, according to Director of 
Public Safety Harold S. Fuller.. 

Promptly at 3 o'clock Sunday af- 
ternoon, on receipt of the "alert" sig- 
nal. Franklin J. Ijane, Chief Air Raid 
Warden, rang the special line to 
Beggs and Cobb's tannery and or- 
dered the public warning sounded on 
the factory whistle. As the first blast 
sounded, front doors all over the 
town flew open as defense workers 
hurried to their posts. Colored arm- 
bands identified the air raid wardens 
and white cross belts, shiny new 
badges and night sticks the auxiliary 
police force. 

For the following hour and a half, 
more than 160 "incidents" were dis- 
tributed throughout the town by W. 
Allan Wilde and Leo F. Garvey, and 
their assistants, and shortly after 3 
o'clock the first call to the Report 
Center came in. From then on, the 
four telephone lines were kept busy 
as damage was reported from every 
section of the town. An observer 
who did not realize that a test was 
going on would have been sure the 
town was undergoing a "Coventry" 
blitz. The basement of the Police 
Station, where the Report Center is 
located, was a hive of smooth activi- 
ty as all sorts of rescue and repair 
services were dispatched. 

In the Wyman and the Lincoln 
Schools, the Medical Aid Division, un- 
der its director, Dr. Richard W. Shee- 
ny had established depots for first aid 
and for the dispatch of ambulances. 
Fire equipment, under Chief David H. 
DeCourcy and Auxiliary Chief David 
J. Meskell. was stationed at four 
points in the town, and was manned 
both by regular and auxiliary force*. 

The test, according to Mr. Fuller, 
was carried out primarily to see if 
the overall plan for action in an emer- 
gency was correct. While numerous 
small details appeared to call for cor- 
rection, it was obvious that the plan 
was a workable one and that the 
training of the organization had been 
good. 

SIDELIGHTS ON THE AIR-RAID 
TEST 



Visitors to the town on Sunday af- 
ternoon expressed surprise at the 
complete coverage of all traffic inter- 
sections by the Auxiliary Police. It 
appeared that every street corner had 
one or two wardens on duty also. 

The thousand people who took part 
in the test included, according to one 
estimator, about one man out of every 
three able-bodied men in the town. 
And a large number of women also 



braved the cold to take up their 
wardens' posts, to join the first-aid 
parties, and to carry on various 
other parts of the test. 

A few wardens had some really 
puzzling situations to solve. Ono 
woman, standing in front of a neign- 
bor's home, discovered an "incident" 
indicating that the house had just 
been destroyed by a high explosive 
bomb. Should she run inside and re- 
port the fact by telephone, or should 
she assume that, having just been 
hit by a bomb, she was under no ob- 
ligation to act further? She finally 
decided to telephone. 

The auxiliary police force was a 
formidable-looking bunch, even in- 
cluding those who were wearing on- 
ly one overcoat. The white Sam 
Browne belts, the badges, and the 
night sticks gave a real touch of au- 
thority to them. 

Chief Warden Franklin J. Lane, 
presiding at the Report Center and 
Mrs. Lane serving at the incoming 
telephone board were duly impressed 
when word came in of the "bomb- 
ing" of their home on Yale street. 
Their neighbors were also impressed 
at the fleet of beach wagon "ambul- 
ances," water and sewer department 
vehicles, police cruising cars, fire 
trucks, and other assorted convey- 
ances which quickly gathered. 

Sam Graves, director of the men's 
defense school, and Mrs. T. Grafton 
Abbott, director of the women's de- 
fense school, had good reason to be 
proud of the work of their pupils, 
numbering about 600 former students 
at the two series of lectures. 

"Ed" Sanderson's utilities group 
were responding to calls throughout 
the afternoon, and their promptness 
and efficiency was a source of sat- 
isfaction both to "Ed" and to his as- 
sistant, Harry Dotten. 

At the Police Headquarters, Chief 
"Bill" Rogers and his regular force 
had a busy afternoon. Squad cars 
were coming and going continually on 
assignments, and "Jim" Donaghcy 
needed a dozen hands to answer the 
switchboard, the call boxes, and the 
short-wave radio. Through all the 
bustle, both the regular and the aux- 
iliary force seemed to be enjoying 
the whole procedure. ' 

Senior Sea Scouts under Skipper 
Louis Goddu were on guard at the 
Report Center throughout the raid, 
and had their hands full with the 
large number of people who arrived, 
most to go ou duty, a few out of 
sheer curiosity. 

Touring the town to make a check 
on all the posts were Mr. Fuller and 
other members of his organization, i- 
cluding Frederick B. Craven. "Reve" 
Smith, Donald Heath. Elliott Cam- 
eron, "Al" Litchfield. They were well 
satisfied with what they saw. 

Reports from the telephone office, 
where "Charlie" Farrar was on duty, 
showed that residents of the town 
heeded the warning not to use their 
telephones during an "alert." De- 
spite numerous warden's calls, total 
traffic at the telephone switchboard 
was reduced by three-quarters as soon 
as the "alert" sounded and continued 
light until the "all clear" was heard 
at 4:30.

Although Monday's ballot for town 
election lists four contests, omy 
those for School Committee an- 1 
Treasurer have aroused much of any 
interest, and generally speaking the 
electorate seems apathetic to the en- 
tire election. 

Whether sufficient interest can be 
stirred up between now and Monday 
to get out a representative vote is a 
question. With no contest for Se- 
lectman this year it is doubly a ques- 
tion, despite the School Committee 
fight which has intensified into quite 
an interesting little competition with 
few caring to predict the outcome. 

Those who contended that the 
three year term for Selectman would 
increase the interest in and candi- 
dates for this office can not justify 
their claims thus far. This year 
marks the second time since the one 
year term was actually abolished in 
1938 that a candidate has been placed 
on the Board without opposition. 

Theodore W. Monroe. present 
Chairman of the Finance Committee, 
will be elected without contest on 
Monday. It is no reflection upon his 
desirability as a candidate to say 
that it would be much more healthy 
to have him selected by the electo- 
rate rather than taken with no choice. 

Another office for which there i~ 
no contest this vear, after several 
years of real political strife, is that 
of Assessor, where the veteran Har- 
ry T Winn, former Chairman of the 
board, is unopposed. Clarence P. 
Whorf also has no opposition for re- 
election to the Water and Sewer 
Board, and there is no contest this 
year for the Board of Public Wel- 
fare. 

These of course do not exhaust the 
places on the ballot where no con- 
tests occur, but they are the chief 
offices where competition for elec- 
tion is likely to be encountered.

We have now learned our true sta- 
tus. We are one of the "privileged 
few." Until now, with our objection 
to the remaking of America by the 
New Deal, we have distinctly been 
in the Royal Economic class. But 
now that we hold, with one or twj 
others, that dancing and ex-com- 
munists are little protection as a 
branch of civilian defense, we find 
we are a member of the Privileged 
Few. We .and K. H. Smith. So- - 
having our status definitely defined, 
we spent the week-end at our Camp 
on the Cape. Like the New Bedford 
Union, we did not work on the hol- 
iday. The New Bedford Union, o'' 
course, cannot be held as one of the 
Privileged Few. The Union refused 
to work on the holiday because the 
Economic Royalists refused to pay 
time and a half. We did no work at 
all. We arc properly classified. We 
like to go to Camp. The visit gave 
us pure pleasure — and like the New 
Bedford Union, our war effort was 
nil. We found everything OK. There 
seemed to be the usual number of 
Car* on the road and the usual speed 
of fifty to sixty miles; but the visit 
seemed a little different than in ear- 
ly years — before the New Deal.

To the Editor of the Star: 

I have been a resident and taxpayer 
of Winchester for over 22 years. I 
have no candidate in the coming Town 
election. 

It has come to my attention that a 
questionnaire containing in substance 
the above question has been sent to 
the various candidates by an organi 
zation or group which calls itself 
"The Winchester League of Women 
Voters." As a sort of preamble it is 
stated that the questionnaire is "pub- 
lished as a guide for those who may 
not be familiar with the qualifications 
of the candidates." 

What difference does it make 
whether a candidate belongs to this 
! or that or any organization? Why 
is such a question asked? 

A proper candidate would not seek 
| a preference and justly would not ex- 
pect to be less acceptable because of 
his membership in a certain organi- 
zation. The organization, if really 
American in the full and true sense 
\ of the word, would not ask for pref- 
erence for one of its members because 
of the fact of membership, nor ex- 
pect one of its members to be reject- 
ed by the voters on account of mem- 
bership. This is a tenet and princi- 
ple of organizations in which I en- 
joy membership. 

The voters should not prefer nor 
reject a candidate because of his 
membership in a certain organization. 
Evidence of the possession of the 
proper requirements for selection as 
a public officer, viz.. ability, honesty 
and integrity, is not always to be 
inferred from the mere fact of mem- 
bership in a certain organization. 

Why then is this question asked? 
Is it an indirect anil naive method if 
avoiding asking another question 
which would be obviously indiscreet 
as well as un-American, but the an- 
swer to which would give the infor- 
mation that is sought by this appar- 
ently less pointed question, which is 
asked? 

Is this a method of electing some 
and defeating others? Is it in the 
mind of those who put this question 
that if a candidate makes a certain 
answer he will not be acceptable to 
certain voters, and that if he fails to 
answer, it will militate against him 
in the minds of his fellow members 
and friends who do know to what or- 
ganizations he belongs. This question 
never should have been asked and 
should never in the future be pro- 
pounded to a candidate for public of- 
fice. 

As Americans we are striving more 
than ever to promote unity ami con- 
cord among our people, and such a 
question as above referred to. is pre- 
judicial, detrimental and inimical to 
this objective. Fair minded Americans, 
regardless of membership in any or- 
ganization will, I am confident, repu- 
diate such methods.

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Industrial wardens, functioning as 
a part of Winchester's Civilian De- 
fense program, held a meeting Tues- 
day evening ih the Recreation Build- 
ing with Chief Air Raid Warden 
Franklin J. Lane presiding. 

Chief Michael Kane of the Woburn 
Pire Department was guest speaker. 
A graduate of the Government Train- 
ing School at Edgcworth. Md.. Chief 
Kane outlined practices recommended 
by the government for the protection 
of industrial plants during air raids 
and related some of his personal ex- 
periences while attending the school, 
especially with actual gas attacks 
and real bombing. 

To illustrate his points he showed 
a sample of a magnesium incendiary 
bomb, a fragment of an incendiary 
which he was able to put out and a 
huge splinter of a 000 pound high 
explosive bomb, which when dropped 
from 5000 feet tore a hole in the 
ground 20 feet deep. 

Following Chief Kane, Chief War- 
den Lane outlined plans for local pro- 
tection of industrial plants, after 
which two motion pictures were 
shown, "Spread the Alarm." by cour- 
tesy of the New England Tel. & Tel. 
Co., and an Kntrlish picture showing 
industrial work progressing during 
actual war time conditions.

Friday afternoon, Feb.. 20, Win- 
chester women forged their link in 
the world-encircling chain of faith and 
commitment which the Women's 
World Day of Prayer had for hours 
been creating. 

The first group of Christian women 
| on whom the sun of Feb. 20 rose was 
in the Pacific on the Fiji Islands. The 
last prayer of the day was said hours 
after the Winchester service, in an- 
other Pacific Island, off the coast of 
Alaska, 80 miles from the Arctic Cir- 
cle, 30 miles east of the date line, 
where passengers on a westward- 
bound ship skip a day and having 
gone to sleen in today, wake, not in- 
to tomorrow but into the day after 
I tomorrow. 

Just as the wave of women's meet- 
' ings covered all geographically, ignor- 
ing barriers of nation, language, and 
i race, so did the prayers uttered tran- 
scend all these barriers aVid the bar- 
' rier of centuries as well. Prayers used 
came from a Friends' Meeting House 
in England, from a German of the 
! 16th century, from a Roman who was 
a bishop of North Africa in the 4t'n, 
from an Italian of the 13th, from 
Jews of more than 2000 years ago. 
and from men and women of our 
I own day. Vei'y persistent in spite 
of defeats, postponements, and dis- 
couragements, is the human aspira- 
tion for peace and righteousness. In- 
vincible, though outwardly over- 
whelmed and undone, is the hope that 
"they sha.ll beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into 
| pruning-hooks; nation shall not lift 
up sword against nation, neither 
shall they learn war any more.'' 
Even when war has been forced up- 
; on US and lovers of peace must fight, 
I the belief in peace as the will of 
\ God and the way of man's good fu- 
j ture does not die. 

Peace among men as the sen-ice 
' proclaimed it was more than the si- 
, lence of guns and arrangements be- 
j tween governments. It was justice 
and good will permeating the whole 
' of life, pervading and ruling a wom- 
i an's "commonplace routine from 
i morning till night." 

At the beginning of the service. 
Rev. Paul Harmon Chapman spoke on 
, "The Forgotten Key." From men 
and women eminent in New Eng- 

■ land's intellectual yesterday he drew 
out the meaning of prayer — not ma- 
gical, not exceptional; but natural 

: and most practical whenever a man 
makes it a stedfast attitude and hab- 
it. Out of such a habit and attitude 
comes a power which I/Oiiisa May Al- 
cott could readily distinguish from 
the eloquence which she had gone to 
hear in a noted Boston clergyman: a 
i certitude which she could see was 
more than just a man's opinion. 

Mrs. Paul Harmon Chapman led 
the service and women representing 
different Winchester congregations 
took part.

Winchester's recently created Emer- 
gency Public Works Organization, a 
branch of the Town's Civilian De- 
fense setup, including the Municipal 
Water, Sewer, Highway, Tree and 
Park Departments, functioned per- 
fectly in its first real tryout during 
the mock air raid "alert" of last Sun- 
day afternoon. Following the raid 
signal about 80 men, who are mem- 
bers of the departments above listed, 
responded immediately, manning 22 
trucks and carrying out their assig i- 
ments with a smooth efficiency that 
won the commendation of Mr. Edmund 
('. Sanderson, chairman of the Water 
and Sewer Board, who organized the 
Emerjiency Public Works for the lo- 
cal Civilian Defense Committee. 

Since little has been said about 
this particular branch of Winchester's 
Civilian Defense organization, a brief 
description of its makeup and func- 
tions may prove of interest. 

The Public Works Department ha< 
its headquarters in the Water ami 
Sewer Building at the Town Yard on 
Lake street. A special telephone line 
connects it with the Defense Report 
Center in the basement of the Polici 
Station. Four regular outside tele- 
phone lines are also available. 

The duty of this Emergency De- 
partment is to care for the water, 
sewer, street, and tree damages 
caused by an air raid. There are five 
small trucks with crews to shut ofT 
water and survey the damage which 
is to be repaired by the larger trucks 
equipped with tools and manned by 
Town employees. There is also one 
truck patrolling the reservoirs and 
I two others, the pumping stations 
: These trucks are equipped with ra- 
dios. 

1 The Water Department maintains 
1 an emergency line which is covered 
j 24 hours a (lay. On notice from the 
1 District Report Center, which is sit - 
I uated in Maiden, the Police Depart- 
1 ment calls on this emergency line and 
j notifies the man answering that 
I there is an air raid in prospect. He, 
I in turn, notifies by telephone all heads 
I of departments connected with the 
I Winchester Public Works to report 
i at once to Headquarters. The Public 
! Works Report Center wardens are al- 
I so notified at this time. All men 
of the departments respond on the 
' air raid signal, which is given on 
• the fire whistle. In this department 
j is also the Rescue Squad which use- 
I Highway trucks. 

I Mr. Sanderson is the head of the 
! Public Works organization. Assisting 
is Town Engineer, Superintendent of 
Streets, and Tree Warden, Parke- 
Holbrook; Superintendent of th. 
Park Department, Thomas McGowan. 
and Superintendent of the Water ami 
Sewer Department, Harry W. Dot 
ten. Each one of these men is to 
handle the damage for his department 
The clerks in the departments receive 
and transmit orders from the Report 
Center.

The great tragedy in Europe today 
is that the Germans are taking the 
youth of their occupied territories and 
giving them a good time in "youth 
camps," and incidentally instilling 
into them the Nazi philosophy, de- 
clared Miss Avery in her lecture on 
the Dutch and the Chinese on Feb. 
18. The essence of democracy is 
spiritual values based on the integ- 
rity of the individual; it knows no 
color, race or creed. Both the Chinese 
and the Dutch in the Netherlands In- 
dies in their heroic struggle to hold 
out against Japan are definitely fol- 
lowing the democratic pattern. The 
Dutch are a peaceful, freedom loving 
people, racially very tolerant, and 
not interested in politics. They have 
intermarried with the natives in the 
Indies, and the mixed children are re- 
garded as European; while in the 
Philippines the mixed children of 
Spanish and native parents are con- 
sidered native. Thus the Filipino has 
developed an independence and pol- 
itical mania. The Japs have exhorted 
the Malayans to join up with the 
"co-prosperity sphere of Japan" but 
the latter would prefer to be in the 
hands of the whites. The situation in 
Holland is similar to that in all Nazi 
occupied territory — namely, the low 
calorie diet, no labor unions, German 
radios and newspapers, and complete 
subjugation. In spite of this, how- 
ever, the Dutch cling to their inde- 
pendent minds. Dutch factories are 
being moved to Bohemia, Moravia 
and Germany; farms are to be or- 
ganized in Poland by 10,000 Dutch 
farmers. All grazing land and the 
famous bulb soil of the Netherlands 
is to be plowed under to raise grain. 

The Chinese( with two million 
dead and sixty million refugees in 
their war, are following a program 
of resistance and reconstruction. 
Their aim is to drive out the invader 
and modernize China. The peasant 
is the courageous backbone of the 
Chinese army in spite of the incred- 
ible hardships he must face. It is a 
unified effort to defeat the enemy 
and therefore cannot fail. 

Every nation that gives its best in 
this common cause wins the right to 
respect and a voice in the planning 
of the peace after this is all over, 
concluded the speaker.

the idea that Japan would make war 
against us. History was repeating 
itself. For a second time an Eng- 
lish-speaking people was to be so 
desirous of peace, so bent on peace, 
that an ag^re.=sor people found it 
unready. 

Before Pearl Harbor the Ameri- 
cans he met were eager to aid thoso 
fighting against Axis conquest and 
tyranny; determined to give all ai I 
short of an expeditionary force. To 
his surprise, in the 30 states he visa- 
ed, he did not find isolationists. H ■ ] 
went about in the Middle West and 
found one there. One called him by 
telephone in San Francisco; a wom- 
an, who did not tarry for discussion , 
and bade him go speedily back to his I 
England. 

After Pearl Harbor there was of 
course a change in the American ! 
mind about where our men would do j 
their full part in saving the worlj J 
for free men. 

For nine months after Dunkirk, un- 
der continual bombardment. British 
workers had to build up lost war mu- 
nitions ami materials and supply not 
only the British Isles but distant lines. 
Though outnumbered in planes five 
to one, British airmen had kept the 
Nazis, from the mastery of the air 
that Hitler had declared he would 
have, and the skill and courage of 
I British seamen had kept from him the i 
i control of the Channel which he also i 
1 expected to have in order to make his i 
hnasted sneedy end to all those who i 
still fought for freedom. 

If this Briton thinks the United; 
States has made or is making mis- 
takes, he gave no sign of it. He sot i 
a perfect example of what he ex I 
pressed as imperatively needed by all 
people of the Allied nations — to keep ; 
free of bitterness and blame of each 
other. What divides us serves well j 
our common enemies. 

To the usefulness of what British 
War Relief units have madp and senr. 
Sir Philip bore strong testimony.

At the Public Library last Wed- 
nesday evening Dr. E. F. Schroeder, 
Chief of StafT of the Angell Memor- 
ial Animal Hospital, addressed the 
members and friends of the Win- 
chester Chapter M. S. P. C. A. 

Dr. Schroeder told of the work be- 
ing done at the hospital and showed 
slides during the progress that has 
been made by veterinary science dur- 
ing the past few years. 

With regard to protection of ani- 
mals during raids, Dr. Schroeder 
spoke particularly about the neces- 
sity or keeping calm. A frightened 
animal may show signs of unfriendli- 
ness when approached by a stranger 
but may be reassured if spoken to in 
a calm voice. If, however, that fails 
to allay its fears the animal should 
be covered gently with a blanket or 
coat as the darkness gives a sense ox 
security. 

Following are some general direc- 
tions for care of any animals during 
air raids. Specific instructions for 
care of dogs, cats, horses and caged 
birds will follow in later articles. 

1. Keep calm. Panic may be fatal 
to you and your animal. 

2. Keep animals under control. 
This is owner's responsibility. 

3. Observe strictly all fire* preven- 
tion orders. 

4. Learn to use first aid on in- 
jured animals. 

5. Handle carefully when in great 
pain. Use heavy gauntlet gloves or 
wrap in blanket so the animal can- 
not bite or claw. Keep face away 
from injured animal's head. 

6. Handle gently when bones are 
broken. Keep animal on uninjured 
side and improvise splints. 

7. Stop bleeding by pressure. Use 
a snug bandage or a tourniquet. Do 
not leave tourniquet on for more than 
20 minutes at a time. 

8. Treat burns promptly. Cover 
with tannic acid jelly or strong cold 
tea. 

9. Do not probe for deeply-imbed- 
ded foreign bodies. 

10. After the all-clear signal, 
when the occasion warrants, consult 
your veterinarian. 

Arthur Brier, who is in charge of 
the Winchester Animal Shelter at 
432 Washington street, demonstrated 
an efficient first-aid kit which he has 
made and equipped. In it are splints, 
bandages, medicine and everything 
necessary for the immediate and tem- 
porary relief of an injured or panic- 
stricken animal. Mr. Brier is a mem- 
ber of the Winchester Auxiliary Po- 
lice and will be in charage of animal 
casualties during air raids. 

During the month of January, 22 
animals were cared for at the Win- 
chester Shelter. These were ten cats, 
six Guinea pigs, five dogs and one 
bird. Four complaints were investi- 
gated.

Any such appeal shall be taken within ten days after the date 
of the order or decision of the Building Commissioner appealed 
from, by filing with the Town Clerk a notice of appeal specify- 
ing the grounds thereof. Upon the filing of such notice the 
Town Clerk shall forthwith transmit copies thereof to the 
Building Commissioner and to the members of the Board of 
Appeals ; 

or will otherwise amend said section 12 in conformity with the provisions 
of said section 30 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws as amended by 
Chapter 198 of the Acts of 1941.

grapher, plumber, printer, publisher, roofer, shoemaker, 
shoe repairer, shoe shiner, tailor, or upholsterer, and such 
purposes as are or may be incidental to or usual in con-< 
nection with any of these purposes, and also 

2. Theater, hall, club, dancing academy or other place of pub- 
lic amusement or assembly ; place of business of a baker, 
cleaner, dyer, tinsmith, or undertaker; laundry, public ga- 
rage, public stable, gasoline filling station ; and such pur- 
poses as are or may be incidental to or usual in connection 
with any of these purposes, except that no building or 
structure shall be used for any of the said purposes set 
forth in this paragraph 2 if any part thereof is within two 
hundred feet of a single residence district or a general

Angelo Marches! Wounded in Hawaii 
Action 

Private Angelo F. Marchesi, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Salvatore Marchesi of 
Holland street, has been awarded the 
Purple Heart Medal for meritorious 
service at Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, 
■ luring the Japanese attack last De- 
cember. Serving under Brig. Gen. D. 
S. Wilson, who recently announced the 
award to Marchesi and two other en- 
listed men of his command, Angelo, 
or "Fiume" as he is better known, is 
a member of Headquarters Battery, 
•">2nd Field Artillery Baftalion. 

The citation for Private Marchesi 
read: "for a singularly meritorious 
act of essential service in action at 
Schofield Barracks, Territory of Ha- 
waii and vicinity, on Dec. 7, 1941. 
During the air attack by Japanese 
forces on Schofield Barracks and vi- 
cinity, he received a machine gun 
bullet wound on the left cheek when 
a Japanese plane strafed the 52nd 
Field Artillery Battalion Quadrangle. 
After receiving medical treatment, de- 
spite his wound. Private Marchesi re- 
joined his organization and assisted 
with preparatory work of moving in- 
to the field, and performed duties of 
lineman in the field. The meritorious 
conduct of Private Marchesi. on this 
occasion, reflects great credit upon 
himself and the military service." 

Private Marchesi enlisted in the 
Army for foreign service Feb. 4, 1941, 
and after a brief training period in 
a New York camp was sent to Ha- 
waii, where he has been ever since. 
He has written his parents that he is 
none the worse for his thrilling ex- 
perience except for the scar on his 
face where the machine gun bullet 
entered. Strangelv enough the scar 
is in the shape of an "N" which Pri- 
vate Marchesi says will serve as a 
permanent reminder of the Nippon- 
ese. 

Private Marchesi attended Win- 
chester High School and before his 
enlistment conducted a fruit and veg- 
etable peddline business in Winches- 
ter, He is a member of the Sons of 
Italy and has five brothers and five 
sisters, all very proud of the fact that 
he is, so far as is known, the first 
Winchester boy to win a military dec- 
oration during the present war. A 
brother. Paul, is also in the Army 
having been stationed until recently 
at Camn Edwards, 

The Purple Heart medal is one of 
the oldest, if not the oldest military 
decoration in the United States, go- 
ing back to the days of George 
Washington and the Continental Ar- 
my.

Eighty persons attended the hear- 
ing Tuesday evening at the Town 
Hall, held by the Planning Board to 
consider proposed changes in the 
town's zoning by-laws. Chairman Wil- 
liam L. Parsons of the Planning 
Boa v d presided and the meeting last- 
ed from 8 o'clock until after 11. 

Interest was chiefly centered in the 
proposal to change the zoning laws 
of the town to impose a restric- 
tion on business and industrial dis- 
tricts so that within 50 feet of a 
residence area they cannot be used 
for certain business or industrial 
purposes, including places of amuse- 
ment, and within 150 feet of a res- 
idence area they cannot be so used 
without the assent of the Board of 
Appeal.

A memorial service for Lt.-Comdr. 
Hugh David Black, skipper of the ill 
fated United States destroyer Jacob 
Jones, who lost his life when his ship 
was torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine off Cape May, N. J., last Sat- 
urday morning, Feb. 28, was held at 
his late residence, 41 Lloyd street, 
Wednesday evening. Rev. Paul Har- 
mon Chapman, minister of the Uni- 
tarian Church, conducted the service 
which was private and attended only 
by members of the family and a few 
intimate friends. 

It is believed by Naval experts that 
Lt.-Comdr. Black was killed when the 
first of two German torpedoes struck 
the bow of the 1200-ton destroyer, 
blowing it to bits. The Jones, first 
American warship ever attacked and 
sunk in home waters, may have car- 
ried as many as 145 officers and men. 
How many were lost is not known, 
but no officer was among the surviv- 
ors who included 1 1 i nlisted men. four 
of whom are from New England. 

Lt-Comdr. and Mrs. Rlack came 
to Winchester about three months 
ago. occupying the Thwing house on 
Lloyd street. Lt.-Comdr. Black was 
38 and a native of New Jersey. He 
entered the United States Naval 
Academy from that state in 1022, 
graduating in 1026 and subsequently 
serving with surface craft of the 
scouting fleet, battle fleet and Asiatic 
fleet. His first command was the 
minesweeper. Lark, which was at- 
tached to the minecraft battle .force 
based at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii. 

From 1035 to January 1038, he cap- 
tained that vessel, subsequently serv- 
ing in the Bureau of Navigation in 
Boston from March to June 1938, 
when he was assigned to Harvard for 
two years as professor of naval sci- 
ence and practice. In 1040 he was 
executive officer of the U. S. S. Ben- 
son, cruising to French and Dutch 
Guinea and making an inspection 
ashore of the famous prison of Dev- 
il's Island. 

The following years, while still at- 
tached to the Benson, his ship acted 
as escort destroyer to the U. S. S. 
Potomac during a Presidential cruise 
in the Atlantic. He took command 
of the Jacob Jones April 14, 1941. 

Lt.-Comdr. Black had been in Win- 
ch ••fter but little during his family's 
n licence h-re. He lid, however, 
spend a short time here with his wife 
and children last month, his last trip 
home. 

Mrs. Black is the former Frances 
Frykholf of Seattle. She married Lt.- 
Comdr. Black 12 years ago shortly 
after her graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Washington. They have 
three children, Barbara, 9, who was 
born in Honolulu; Dennis, 3, and 
David, aged 15 months. Lt.-Comdr. 
Black's father, Howard D. Black, 
makes his home in Oradel!, N. J., and 
it was from there that Mrs. Black first 
heard of her husband's tragic fate. 
A brother, Malcolm Black, came to 
Winchester from Florida to attend 
the memorial service.

ORDER FOR TEST BLACKOUT MARCH NTH 

9:30 P. M. — 9:50 P. M. 

Under the authority conferred by Executive Order No. 3 pro- 
mulgated by Leverett Saltonstall, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, and dated January 8, 1942 and with the approval 
of the Controller of Area Y-B, it is hereby ordered that at 9:30 
P. M. on March 11. 1942, oocupante of all premises or parts of 
premises, public and private, in the Town of Winchester shall ex- 
tinguish all lights or darken the premises so that no light is visi- 
ble from the outside. 

The signal for the test blackout shall be the extinguishment of 
the street lights. The blackout shall remain in effect until the 
street lights are turned on at 9:50 P. M.

BLACKOUT REGULATIONS 

Smoking or lighting matches outdoors during the blackout is 
forbidden. 

Lights may be left on in rooms which have previously been 
equipped for use during a blackout in such manner that no light 
whatsoever shall be visible from the outside. The windows and 
entrances to such equipped rooms or places shall be covered with 
heavy draperies, curtains, heavy paper, board or black obscuration 
paint, so that no light may be visible from the outside. Skylights 
shall be specially obscured on the outside to prevent reflection of 
light. 

All outside lights, including lights for work t>eing done in the 
open, shall be extinguished immediately on the giving of the sig- 
nal for the test blackout. All outside activity which involves fire, 
or in any way creates or displays a source of light, shall cease. 

No vehicle shall be operated on any way or street, public or 
private during the blackout except such vehicles as are necessary 
for the services essential to civilian defense, or for the preservation 
of life or property. 

At 9:30 P. M., March 11, 1942. the operators of vehicles other 
than emergency vehicles shall immediately drive to the side of 
the road or curb at the first opportunity and stop. The operators 
of vehicles shall extinguish the lights thereon. The operators of 
such vehicles shall not park at intersections, hydrants, police sta- 
tions, fire stations or hospitals. If practical, the operators of such 
vehicles shall drive the same entirely off the travelled portions of 
the road or highway. Vehicles already parked at the curt), in 
parking places or garages shall be left where they are unless or- 
dered or permitted to be moved by the police. 

BLACKOUT RULES FOR THE HOMES 

Remain indoors if possible. B- sure that the children are kept 
off the streets. 

Put out ALL lights except in rooms effectively blacked out. 

Have interior lights so arranged or shaded that they do not 
shine directly on any window or other opening or their coverings. 

Do not make unnecessary telephone calls during the Blackout 
period. 

Cover your radio dial if the instrument is turned on in an un- 
lighted room that is not blacked out.

In accordance with its policy of 
showing as many as possible of the 
various branches of art, the Winches- 
ter Art Association is exhibiting this 
month in the gallery at the Public Li- 
brary a group of paintings and draw- 
ings of a strictly commercial nature. 

Most of the work shown in the ex- 
hibition has been used to illustrate 
books, but there are also paintings 
for book jackets, and commercial 
paintings and drawings for advertis- 
ing and display purposes. Also on dis- 
play is work from several of the Bos- 
ton Art Schools, much of which is of j 
a commercial nature. 

Of particular interest are two dis- 
plays which show the process by 
which artists make drawings for two 
color plates in book illustration, from 
the original black and white sketch 
to the finished plate in two or more 
colors. 

A painting that would grace any- 
art exhibit is that by N. C. Wyeth in 
oils for the story, Ramona. Depicted 
are a young girl in a close fitting red 
basque and voluminous green skirt 
leaning against a long table, on 
which is an open jewel casket, and 
facing a seated elderly woman, clad 
in black silk and wearing a Spanish 
mantilla. At the rear is a life-size 
statue of the Virgin standing in a 
niche. 

The hostility of the old lady the 
defiance of the young, the flesh tones, 
the texture of the clothing, the dark 
wood of the table and chairs, the 
I beamed ceiling and the opalescent cot- 
I oring of the plaster where the sun's 
I rays strike the walls is well done, 
j Also by Mr. Wyeth is another il- 
, lustration for the same story, showing 
I an Indian leading a pony, carrying 
a young woman over a trail leading 
through jagged mountain peaks. 

There are tw'o interesting book ad- 
vertising plates in color by Paul 
Hawthorn, one showing printers of 
Colonial days preparing an edition of 
the Book of Psalms and the other, 
the First Market in Boston, also a 
Colonial subject. 

The drawing suggests the period 
and the colors are appropriately sub- 
dued, while the attention to. and 
grasp of detail are remarkable. 

Two charming little studies are 
those by Frank Duffy one of a big 
tractor at work on a farm and the 
other of an attractively appointed 
room. There are also two excellent 
pictures by Forrest Orr. one for pa- 
j per advertising depicting an imagin- 
■ ary town meeting for printers in the 
Colonial days and the other, an il- 
: lustration for an Economics text book, 
j showing the entrance to a municipal 
j building against a background of sky- 
: scrapers. The latter study is a fine 
! example of the artistic handling of 
a subject essentially architectural. 
There are two very sharp black an) 
J white studies by Richard Bartlett, 
! and a third bv Paul Hawthorne, show- 
ing Washington taking command of 
the Continental Army at Cambridge 
which suggests an old wood-cut. 
J Two strictly commercial pictures 
' by Link Hannah, both for shoe H- 
t lustrations, are full of action and 
j well drawn, and there are also some 
I well done illustrations of children 
by William M. Prince. 

In the exhibition of students' 
work are paintings and drawings 
from the Vesper George School, the 
New England School of Art, Mass- 
achusetts School of Art and the 
School of the Museum of Fine Arts. 
Included are a familiar illustration 
I for a well known soup advertisement 
and the dash of an automobile that 
is very well done technically. Clyd" 
| Anderson of the New England School 
; shows a pencil sketch of the Wheeler 
| Dam that is excellent in its sharp- 
| ness. light and shade, perspective 
: and attention to detail. There is ai- 
j so a vpry strongly painted study of 
i Army tanks in a ruined town by 
! Robert H. Marden of Vesper George. 

Outstanding is- a charcoal portrait 
i head of a young negro girl, that is 
j both naturally poised and finely 
drawn.

Mohn Gunther, recently returned 
from London, says that boredom is 
a worse enemy than bombs.) If, in 
helping them through the tedium of 
an idle hour, we find ourselves get- 
ting letters from places we nev»r 
heard of before, we shall be doubly- 
rewarded.

Keep Food Values In Vegetables

fTVHE vitality in vegetables— their 
X health-giving cargo of vitamins 
and minerals — is retained or lost 
through cooking methods. The fol- 
lowing simple rules for cooking 
by boiling will preserve a maximum 
of their food values: 

L Cook vegetable in small amount 
of water; a general rale is V% inch. 
Too much water dissolves out 
nutrients. 2. Use utensil with tlght- 
ntting lid to keep steam inside; it 
shortens cooking time, prevents 
evaporation of water. 3. Start vege- 
tables in boiling water; resume boil- 
ing quickly, then lower flame. The 
simmer unit of top gas burner 
is ideal for this. 4. Cook amount 
needed for the meal. Do not peel, 
dice or shred vegetable too long be- 
fore cooking, and never soak; ex- 
posure to air and soaking in water 
reduces vitamin content. 5. Cook 
vegetable only until "tender crisp." 
And do not reheat quantity for 
another meaL Utilize in salad in- 
stead. Reheating adds up to over- 
cooking. 6. Avoid stirring: it lets 
in air; follow directions above, and 




little stirring is necessary. 7. Never 
use soda; it destroys vitamins. Color 
is better preserved by shorter cook- 
ing time and using less water; 
natural flavor is also assured. 8. 
Cook what vegetables you can in 
the skin, many minerals being di- 
rectly under it; otherwise peel 
thinly. 9. Use cooking water in 
vegetable or tomato juice cocktail 
or to enrich soups, sauces, gravien 
10. Serve vegetables immedately.

We quote a Boston newspaper cor- 
respondent: 

"What we all need today is to for- 
get bad blunders about which noth- 
ing can be done, and be sure our crit- 
icism is constructive." 

Which leads to an interesting train 
of thought. On the face of it the 
advice is good. Pearl Harbor for in- 
stance is a blunder gone and past. 
It can do no good now to continue 
to bewail it. To be sure the blame 
is laid at the door of the American 
people, whose indolence and apathy- 
is said to be responsible, but it is 
done and gone— and may well be for- 
gotten. The destruction of the Nor- 
mandy seems to be past and com- 
plete. It is no use to criticize and 
blame. In fact no one knows who to 
blame, for the American people have 
not been charged, at least, with this. 
There are other similar instances 
which may well be forgotten, even 
though it might be hard to find con- 
structive excuse or criticism. But 
what about those other things, which, 
if not blunders, at least cannot be 
said to contribute to war effort, and 
which continue unintempted ? Are 
we to forget these items? Are we 
to dismiss all thought of them and 
give our utmost efforts to supporting 
those who nersist in continuing them? 
Since 1932 the ultimate effort of our 
Washington rulers, as we see it. has 
been to remake America. The ef- 
fort is still continuing, war or no 
war. America, which has grown un- 
der the (old) Democratic way and 
government to be the leading nation 
Oil the earth nt'H* ffiftking over! 
Whether it is to be accomplished by 
a Dictatorship, Communism or a new*- 
fangled Socialism, no one knows other 
than our rulers— provided even they 
themselves know. And— war or no 
war. this scheme is being continued. 
Is this something to be forgotten and 
supported without a murmur? In 
our opinion it is leading to confusion 
and fear. It is being continued by- 
political methods even in war tim\ 
Votes and prestige are still being as 
eagerly sought as during the past 10 
years. In contrast we are urged to

The first honse - to - house Pledge 
Campaign for defense and war fin- 
ancing in the country, was started in 
Winchester this week when the Win- 
chester Defense Bond Staff launched 
a three-weeks canvas of the entire 
town. Every residence in Winchester 
will be visited by some member of 
the staff of volunteers who will seek 
to gain written pledge of regular 
purchase of U. S. Defense Bonds or 
U. S. Saving Stamps for the dura- 
tion of the war. 

Later in the month, similar house- 
to-house visits will be commenced by 
Defense Bond Staffs in every com- 
munity in the country but Chairman 
Maurice C. Bird of the Winchester 
Defense Bond Staff and his fellow 
Staff members were given permission 
to launch the local campaign early so 
that State and National authorities 
might have an opportunity to study 
results as a guide to what to expect 
throughout the country. 

Precincts 1 and 2 of the town were 
chosen as the first places in which 
the Pledge Campaign is being con- 
ducted. The actual direction of this 
phase of the Winchester Defense 
Bond Staff's activities is being 
handled by Vice Chairman Howell M. 
Stillman. 

The Pledge seekers are backed and 
encouraged by an official proclama- 
tion by Chairman Alvin M. Litchfield 
of the Winchester Board of Select- 
men. 

The Pledge Campaign will be con- 
ducted in the Town of Winchester 
during the period from March 2 to 
March 21, 1942, under the direction 
and the Winchester Defense Bond 
Staff. The success of this Pledge 
Campaign is a matter of local en- 
thusiasm, effort and pride, and should 
enlist the active cooperation of every 
citizen. 

The workers in the Pledge Cam- 
paign will not, according to Mr. Still 
man, solicit any money, accept any 
money nor seek to make any actual 
s-ales of stamps or bonds.

Care- 
fully selected packets of seed, each 
sufficient for a planned garden both 
in variety and in quantity, can be 
sent for a dollar. Mrs. Fred Cameron, 
47 Church street, is receiving contri- 
butions for one or more of these 
"seeds of victory" packets. Of course 
prompt giving is essential in order 
that the early vegetables may be 
planted as soon as spring opens in 
the islands. 

Winchester won't be forgetting that 
there was not one soldier or sailor 
in this area who was lonely and un- 
provided for on Christmas Day. More 
Winchester homes asked for such 
guests than there were guests to 
come. And when a division in train- 
ing realized that it would soon be 
moving, there was not one soldier, 
from far away or homeless, who did 
not have an invitation for Sunday 
dinner with some New England fam- 
ily. When our Winchester boys eame 
back from weeks in the South and 
told what similar hospitality had 
meant to them there, we felt that any 
bread we cast on the waters had 
really come back cake. 

A recent Sunday a Winchester fam- 
ily gave one of these bread on the 
waters invitations through the Union 
Jack Club for any two sailors, Amer- 
ican or others, who were free to come 
A wise officer or chaplain sent two 
lads from "down under" from New 
Zealand. One was a country lad, one 
from the city. Both said they were 
19, but one looked no more than 16. 

This was their first voyage and on 
the way from England their convoy 
had met hostile craft and hostile- 
weather. Their boat was a very small 
one and it had suffered sore buffet- 
ing through six days of storm. The 
days it was in harbor for repairs 
gave its young sailors a chance to 
rest, feel American kindness, and be 
ready for the rest of their long voy- 
age. They made the most of a Sun- 
day in a Winchester home. They 
rested, boy fashion, with game after 
game of ping pong, hours of it. They 
played the piano and they sang 
American songs and Tahitiau songs 
from their own South Pacific. They 
talked about their homes. One lad 
had two brothers and two sisters in 
war service. 

Manifestly the two young New 
Zealanders enjoyed their Winchester 
day, but the family that entertained 
them is sure the lads gave more hap- 
piness than they got. And a few 
months from now their little boat will 
be safely in one of their own har- 
bors, we hope, and they will be telling 
there "down under" about Bost-m 
kindness. Maybe they will come 
across some of our very own lads, to 
whom it will bring Winchester a lot 
nearer to talk with chaps who were 
really out there and who have actual- 
ly seen Fenwick road and Highland 
avenue. Whatever helps the spirits 
and the health of a man in the Al- 
lied forces helps win the war. Such 
help we who stay at home can ftvs 
any Sunday, any day. 

Now our last paragraph of news 
about the Winchester work for Brit- 
ish War Relief must change in ona 
particular: we can no longer say that 
there is free yarn for all who want to 
knit for that British portion of the 
Allied armed forces. The national 
headquarters cannot now supply the 
local units free with all the yarn 
they are willing to knit The rea- 
son for this is of course the fact that 
four-fifths of the wool we can now 
count on, in the restricted shipping 
available from wool-producing areas 
in the Pacific, is being used by tne 
mills that arc weaving cloth for our 



soldiers, sailors, and airmen. Yarn 
for knitting is still being spun and 

the national organization will help 
local units get yarn to sell. It will 
at present cost 55 cents a skein. 
Mrs. Waugh will have it on hand as 
usual on Wednesdays and will bring 
it to shut in knitters who wish to 
buy and continue their good service.

AMERICAN FORCES LAND IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND 



Northern Ireland, where United 
States troops have landed according 
to an announcement by the War De- 
partment, constitutes the northeast- 
em fifth of the big- green island 
whose bulk is occupied by neutral 
Eire (the Irish Free State.). 

Northern Ireland, which has been 
fighting at the side of Great Brit- 
ain since the start of the present war, 
is not much bigger than Connecti- 
cut, says a bulletin from the National 
Geographic Society. 

Belfast Famous for Ships 

Although overshadowed in size by 
neighboring Eire, Northern Ireland 
contains two of the half dozen chief 
seaports of Ireland as a whole. Bel- 
fast, the capital and largest city, 
with more than 400,000 people, is 
situated on the east coast facing 
Scotland across the narrow North 
Channel. In Belfast are concentrated 
most of the country's huge linen and 
shipbuilding industries. 

From Belfast's harbor, and from 
that of Londonderry on deep, shel- 
tered Lough Foyle in the extreme 
northwest of the country, ships carry

325 votes, polling 1760 to Mr. Clarke's 
1435. Mr. Fallon polled 610 votes 
and Mr. Joslin, 552, dividing 1162 
otes between them. What the re- 
sult would have been in a two-way 
contest between Mr. McCormiek and 
Mr. Clarke is something to argue 
over. 

The latter made a good showing 
for an initial effort by a candidate 
who was obliged to spend three im- 
portant weeks of the campaign away 
from town. 

Nathaniel M. Nichols, veteran Col- 
lector of Taxes, was returned to of- 
fice after a campaign in which he 
was opposed by his former Deputy 
Tax Collector, Margaret Lilley, and 
by John P. Griffin, local merchant. 
Mr. Nichols polled considerably more 
votes than both his opponents togeth- 
er, but Miss Lilley's vote was sur- 
prisingly good. Mr. Griffin was rela- 
tively unknown and had few, if any, 
working in his behalf. 

In the remaining contest on the 
ballot the three Constables running 
for re-election were returned to of- 
fice over the challenge of Frederick 
Larson. Edward F. Maguire, vet- 
eran of all town officials, led in this 
contest with 3179, Gleason W. Ryer- 
son polled 3072 and Michael J. Foley, 
2868. 

Mabel W. Stinson, Winchester's 
popular and highly efficient Town 
Clerk, had the distinction of leading 
the ballot as she usually does. Run- 
ning unopposed for re-election she 
polled 3804 votes. Raymond S. Wil- 
kins, former Selectman and member 
of the Governor's Council, ran second 
with 3663. Theodore W. Monroe, run- 
ning unoppos'ed for Selectman polled 
3459. 

Precinct 5 was the first precinct to 
announce its vote, at 8:15. Precinct 3 
was last in at 10:30 and the final re- 
sults were announced at about 12:15. 

A feature of this year's election 
was the number of votes cast after 
4 o'clock, 1952 ballots being cast 
mainly between 5:15 and closing 
time, 7 o'clock. 

Fifty-three absentee ballots were 
distributed, and of these 38 came back 
in time to count in the election. 

In the contests for three year Pre- 
cinct representatives John A. Volpe 
was the leader in 1, James M. Joslin, 
in 2; A. Russell Ellis in 3; Joseph W. 
Worthen in 4; William J. Crough- 
well in 5; and J. Joseph Tansey in 6. 

In 6 only nine names were printed 
on the ballot for the three year term, 
making it necessary to write in tho 
names of two more. Thirteen candi- 
dates were written in with Edward 
A. McKenzie and William Carroll 
each receiving nine votes for elec- 
tion. 

No names were on the ballot for 
the two year term, there being one to 
be elected. Mr. Carroll had the dis- 
tinction of being elected for this as 
well as for the three year term, re- 
ceiving seven votes. Dennis McKeev- 
ing got three votes for second place, 
but whether Mr. Carroll can be 
dropped because of his election in the 
three year bracket, permitting Mr. 
McKeering's election, or whether it 
will be necessary to appoint a two 
year representative to serve is some- 
thing for Town Counsel Addison R. 
Pike to decide. 

In addition to the names of pre- 
cinct candidates written in by voters 
there was the usual number of names 
written in under various offices on 
the ballot.

JAPANESE-OCCUPIED MASBATE, 
IN HEART OF PHILIPPINES 



Has Gold Mines, Timber 



Masbate Island, occupied by Jap- 
anese troops, is in the very heart of 
the Philippines, says a bulletin from 
the National Geographic Society. Sur- 
rounded by big and little islands, it 
lies between Panay and the south- 
east extremity of the main Philippine 
Island of Luzon. Manila Bay and the 
besieged American forces of Bataan 
Peninsula, however, are on the other 
side of Luzon to the northwest. The 
tip of Bataan is a little over 200 air 
miles from the nearest point on Mas- 
bate. 

Mountainous Surface 

Masbate ranks 11th among the 
more than 7000 islands of the Philip- 
pines, the bulletin continues. With 
, an area of some 1250 square miles, it 
i is slightly larger than Rhode Island. 

The chief economic value of peace- 
I time Masbate was its production of 
gold. Mines there accounted for about 
two and a half million dollars worth 
of gold a year. Heavily wooded, the 
island also has considerable natural 
resources in timber, especially suit- 
able for shipbuilding and other acti- 
vities important in war or peace. It 
has several good harbors, and a num- 
ber of anchorage places which long 
served as havens for ships in storm 
distress. Mountainous in character, 
the island has an excellent water sup- 
pb- from numerous streams. Tho 
chief port and capital of Masbate 
Province, which includes several near- 
by islands, is the city of the same 
name, situated on the northeast coast 
of the main island. 

Masbate Province has seen a tre- 
mendous population growth in the 
last 40 years. With loss than 25,000 
inhabitants at the beginning of 1900, 
it now is estimated to contain more 
than 180,000.

Ernest Milton Policy, prominent 
citizen of Juneau, Alaska, and for- 
mer resident of this town, died sud- 
denly in Juneau on Feb. 26, of an 
acute attack of heart disease. He 
collapsed at the Century Theatre 
shortly after acting as master of 
ceremonies at an American Legion 
patriotic program being held there. 

Mr. Policy was the son of John 
and Fannie (Webber) Policy. He 
was born June 0, 1887, in South Bos- 
ton but came as a boy to Winches- 
ter and was educated in the Win- 
chester schools, subsequently taking 
a course in architecture at the In- 
{ ternational Correspondence School. 
As a young man he worked with 
his father in Winchester as a carpen- 
ter and builder and on Dec. 21, 1906, 
married Edna York, whose sister, 
Mrs. George Osborne makes her home 
here on Clematis street. His wife 
survives with a son, Dr. Clayton Pol- 
ley, dentist, of Skagway, Alaska, a 
sister, Mrs. Veta Brown of Peabody 
and two grandsons.

There was work to do out there 
among scattered white men far from 
churches and with red men. who had 
too many reasons for being puzzled at 
what little they had heard of the 
so-called good news of Christianity, 
but had not always seen lived out by 
the white men whose lives it was sup- 
posed to shape and to rule. The work 
in Montana called aloud to two young 
Christians forty years ago 

When her Winchester hearers faced 
their first dress-rehearsal blackout 
Wednesday night, some of them 
undoubtedly thought of Mrs. Han- 
nant's first blackout, which was no 
mere dress-rehearsal. The lights of 
the train moved off up the westward 
track and Mrs. Hannant with her bag- 
gage and her two tiny boys stood on 
the empty platform. Empty of the 
face they expected there, the young 
clergyman husband who had gone 
ahead to find their place of work in 
vast Montana — empty save for three 
Indians. They came forward to tell 
her that her husband was sick and 
th°y had come to take her to him. 
The little station was black ami 
empty; the railroad had no agent 
there at night. She had a swift choice 
to make. She could be afraid and 
suspicious and risk the night of 
storm. She went. She joined the 
long line, stretching back to Abraham 
and Including Columbus and the seek- 
ers of the Northwest Passage, the line 
of people who have gone forth in faith 
not knowing whither and have been 
brought to a wide and fruitful lan<l. 

The two missionary pioneers found 
Montana spiritually a fruitful country, 
rich for themselves. Any woman 
might almost covet the home this Pio- 
neer had, the houses she ive< 
that she helped build; 
house, one room: the 
seven rooms, really Ai 

Any woman in thes' 
can heartily desire for 
energy as this pioneer 
mothered a family of four boys. She 
traveled over and over the two hun- 
dred miles that separated the string 
of churches that constituted their 
Montana parishes. 

But one busy day she had to find 
time to look a word up in the diction- 
ary. That was when a letter came 
from a Mission Union group in New- 
York saying that they were sending 
her a layette for the expected baby. 
Her babies had always bad clothes, 
but a layette was a new word. Young 
mothers who sat there listening, even 
if they had always been rich, could 
imagine what the young missionary in 
Montana felt as she opened up each 
daintily-wrapped pretty and practical 
little garment. She thanked the givers 
in the very nicest way a woman can: 
she let them name the baby and so 
they did. They took as a middle name 
the post-office which they had sent 
the layette, and for a first name they 
chose one of proper association and 
of good omen.

Women facing what war must mean 
all must want for themselves what 
sustained this pioneer woman when 
she lived such keen and generous 
sharing of other women's pain and 
bereavement and when three times 
death came into her own household. 

It came very dramatically that last 
time. The hearts of even God's work- 
men are made of mortal dust, and 
they wear out. Two years ago, as the 
missionary clergyman was about to 
start out on a parish journey, he fell 
dead beside his car. "If I have really 
meant what I have been saying to 
other women. I can take this," said 
the wife. And so she has, and she is 
bringing a timely help to other 
women; timely for blackouts, and lor 
scarcity, and for the day when bad 
news shall come from the seas or 
from lands on the other side of th»- 
world to my neighbor's house or to 
my own,— the firm foundation of her 
faith. "The times that I am afraid I 
will trust in Thee."

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MISS AVERY EN FINAL LECTURE 



Miss Pauline Hayden and Mrs. Al- 
bert A. Haskell poured at the tea 
■which was given by the Winchester 
Smith College Club Wednesday after- 
noon, March 4, at the Wyman School 
following the final afternoon lecture 
in the "Today As History" series by 
Miss Eunice Harriet Avery. 

In her lecture on, "India, Australia 
and Aviation," Miss Avery explained 
how aviation and radio are inte- 
grating the world, physically and 
mentally. By short wave, radio is 
telescoping time all over the globe, 
and aviation is doing the same with 
our physical contacts. 

Discussing India, the speaker 
pointed out the fact that we have 
been accustomed to think of this 
great country in terms of "Mother 
India" and have not realized the ad- 
vances that have been made. In- 
dustry there is growing very' rapid- 
ly; Gandhi, with his policy of non- 
violence,' and Nehru are the leaders. 
It has been said, "India follows 
Nehru, Nehru follows Gandhi, and 
Gandhi follows God." India now 
wants dominion status, and Nehru 
says that every Indian will fight and 
give his all for freedom, if he is free 
himself. Lo/rd Linlithgow is the 
Viceroy, whose job is first to express 
the aspirations and needs of the In- 
dian people, and second, to protect 
the imperial interests. The latter 
has of course been particularly im- 
portant since the war broke out. 

The country has every resource ne- 
cessary for life with the exception 
of oil, and the Axis definitely has its 
eye on India at the present. Chiang 
Kai-Shek has been attempting to get 
India to join China; these two coun- 
tries combined represent over one 
half of the world population. The 
Axis is now trying to stir up the 
tribesmen and insurgents along the 
Indian border to cause difficulty. 

Australia, with two million square 
miles, has a population of 1% million. 
It is a fringe nation, as most peo- 
ple live on the fringe of the coast- 
line rather than inland. It is a 
"great big rowdy democracy" that 
loves week-ends, sunshine and tho 
races! They are more like us than 
the British. Like India, they have 
all resources except petroleum. In- 
dustry is expanding in Australia at 
present; last year they supplied 
most of the British motorized trans- 
portation. New Zealand is verv 
British, and co-operates completely 
•with Australia. 

In concluding, Miss Avery stated 
that there is a basic humour and 
basic individualism running through 
the United Nations, and once again 
summed up the thought which shp 
has been stressing throughout the 
series: namely, that the world, fol- 
lowing the war. must be integrated 
through fellowship regardless of 
color, race or creed.

LIBRARY TO BE WAR INFORMA- 
TION CENTER 



Miss Corinne Mead. Librarian, has 
been notified that the Winchester 
Public Library Is to be a War In- 
formation Center to receive the lat- 
est government publications on the 
armed forces and civilian defense. 
The Winchester Public Library is 
one of the libraries chosen by the 
American Library Association and 
asked by the Office of Information to 
make this service available to its 
community. Already in existence at 
the library Is a section on "Win- 
chester Civilian Defense" which has 
been steadily growing in interest 
since it was started in May 1941. 
This Defense Section has been en- 
larged and incorporated into the new 
War Information Center. This large 
and rapidly increasing collection of 
the latest material from Washington 
presents the newest developments on 
the "Home Front." Roughly divided 
into three groups, the material covers 
the phases of civilian defense from 
three angles, the nation, the com- 
munity, and the individual. These 
publications issued from the Office 
of Information give the vital facts 
as they become available to the 
public. 

One section of the material covers 
preparedness. This division stresses 
the factors of air raid precautions, 
blackout information, destruction of 
incendiaries and first aid to the 
injured 

A second section deals with the 
report to the nation on the American 
preparations for war from the Office 
of Facts and Figures. This informa- 
tion covers the branches of the Mili- 
tary Service, army, navy, and air 
force. On the "Home Front" the 
salient points of labor cooperation, 
and protection of defense production 
plants and air raid warden manuals 
are included. These vital factors in 
the nation's defense program are out- 
lined only "insofar as the informa- 
tion can be published without giving 
aid and comfort to those who are 
not our friends." 

A third section deals with the new 
and ever increasing factors of nutri- 
tion, priorities and allocations. This 
grouping which deals more directly 
with the citizen as an lndivldaul 
i overs the problems of the consumer 
;ind the business man faced with the 
new outlook of total war. The topics 
of diet rich in nutrition, plans for 
victory gardening, the items of sal- 
jfr*ge and substitution are discussed 
fh the readjustment of family eco- 
nomics. Of immediate interest to 
the business man is a practical guide 
"How your business can help to win 

the war." This guide discusses what 
the government wants to buy, how to 
bid for contracts, and includes a com- 
plete, up-to-the-minute schedule of 
priorities, allocations and prices. 

Covering the many angles of the 
"Home Front." the War Information 
Center fulfills the need for accurate 
and timely information and will con- 
tinue to grow in usefulness. "Do 
you want to know the facts," the 
facts which will "win the war and 
write the peace?" Facts will de- 
stroy the boast of the enemy that 
"mental confusion, contradictions, 
indecisiveness. and panic are his best 
weapons. The War Information 
Center is for you — Know the Facts!

Boiling on Ice 

Boiling a kettle of water on a block 
it Ice is an experiment that Is often 
performed with liquid air, which looks 
like water though it is not quite as 
clear. If liquid air Is placed In a ket- 
tle, which is set on a block of Ice. the 
ice being much warmer than the Mquid 
air will cause It to boll or change into 
gas.

And 
through all this welter of informa- 
tion and advice comes the slogan, 
"hold to our social gains." They are 
all united in that respect if not in 
anv other. As one of the privileged 
few we think we have had a War on 
here at the home front since the 
opening attack by the famed battal- 
ion known as the NRA. Now that 
we have the WPA, the 40-hour week, 
the labor union? and our Social Gains, 
we are rapidly leaving the much her- 
alded billions behind and entering 
the realm of trillions. What is it 
wins a war anyhow? We are told 
continually it is work and more 
work — and in the next column we 
are told that labor must not work 
too hard or it will tire itself out, that 
vacations and amusements and recre- 
ation must be maintained. In other 
words it's fellows like us, who never 
had a forty-hour week, who cannot 
get overtime nor double time pay 
and who are urged to buy bonds and 
hold to our social gains, who are ex- 
pected to win the war. Not being on 
the Government payroll we can ex- 
press our opinion in the freedom of 
our own convictions, although we do 
think the average man can see silli- 
ness of all the drivel so continuously 
put forth by our Washington rulers. 
If there is anything in this constant 
repetition from Washington urging 
the nation to get behind the admin- 
istration in its war efforts, there has 
got to be some indication that Wash- 
ington is really conducting a war and 
not continuing a political campaign. 
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domestic businesses of all kinds. Per- 
haps this is wise for total war but 
it can go too far, for those with large 
inventories. The slogan should be' 
"Business as Near as Possible to 
Usual," then tax them. 

Total war must not mean totalita- 
rian peace and it must not be 
"planned" that way.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS 



It is possible that economic condi- 
tions in the United States, during tiiis 
war. may be just the reverse of World 
War No. 1. 

We entered this war on the heels 
of a depression, gradually growing 
worse, due to government spending, 
and because our national debt is enor- 
mously larger. 

In the last war we had the help of 
England and France for munitions, 
etc. In this war we must help sup- 
ply all our allies. 

During the last war there was 
little dislocation of industry. The 
largest part of the production of this 
country was consumed by this coun- 
try. There was little or no curb on 
domestic spending. Taxes did not 
lower spending power. Government 
loans did not take from circulation 
the amounts that will be required 
this time and "ceiling horizons" were 
not known. For instance, America 
had $100,000,000,000.00 income in 
1041, in the boom year. li'2S'. about 
$85,000,000,000.00. 

The attempts to curb customers 
spending, through taxes, bonds, 
stamps, and other restrictions, price- 
ceilings, and such plans, will not be 
offset by the war workers' wages on 
the consumer articles available to be 
pure ha si d. 

The psychology being built up, de- 
sirable or otherwise, will induce peo- 
ple at first to buy. then not to buy. 
This may temporarily be effective bur 
it can and perhaps will depress most 
domestic business. This plan can 
work for a while, but it will not stop 
eventual inflation; and it can cause 
small national income for so-called

ed a raise in pay for the employee. 
Mr. Neiley replied that it was mere- 
ly a nominal increase, whereupon, Mr. 
Volpe asked the difference between a 
nominal increase and a pay raise, 
without, however, getting anything 
very definite in the way of an an- 
swer. 

Cuts were affected in the Water and 
Sewer Department's budgets, at the 
request of Chairman E. C. Sander- 
son and there was another saving in 
the snow and ice item which was re- 
duced $10,000. The town has spent 
thus far this" year $14,000 unoer tnrs 
head. The town hall appropriation 
was raised to provide a fire escape 
to obviate a Jangerous condition which 
now exists on the third floor which 
is much used by the Red Cross. 

An appropriation of $10,100 was 
made under the heading of Civilian 
Defense, to be expended by the Se- 
lectmen with no definite directions for 
what the money shall be spent. 

The sum of $12,000 was appropri- 
ated, in consideration of other sums 
being appropriated by the State or 
County, or both, to relocate and im- 
prove Main street from Mt. Vernon 
street to the Woburn line. The lay- 
outs of Blossom Hill road and New 
Meadows road as proposed by the Se- 
lectmen were accepted and the sum 
of $7,600.00 appropriated for neces- 
sary expenses. 

Under Article 16 the sum of $4:500 
was appropriated for recreational 
purposes and the promotion of sports 
and physical education, to be expended 
by the Park Board, and it was also 
voted to accept the new legislation rel- 
ative to the control of bicycle riding 
on the highways, an appropriation ol 
$300 being made to provide registra- 
tion plates which will be distributed 
by the Police. The sum of $750 was 
voted to indemnify Fire Chief David 
H. DeCourcy for damages incurred by 
him in the defense and settlement of 
a claim against him arising out of 
the operation of a motor vehicle own- 
ed by the town. 

Charles E. Eshbach was elected di- 
rector to represent Winchester in co- 
operation with the Middlesex County 
Trustees for County Aid to Agricul- 
ture, $5o being appropriated for ne- 
cessary expenses. The number of 
measurers of wood and bark was fixed 
at eight. 

Under the article dealing with com- 
mittees it was voted to retain and 
enlarge the Committee on Public 
School Accommodations with instruc- 
tions to further study this question 
and make recommendations before 
Jan. 1 next. A member of the Plan- 
ning Board was added to the orig- 
inal membership and $500 was ap- 
propriated for the committee's use. 

Certain changes in the building 
laws relating to pipe connections for 
heaters and vent pipes for gas stoves 
and ranges were adopted without de- 
bate, or we would hazard many know- 
ing much of anything about them. 
Certain other changes, in the Zoning 
Laws, were voted upon the explana- 
tion of Mr. Parsons that they merely- 
clarified the existing laws or brought 
them up to date. 

This brought the meeting to con- 
sideration of the articles proposing to 
change the Zoning Laws affecting bu- 
siness and industrial districts so as 
to prevent portions of them from be- 
ing used for such purposes as are 
now provided for by law in such dis- 
tricts. In effect a strip 50 feet wide 
in a business district, could not be 
used under the proposed change for 
business purposes, if it adjoined a 
residence district, and an additional 
150 feet could not be so used without 
the permission of the Board of Ap- 
peal. 

Mr. Parsons explained the proposed 
change in his usual lucid manner and 
offered the Planning Board's opposi- 
tion to the proposed changes. Mr. 
Smith, speaking for the proposed 
changes, explained that they were 
asked to protect owners of property- 
living in or next to business pr indus- 
trial districts from the possibility of 
having an objectionable business en- 
terprise such as a theatre, bowling- 
alley, bakery, roller skating rink, etc. 
put up beside their homes. He did 
not ask the adoption of the proposed 
changes to the zoning laws but he did 
move that the subject matter of them 
be referred to the Planning Board for 
consideration and a possible solution 
of the problem. 

Mr. Hurley opposed the motion, so 
did Mr. Cullen and so did Mr. Glea- 
son, who warned that if the proposed 
zoning changes were adopted all bus- 
iness property assessments would 
have to be reduced. He characterized 
the whole matter as the outgrowth of 
a neighborhood feud over a bowling 
alley, despite Mr. Smith's objection. 

Mr. Gallagher favored Mr. Smith's 
motion and asked for fair considera-

American soldiers and sailors are 
alive today at Pearl Harbor because 
Bostonians gave blood to the Red 
Cross blood bank. 

A young Navy surgeon's letter 
that reached Boston a few days ago 
contained the first positive news that 
plasma from Boston blood had served 
as the life-saving medium for seri- 
ously burned and wounded soldiers, 
sailors an marines.

cities or pennants of societies are 
flown on the same halyard with 
the flag of the United States of 
America, the latter should al- 
ways be at the peak. When 
flown from adjacent staffs the 
flag of the United States should 
be hoisted first and lowered last 

2 When displayed with an- 
other flag against a wall from 
crossed staffs, the Flag of the 
United States shouK: be on the 
right (the flag's own right), and 
its staff shoula be i.i front of 
the staff of the othei iag. 

3 When used or i speaker's 

platform, whether in rs or out, 
the flag should nevei >e reduced 
to the role of a mei t decoration 
by being tied into knots or 
draped over the stand. For this 
purpose bunting should be used. 
The flag, if displayed, should be 
either on a staff or secured to the 
wall or back curtain behind the 
speaker with the union to the 
flag's right. 



4 When flags of two or 

more nations are displayed to- 
gether they should be flown from 
separate staffs of the same height 
and the flags should be of ap- 
proximately equal size. 

5 When the flag is dis- 
played in a manner other than 
by being flown from a staff, it 
should be displayed flat, whether 
indoors or out When displayed 
either horizontally or vertically 
against a wall, the union should 
be uppermost and to the flag's 
own right, that is, to the ob- 
server's left. 

6 Whenever a number of 

flags of states or cities or pen- 
nants of societies are to be ar- 
ranged in a group and displayed 
from staffs with the flag of the 
United States the latter should 
be placed at the center of that 
group and on a staff slightly 
higher than any of the others. 

7 When the flag is displayed 

in the body of the church, it 



should be from a staff placed in 
the position of honor at the con- 
gregation's right as they face 
the clergyman. The service flag, 
the state flag or other flag should 
be at the left of the congrega- 
tion. If in the chancel or on the 
platform, the flag of the United 
States should be placed on the 
clergyman's right as he faces the 
congregation and the other flags 
at his left. 

8 When the flag is displayed 

from a staff projecting horizon- 
tally or at an angle from the 
window sill, balcony or front of 
a building, the union of the flag 
should go to the peak of the staff 
(unless the flag ja to be displayed 
at half-staff). 

9 Whenever the flag of the 

United States is carried in a pro- 
cession in company with other 
flags, it should occupy a position 
in front of the center of the line 
of flags or on the right of the

ING AVIATION PORT 



The Basilian Islands 

The Basilian islands are a group 
)f about 60 in the Philippines. 



Darwin, bombed by the Japanese, 
heretofore has been considered Aus- 
tralia's backdoor. But it is a front 
door now from the troubled world to 
the north, says a bulletin from the 
National Geographic Society, whicb 
goes on to describe Darwin as a small 
town of less than five thousand in- 
habitants With the appearance of an 
early mining town. 

Austrailians explain Darwin as the 
victim of the tropics and transients, 
continues the bulletin. Its excellent 
harbor gave it birth, but, as the best 
port on Austrailia's coast, the sailors 
give it color. 

Town of Assorted Aliens 

Chinatown, through which ship 
passengers must pass on arrival, 
greets the traveler with its Oriental 
odors, a mixture of joss-sticks, fish 
and drains, to the clashing tones of 
the one-string fiddle and radios. 

Most of the houses are one-story 
high. Many buildings of unpainted 
iron house Chinese, Malays and as- 
sorted aliens, formerly including 
many Japanese. The central portion 
of the town is almost devoid of trees. 
The sidewalks of the business section 
are roofed over. Government is 
housed in low stone buildings. 

The majority of Darwin's better 
homes on the outskirts stand high 
above the ground on stilts or iron- 
wood or concrete posts as a protec- 
tion against termites. Life is lived 
for the most part on the shuttered 
verandas surrounding the houses, of 
which the open rooms are a part. 
Only a dressing-room and a bathroom 
are entirely enclosed. The almost un- 
bearable heat at 12 degrees south of 
the Equator is relieved somewhat by 
cool breezes throughout the year. 

Darwin has one motion picture 
house, the center of activity, especi- 
ally on Saturday nights. Cowboy pic- 
tures have the most appeal for the 
native blacks, who hoot the villain 
and cheer the hero. Groups of 
strange, dark men of many races 
lounge at corners, as Chinese children 
clatter along on wood sandals, with 
Chinese women in sky-blue trousei., 
and wide-slceved black silk coats. 
Natives favor the hotly - flavored 
spiced meats cooked on red-glowTiig 
braziers in the streets, where Chin- 
ese dispense chocolate from wheel- 
harrows. This is peacetime Darwin. 
Town on Bluff Overlooks Fine Harbor 

The town occupies a bluff. 60 feet 
above the sea, and to the west over- 
looks one of the best harbors in the 
Pacific. In normal times it had reg- 
ular steamer communications with 
Java, Singapore, Hong Kong and In- 
dia. 

Darwin is the capital of the North- 
ern Territory which ©overs a half mil- 
lion miles of sparsely settled, wild 
country. During the long dry season 
this region has a scorched appearance. 
With the rains of the wet season, 
when the luggers come to port to lie 
up, the country blossoms almost over 
night in scarlet poinciana, frangipani. 
Japanese honeysuckle, and many 
flowering trees. 

Normally Darwin had air connec- 
tions with Singapore over a KrUtetiwt 
followed the length of the Nether- 
lands island of Java and across Su- 
matra. Since the establishment of its 
first commercial line 20 years ago, 
Australia has developed internal air 
routes second only to the United 
States in their 20,000-mile extent, 
over which more than 9,000,000 miles 
are annually flown. 

Four years ago a new line was es- 
tablished from Darwin across the con- 
tinent to Adelaide on the south coast. 
The projected railway between these 
two distant points has never been 
completed, and Darwin did not de- 
velop as a distributing center. Since 
the beginning of the war a new mili- 
tary highway 620 miles long has been 
built to connect the rail heads at 
Alice Springs and Birdum. the latter 
316 miles southt of Darwin. 

The rail-highway route requires 
nine days for the trip between Dar- 
win and Adelaide. The new air route 
of 1650 miles put the two ports with- 
in two days of each other.

THE WINCHESTER STAR. 
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TOWN MEETING DISSOLVED 

Adjourned Session Livelier Than First 

One hundred and fifty-eight pre- 
cinct representatives, or roughly 69 
percent of the limited town meeting 
membership, concluded the warrant 
at Monday evening's session of the 
annual town meeting in the town 
hall 

While considerably more debate 
took place than at the opening ses- 
sion last Thursday there was scant 
danger of anyone being overcome 
•with excitement and much of the 
general apathy so noticeable at the 
previous meeting was again in evi- 
dence. 

The small number of precinct mem- 
bers present was easily apparent and 
there could not have been many more 
than the hundred necessary for a 
quorum when Moderator Wilkins 
rapped the meeting to order. 

Action on Articles 31 and 32, the 
proposed changes to the Zoning By- 
Laws restricting the use of portions 
of lots in business and industrial 
districts was indefinitely postponed. 

Under Article 9, the long article 
dealing with departmental appropri- 
ations the item, Water Maintenance, 
left open at last week's meeting, was 
taken up and an appropriation of 
$43,673.20 voted, a saving of $2.1 10 
from the amount originally recom- 
mended by the Finance Committee. 
Mr. Monroe explained this as a sav- 
ing in the personal service item and 
the Water Board's decision to get 
along without the purchase of a new 
automobile this year. 

Under Article 9, in addition to the 
regular appropriation, was another of 
$23,000 for the purpose of guarding 
the town's water supply in accord- 
ance with recommendations from the 
Federal Authorities received through 
the Adjutant General's Department 
jind the State Department of Public 
Health. 

Most of this sum will be expended 
in paying 12 guards who will be 
posted at strategic points at the 
reservoirs and well field. They will 
be on the job 24 hours a day in 
shifts of eight hours, seven days a 
week. 

This additional appropriation was 
voted without debate or dissent, af- 
ter Mr. Monroe's explanation. 

Mr. Tansey then moved reconsider- 
ation of Article 8, the sense of the 
meeting article which was inserted in 
ithe Warrant to see if the town 
■would favor pay increases to town of- 
ficers and employees. He contended 
that the previous meeting had erred 
in considering all town salaries to- 
K^ther, feeling that it was unfair to 
lump workers in the low salary 
brackets with employees and offici- 
als being well paid. He stated that 
the town laborers had asked for in- 
dividual consideration of their re- 
quest for increased wages to meet 
increased living costs and did not 
want their request considered with 
those of already well paid groups.

Patrick T. Walsh of 9 Oxford 
street, president of the Eastern Felt 
Company and a widely known resi- 
dent of Winchester for more than 60 
years, died Tuesday evening, March 
17, at the Winchester Hospital after 
a short illness. He had attended to 
his business as usual on Friday, 
March 6, becoming suddenly and seri- 
ously ill on the following Sunday. He 
was removed to the hospital on that 
day. 

Mr. Walsh was the son of Patrick 
and Mary (Murphy) Walsh. He was 
born in 1860 in Kilmichael Parish, 
County Cork, Ireland, coming to this 
country as a young man and settling 
in Somerville, from which city he 
came to Winchester 62 years ago. 

Following the trade of leather 
worker, Mr. Walsh worked at the old 
Maxwell plant in Winchester, now J. 
O. Whitten Co., and as a splitter at 
the Loring and Avery plant, now 
Beggs & Cobb. He also followed his 
trade in shops in and around Salem, 
investing his money in Somerville 
real estate in the vicinity of Lincoln 
Park which he was "later able to dis- 
pose of advantageously. 

Forty-six years ago he joined the 
firm of the Eastern Felt Company, 
of which he was at the time of his 
death president. He was a member 
of Winchester Council, 210, Knights 
of Columbus. Bishop Cheverus Assem- 
bly, 4th Degree Knights of Colum- 
bus; of Winchester Lodge, 1445, B. 
P. O. E.; the Rotary Club of Win- 
chester, Charitable Irish Association 
and the Holy Name Society of St. 
Mary's Parish. 

He was highly esteemed by his 
friends and a man whose charitable 
disposition aided many unfortunates, 
though few of his charities were ever 
brought to the attention of the pub- 
lic. 

Mr. Walsh was twice married, his 
first wife having died many years 
ago. After his first marriage he 
lived for some time in the house 
he built on Main street near Hem- 
ingway street. Later he lived on 
Highland avenue, and for the past 
23 years at his Oxford street address. 
He leaves no immediate family, his 
second wife, the former Mary Fran- 
ces Ryan, having died March 26, 
1941. 

The Elks' funeral ritual was ex- 
emplified at the late residence Thurs- 
day evening, at 8 o'clock, followed 
by that of Bishop Cheverus Assem- 
bly at 9. 

The funeral was held from the late 
residence this Friday morning at 8:15 
with solemn requiem high mass cele- 
brated in St. Mary's Church. Inter- 
ment was in Oak Grove Cemetery, 
Medford.

A. R. P. SCHOOL GRADUATION 
HELD WEDNESDAY 

Endicott. Guest Speaker. 

Awarded Firemen 

The graduating exercises of the 
Second A. R. P. School at the W. H. 
S. Auditorium on Wednesday even- 
ing. March 18, were opened by sing- 
ing one verse of "The Star Spangled 
Banner," led by T. Parker Clarke. 
The invocation was pronounced by 
Fr. John P. O'Riordan. pastor of St. 
Mary's Church. 

Reverley H. B. Smith introduced 
Ben Schneider, chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, who expressed 
briefly the appreciation of the Se- 
lectmen for the work accomplished 
by the Defense School stating that 
there are now over 1800 citizens en- 
gaged in some form of defense work 
in the town. He expressed special 
appreciation of the graduating aux- 
iliary firemen whose work and train- 
ing represented such a vital factor 
in the defense of the town in case 
of a real emergency. 

Mr. Smith next introduced the 
principal speaker of the evening, Mr. 
Wendell Endicott of Dedham, Presi- 
dent of the Boston Opera Association 
and a recent visitor in England wnose 
mission was an investigation and 
survey of home guard defenses as 
practiced in England at war. 

Mr. Endicott announced that his 
greatest single impression of the 
English people at war was their 
"courage, determination and forti- 
tude." The only complaint he could 
recall came on the night of a rather 
severe air raid when at the height 
of the raid, a chambermaid said to 
him, "It's a bit nawsty out tonight, 
isn't it?" The English people have 
their chins up, he declared. They are 
not complaining. The great tragedy 
here in America, he stated, lies in 
the fact that some people fail to 
realize the grimness of war. 

It may happen here, declared Mr. 
Endicott grimly, and unpreparedness 
then would be tragic. No one can an- 
swer the question as to whether we 
here will be bombed. But surprise 
and the unexpected, he warned his 
audience, have consequently been the 
keynote of the enemy plan of attack. 
Loss of Allied control of the Pacific, 
he used as an excellent example of 
the least expected of recent develop- 
ments in this war. No one in America 
expected this to take place, yet it has 
done so with startling swiftness and 
unpreparedness, he declared, was the 
major factor. Devastation in England, 
also, has been due to the same cause, 
unpreparedness. 

Mr. Endicott's whole emphasis wp.s 
placed in the importance of prepared- 
ness for any possible emergncy. He 
emphasized the importance of a strict 
observance of black-out regulations, 
and of not giving the enemy valuable 
information by careless talk. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Endi- 
cott's extremely inspiring talk, Mr. 
Smith reported enthusiastically on 
the simple exercises held two weeks 
ago in the Town Hall at which the 
Auxiliary Police received their badges. 

He complimented them on their con- 
scientious work, their weekly prac- 
tice drills and their quiet efficiency. 

He next announced the graduation 
of the first class of Auxiliary Fire- 
men, regretting the absence of Chief 
DeCourcy and introduced Harold 
Fuller, who presented badges to the 
graduates of the course. Mr. Fuller 
complimented the Auxiliary Firemen 
and their officers, heartily on their 
accomplishment as he awarded badges 
to the five companies and to the aids 
at the Report Center, all of whom 
were formally and legally sworn in 
on the platform.

CHOOL COMMITTEE STUDIES 
RELATION OF OUR SCHOOLS 
TO THE WAR 



In recent months the School Com- 
riittee has given much consideration 
o possible and desirable changes in 
the school as a result of the war. 
their thought and action thus far 
! ave related to two answers: 

1. The Protection of School Pupils 
in case of an Air Raid. 

2. The Curriculm with its Possible 
Modifications or Additions. 

Protection. The following has been 
accomplished. 

Each school has been organized 
with the definite program to protect, 
under our limited refuge conditions, 
school pupils from possible air raids. 
Our pupils have been drilled to leave 
their classrooms and to go in orderly 
manner to the several refuge stations 
in their repective buildings. These 
drills will be continued at regular in- 
tervals. Consideration has also been 
given to an alternative plan of send- 
ing children home, if there is ade- 
quate time. 

After much thought the Commit- 
tee is about ready to take action in 
protecting children, from flying glass. 
The delay in coming to a definite de- 
cision in this particular type of pro- 
tection has been due to the number 
of different suggestions as to how 
glass may best be prevented from 
shattering. Some of the suggested 
methods would necessitate expense in 
terial a well as excessive expense in 
installation. 

Action is being taken to supply the 
necessary equipment in fighting fires. 

It is quite clear from the official 
"nmmunications of the Army and 
^£avy Departments that the High 
Th-hool should continue its usual pro- 
gram, stressing, however, thorough 
training in the essentials of mathe- 
matics and sciences. 

The High School faculty has been 
made acquainted with these commu- 
nications and are continuing their in- 
struction in mathematics and the sci- 
ences at the high school level, con- 
scious of the importance of thorough 
grounding.

The six New England governors 
met last week to consider the fuel oil 
and gasoline shortage and the possi- 
bility of rationing. In view of the 
seriousness of the situation the Win- 
chester Conservation Committee has 
issued a statement to all users of 
fuel oil. 

"Oil is ammunition. Use it wisely. 
Conservation of vital materials for 
war is as important as the further 
production of these materials. Dur- 
ing the latter part of March and 
April the average home owner uses 
about 9 percent of his annual fuel 
supply. By following the suggestions 
given below you can reduce this 
amount considerably. 

1. Avoid overheating your home. 
Your fuel consumption is increased 
about 3 percent for each degree over 
70 degrees. Turn down the thermo- 
stat when your house is too warm 
rather than opening doors and win- 
dows. 

2. Proper insulation, weather strip- 
ping and storm sash and doors can 
save as high as 50 percent of your 
fuel. 

3. Reduce the temperature at 
night. The average outside temper- 
ature for the heating season is 35 de- 
grees. By turning the thermostat 
back to 60 degrees, you can save 10 
percent of your fuel. By turning it 
back to 50 degrees you can save 19 
percent. 

4. Close off unused rooms and sun 
porches. If your whole family goes 
away for a week-end, a temperatuie 
of 50 degrees will protect the aver- 
age house from any frozen pipes. 
Close dampers in your fireplaces ex- 
cept when in use. 

5. Have your oil burner thorough- 
ly checked to make sure you are re- 
ceiving maximum efficiency. At the 
end of the heating season you should 
have a service man: 

1 Clean, lubricate and inspect the burner. 
2. Remove soot from flues. 

■i. Remove scale from boiler surfaces. 

4, Fill the oil storage tank.

Mr. James Cullen of the fuel div- 
ision urged that users of wood order 
their wood now while it is possible to 
get it cut. The shortage of wood 
cutters in later months may make it 
impossible to fill orders, he stated.

At the first appearance of the enemy 
air fleet and their falling bombs 
everybody, soldier and civlian alike, 
appeared to be utterly confounded and 
often hysterical, but later attacks met 
with spirited resistance on the part 
of the defending forces. There was 
a rout-yes, but heroic acts on the 
part of the Americans were by no 
means absent. We have not the spare 
to recount the many thrilling inci- 
dents told by Mrs. Brackett but the 
attitude of her listeners showed her 
grip on their attention far better than 
pasres of words could possibly do.

Police Chief William K. Rogers has 
asked the Star to remind car owners 
that night parking on the streets of 
the town is prohibited. According to 
law "no vehicle except those of phy- 
sicians, nurses or clergymen while in 
actual attendance upon the sick, shall 
be parked on any street for a period 
of time longer than one hour between 
1 a. m. to 7 a. tn. any day." Chief 
Rogers states that his department did 
not make this law, but is charged 
with its enforcement. Dissatisfaction 
with it should not be voiced to him, 
but failure to observe its provisions 
will be answerable to him,— and how! 

The Star has been solicited to take 
up the defense bond racket. This 
scheme, along with "get your picture 
in the paper," is another idea to fill 
newspaper columns at the expense of 
email advertisers. The idea is to print 
a page, blazoned with advice to buy 
defense bonds and paid for collec- 
tively by such advertisers as can be 
coerced into buying space. Anyone 
who fails to buy such space is un- 
patriotic — to put it mildly. It is one 
of the hundred or more schemes to 
make money at someone else's ex- 
pense. The Star likes to see the sale 
of defense bonds. It urges its ad- 
vertisers and readers alike to make 
purchases. It does not lend itself to 
any scheme to fill its own pocket at 
their expense. 

According to Wednesday's paper 
President Roosevelt has cautioned 
Congress against any labor legisla- 
tion, declaring there was no strike 
problem today and that things were 
going along pretty good! He said 
Congress ?ould not pass a law that 
would make a man turn out more 
work! He told his press conference 
that he favored continuance of the 40 
hour week and time and a half pay! 
He decried a state of public informa- 
tion, blamed in part on newspapers 
and irresponsible speeches in Con- 
gress. He cited a letter from a pro- 
fessional economist who drew the 
conclusion that Japan would not have 
declared war and the United States 
would not have lost the Philippines 
or the Dutch East Indies if there 
^ad not been 30,000,000 man days 
lost by strikes in the first 1% years 
Vf the defense program. The Presi- 
dent said with a smile that he had 
replied with even worse news — if it 
hadn't been for the common cold, we 
would be in Rerlin today, for that 
had caused a loss of 60,000,000 man 
days in the same period! Of course 
we are all wet, but we add our two 
cents worth in advocating the aban- 
doning; of the slogan of the day: 
"Remember Pearl Harbor," and re- 
placing it with "Remember France." 
We quote extracts in the same pa- 
per giving the President's views 
wherein Edson Smith writes: "In the 
field of labor wages in organized 
manufacturing industries have 
20 per cent, although the cost of liv- 
ing has advanced only half that 
amount." ... It is obvious that the 
groups in the community which have 
been able to exert the greatest poli- 
tical pressure have benefitted from 
the war at the expense of the com- 
munity as a whole." . . . "The New 
Deal came into power by a combin- 
ation of farm and labor votes and 
it has been kept in power by this 
same combination." So keep on buy- 
ing your jobs and just as another 
slogan we give you "Politics For- 
ever."

Our island came through 
100 per cent, and although we were 
surprised to find our yard full of 
cars at its close, we never did learn 
how they got there. From our ob- 
servation of the two black-outs we 
have no question over the complete 
co-operation of Winchester and Cape 
Cod. With twelve guests here at 
home and a goodly gathering at ths 
Cape, both episodes were not far be- 
hind attaining standing in the social 
department of civilian defense — unof- 
ficial of course. In common with all 
our friends and guests we can look 
forward with further pleasure to the 
coming regional, State and New Eng- 
land tests.

For that, 
and many other equally charming 
reasons, his delightfully informal talk 
on "Helpful and Healthful Home Gar- 
dens in the Spirit of Home Defense" 
before the regular meeting of the 
Better Homes Garden Club on Wed- 
nesday night, was of exceptional in- 
terest to the large audience of mem- 
bers and guests. 

Mr. Dempsey described the impor- 
tance of getting the most out of your 
home gardens, in beauty, food value, 
vitamins and appetite appeal, by 
starting first with the soil, having 
it properly tested, feeding it the cor- 
rect fertilizer, and maintaining the 
fertilizer throughout the growing 
period. 

In selecting your seeds, decide first 
what vegetables your family prefer, 
then plant them in small amounts, 
and keep repeating the planting at 
two or three week intervals, so that 
you will not have a flood of one veg- 
etable one week and then none for 
the rest of the season. Insect control 
is of equal importance, and is the 
one arduous burden in home garden- 
ing. 

Mr. Dempsey's most recent book. 
"Grow Your Own Vegetables" appear- 
ed on the book stands yesterday, and 
was. of course, the subject of much 
discussion during the evening. We 
recommend it a s one of the most val- 
uable, and without question the most 
comprehensive, ever published on this 
subject, both for the amateur and the 
expert gardner. There is everything 
in it; every question you ever wanted 
to ask Professor Dempsey is answer- 
ed for you; the entire story of soil 
fertilizing is described in detail; th-J 
problem of what to plant, in your 
enthusiasm to help, with your garden, 
in this year of 1942, is solved sensibly 
and surely. 

In response to a suggestion from 
the President. Mrs. William W. 
Goodhue. Mr. Dempsey explaned that 
the recommended list of preferred 
vegetables in their order, was as fol- 
lows: 1. tomatoes; 2, beans; 3, car- 
rots; 4, cabbage; 5, lettuce; and 6. 
greens. All this is explained in de- 
tail in his valuable book on garden- 
ing. Bulletins on gardening are free 
to any one who cares to write for 
them to "Middlesex County Extension 
Service." 19 Everett street, Concord, 
or to the Massachusetts State Col- 
lege, at Amherst.

We are now approaching the heart 
of the Lenten season.

Widows with dependent children 
under 18 should be prepared to sub- 
mit copies of their marriage record 
and birth certificates for all children 
for whom they apply.

The Great Delusion. No. 89. 

A leading whiskey producer re- 
cently floated a new bond issue of 
$15,000,000 with government approval 
for the bonds were registered with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission. 

This is the day of priorities. Civil- 
ian consumption of copper is cut 40 
per cent and production of automo- 
biles has ceased. Paper and other 
supplies are already scarce. Though 
multitudes of families urgently need 
decent homes, new housing construc- 
tion is restricted because its materials 
are needed for war. In small fac- 
tories not geared into the "defense'' 
program, nearly 3,000,000 employees 
face unemployment. Massachusetts 
jewelry factories with 33,500 employ- 
ees face shut downs because jewelry 
metal is unobtainable. Meanwhile ail 
citizens are urged patriotically to in- 
vest in "defense" bonds. Yet a for- 
eign-controlled liquor producer is per- 
mitted to borrow $15,000,000 from 
the American people and to continue 
in business undisturbed amid this 
rising tide of economic dislocation, 
whle priorities plunge millions of peo- 
ple into endless worry and confusion.

EDWARD FITZGERALD 



Edward Fitzgerald of 20 Winches- 
ter place, known to Boston and Maine 
commuters for many years as bag- 
gagemaster at Winchester Station, 
died Monday night, March 23, at the 
Winchester Hospital. He had been 
in poor health for two weeks previous 
to March 13, but had recovered suf- 
ficiently to return to work on that 
morning, being stricken suddenly ill 
while at the station. He was re- 
moved to the hospital where for a 
time his condition showed improve- 
ment, only to take another turn for 
the worse over the past week-end. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was the son of Ed- 
ward and Johanna (Barry) Fitzger- 
ald. He was born Jan. 6, 1870, in 
County Waterford, Ireland, and spent 
his youth in his native land, coming 
to this country as a young man and 
settling in Winchester. 

Shortly afterward he entered the 
employ of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad, in which he continued for 
half a century, nearly all of which 
time was spent at Winchester Sta- 
tion, first as assistant baggagemas- 
ter and later for 20 years, as bag- 
gagemaster. His faithfulness to his 
duties, courtesy and friendly smile 
won him many friends among Boston 
and Maine patrons who learned of 
his passing with regret. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was one of the sen- 
ior members of the Fire Department, 
which he joined as a call fireman 35 
years ago. At the time of his death 
he was call captain of Ladder 1. He 
was frequently assigned to duty at 
social functions in the town hall, be- 
ing widely known and universally 
liked by those who came in contact 
with him in this capacity. 

He was a member of the Winches- 
ter Fireman's Relief Association, of 
the Massachusetts State Fireman'.- 
Relief Association and of the Holy 
Name Society of St. Mary's Parish. 

On Jan. 20. 1895, Mr. Fitzgerald 
married Elizabeth Dillon, who sur- 
vives him. with two daughters, Mrs. 
Royal Langan of Lowell and Misa 
Elizabeth F. Fitzgerald of Winches- 
ter; three sons, Edward D., a mem- 
ber of the permanent Fire Depart- 
ment, James H., of Winchester, and 
Pfc. Harold J. Fitzgerald, now 
in the United States Army; a broth- 
er, Michael Fitzgerald of Brighton; 
two sisters, Mrs. Michael Drohan of 
Winchester and Mrs. Julia Piccolo of 
Tyngsboro; and eight grandchildren. 

The funeral was held this Friday 
morning from the late residence 
with solemn requiem high mass cele- 
brated in St. Mary's Church at 9:30 
o'clock. Interment was in Calvary 
Cemetery. 



Winchester High School's popular 
principal, Wade L. Grindle, holding 
the commission of lieutenant colonel 
in the United States Army Officers 
Reserve Corps, was ordered to active 
duty last Friday and reported Wed- 
nesday of this week at Headquarters 
of the First Corps Area in Boston 
where he will remain until he is defi- 
nitely assigned. 

Colonel Grindle has been at Win- 
chester High School since 1924, hav- 
ing been elected principal by the 
School Committee on April 7 of that 
year. A graduate of Bates College in 
the class of 1913, he studied at the 
Harvard Graduate School of Educa- 
tion and held high school principal- 
ships in Maine from 1913 to 1917. Af- 
ter serving in the First World War 
he became principal at Milton High 
School, from which post he came to 
Winchester. 

Colonel Grindle's war record goes 
back to 1910 when he enlisted in the 
2nd Main Infantry, seeing service as 
a sergeant on the Mexican Border. 
At the time of the First World War, 
he went overseas as a 2nd lieutenant 
in the famous 26th, or Yankee Divis- 
ion, taking part in five major cam- 
paigns and being wounded at Chateau 
Thierry. He was twice promoted in 
France, returning as a captain on 
the regimental staff of the 103rd In- 
fantry, really his old outfit, the 2nd 
Maine, which became the 103rd dur- 
ing the consolidation of New Eng- 
land units during World War I. 

Following the war, Colonel Grindle 
remained in the Officers Reserve 
Corps, doing regular tours of duty; 
being promoted to major in 1926 and 
to lieutenant colonel in February of 
1939. 

In addition to his military activity. 
Colonel Grindle has been prominent 
in educational and community affairs. 
He has been president of the Massa- 
chusetts High School Principals' As- 
sociation, president and a member of 
the executive committee of the Mid- 
dlesex Teachers' Association, presi- 
dent of the Middlesex County high 
school athletic league, a member of 
both the Masons and Odd Fellows 
and president of the Unitarian Men's 
Club, an office he holds at the pres- 
ent time. As an active member of 
Winchester Post, 97, American Legion, 
he has served the post as finance of- 
ficer and as commander for two terms, 
1930 to 1932. 

Colonel Grindle is married and 
makes his home on Lincoln street. 
He has two sons. The younger, 
Crosby, attends Winchester High 
School, and the other, Lincoln, is a 
senior at Bowdoin.

Winchester High School's recently 
concluded basketball season turned 
out fairly successful, the first team 
winning 11 out of 18 (tames while the 
battling seconds just missed a grand 
slam when they lost to the Stoneham 
jay-vecs hi their Ia3t game to give 
them 16 wins and a single reverse. 
One of the varsity defeats was that 
handed out by the faculty in an exhi- 
bition game at the end of the sched- 
ule in which the schoolboys played 
every one on the squad against the 
surprising professors. There is Drob- ! 
ably no doujbt that a strictly varsity ' 
scjuad could have taken that one. 

Coach Edward A. Bartlett of the , 
high school faculty once again coached 1 
the varsity squad and once more did 
■ splendid job with mediocre ma- 
terial. Winchester was the best I 
coached team in the Middlesex League, ' 
even though it could finish no better i 
than third in the circuit's final stand- 
ing. The local boys had the plays, 
they controlled the ball in every 
game their full share of the time and 
they generally had more setup shots 
than their opponents. They lost to 
teams like Lexington and Belmont 
and Woburn because they could not 
make their "sucker" shots count: 
that is, they were not naturally good 
enough basketball players to go out 
there and get the ones they should 
get. Just one real "natural" on the 
local team would have handed Win- 
chester the league championship on 
a platter and would have enabled 
Coach Bartlett's charges to have 
broken at least even with Woburn. 
Winchester outplayed the tanners in 
the second game of their two game 
series at Winchester, but they could- 
n't shoot with relaxed, experienced 
players like "Cheepie" Doherty and 
Downey and so lost a game they 
should have won, a game thev de- 
served to win. 

The locals got a bad break at the 
start of the league season, when 
they had to play their opening game 
with Lexington away instead of as 
originally scheduled at home. They 
lost by six points. They might have 
lost anyhow, but the home court 
would have meant plenty in that first 
game, and had the locals won, they 
would have been one of the teams to 
beat for league honors instead of just 
another club that had to win them all 
to stay in the running.

WE SHALL HOLD TO OUR SOCIAL 
GAINS 



With the smoke screen of drawin-r 
into discussion and making an issue 
of double time pay, thus beclouding 
the broad term of "social security," 
which is the real root of the present 
situation, Washington seems to be 
continuing along the ten-year politi- 
cal line so consistently adhered to. 
The double time phase is the least 
of the many points under discussion. 
The 40-hour week will be held and 
the time and a half will be held and 
those who object are scared to deatli 
that the slow-down, reported preva- 
lent all over the country, will be 
augmented if anything is done about 
it. Certainly a lot of votes might be 
lost. That is an important matter 
in fighting a war. We have sail 
more than once that France, before 
she was Germany, and who copied 
our great New Deal with enthusiasm, 
is as good an illustration as people 
could ask for of present conditions 
here. There are many features slow- 
ing up business both in war produc- 
tion and civilian endeavor besides 
Wages and hours, although most of 
them apply to labor. Strikes and dif- 
ficulties placed in the path of civil- 
ian business are doing their part in 
keeping things in a turmoil and cut- 
ting down America's war effort — if 
only in shrinking and eliminating 
taxes. We know our great President 
has a small opinion of the press and 
probably a still lesser opinion of this 
weekly press, but we'd like to win 
the war and are willing to close our 
business if it would do it; even to 
building another flight of stairs. We

Such a statement 
as this is swallowed by the Finance 
Committee hook, line and sinker and 
the mon* v is immediately forth-com- 
ing, while other town departments 
like the Assessors Department are 
forced to get along with such meagjr 
appropriations that it is impossible 
to run their departments efficiently. 
I ask you is this fair, business-like 
or sensible? 

The Finance Committee is not in- 
fallible. It does and has made mis- 
takes and the town meeting members 
should not feel duty bound to follow 
their recommendations 100 r r, but 
should use their own judgment in 
these matters.

Mr. Harry Winn, former Chairman 
of the Assessors, seems somewhat 
disturbed because the Finance Com- 
mittee and the Town Meeting mem- 
bers did not see the reason for in- 
creasing the pay of one of the As- 
sessors' clerks, which would make th<? 
salary out of line with the recom- 
mendations of the last Wage Scale 
Committee, and blames Mr. Sander- 
son of the Water and Sewer Board 
for his troubles. It is far from my 
desire to pass on the individual merits 
of any clerk in the Town Hall office, 
but l am vitally interested in main- 
taining a fair and equitable wage 
scale for all employees. 

Before the first Wage Scale Com- 
mittee was appointed, a number of 
department heads (including Mr. 
Winn) attempted to correct the Sal- 
ary inequalities which were causing 
so much dissatisfaction among clerks 
at the Town Hall, and set up a sched- 
ule which we asked the town to 
cept. 

The town's decision to consider the 
matter further resulted in the Mc- 
Cormick salary report, which dif- 
fered from that arrived at by the 
department heads only in granting 
to the Assessors' chief clerk a salary 
considerably higher than other head 
clerks, on the theory that this clerk 
managed the office for the Assessors. 

We were all satisfied with the Mc- 
Cormick Committee's recommenda- 
tions and accepted the report without 
a protest. 

In 1936 the Assessors raised theii

Mr. Winn seems to think that the 
Water and Sewer ,Board is being 
favored by the Finance Committee. 
In this he is very wrong. The Fi- 
nance Committee consists of 15 in- 
telligent citizens, representing all 
parts of the Town. They pass on 
the requested appropriations by the; 
different departments and advise the 
Town Meeting so that the Town 
Meeting members may intelligently 
vote money to carry on the depart- 
ments. They also have charge of 
the Reserve Fund. The department 
heads must know their business in 
order to sell their requirements to 
the Committee. Otherwise, they do 
not get the desired recommendations. 

Last year was a very hard one to 
operate the Water and Sewer De- 
partment. It was called on to do a 
great deal more work than was an- 
ticipated when the appropriations 
were made at Town Meeting. More 
money was needed so that water and 
sewer could be supplied to many new 
houses that were being built. 

After many conferences and mu°h 
investigation on the part of the Fi- 
nance Committee, this department 
was allowed money from the Reserve 
Fund as it was an unforeseen ex- 
pense, and the Committee thought it 
was good business to supply our cit- 
izens with the necessary water and 
sewer services ("No money — no 
water"). 

The very dry year of 1941 was un- 
expected but, fortunately, through the 
foresight of the Water Board and 
the co-operation of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Town was ready to meet 
this emergency by the completion of 
the Well System and the Water 
Softener, avoiding the necessity of 
entering the Metropolitan Water 
District, which would have meant 
the doubling of our water rates. 

Money was granted from the Re- 
serve Fund to the Water Maintenance 
Account to care for the added charges 
for power for pumping and water 
treatment supplies. This was an un- 
foreseen expense as the emergency 
did not develop until after Town 
Meeting.

All worn out and cast-off garments 
are washed, ripped apart, and a new 
coat or dress is made from several 
old ones of different materials. Vege- 
tables and fruit are scarce and very 
high. 

The writer of the letter is married 
and the mother of a family, but was 
called upon to teach school. She hirea 
a housekeeper, and the latter was 
taken for canteen work. Their days 
are spent at hard work, sometimes 
with just a margarine sandwich for 
sustenance. The evenings are hardly 
long enough for knitting, sewing and 
the many household cares. We do not 
realise here in this country, what war ' 
means. We grumble about lack of I 
tires, gas and about income taxes, 
eta, but most of us have not as yet 
realized any hardship.

Defense stamp sales among the 
pupils at the Winchester High School 
are being pushed vigorously. An edi- 
torial in the school paper "Red and 
Black," written by Jean Stillrnan, 
editor of the publication read as fol- 
lows: 

"Oh well— what good does it do if 
I buy a ten cent Defense Stamp — it's 
the bonds that really count. 

"This is a feeling which might be 
and is being expressed everywhere. 
It's natural for us to feel that it 
doesn't really help to buy just stamps 
— -but they count up, too! 

"There are 734 students in the high 
school at the present time, and there 
are approximately 40 weeks in the 
school year. If each student bought a 
10 cent stamp once every week dur- 
ing the whole year, it would give a 
total of $2,936.00 to the U. S. Gov- 
ernment, which is not exactly what 
you would call small change. 

"For this amount of money the 
Army could buy enough Garand rifles 
to supply three squads of soldiers, or 
they could purchase six machine guns. 

"And even better, if each student 
bought a 25 cent stamp every week, 
it would bring in a total of $7,340.00 
with which 91 Garand rifles could be 
bought to equip our armed forces. 

"Remember — every stamp that is 
bought helps to insure a quicker vic- 
tory for the United States."
